VERYTHING IS GETTING micro,” says David Strymish. 
He’s talking about cookbooks. From Julia Child to Jasper 

White, from New England to New Guinea, from tomatoes to 
tortillas, there are few chefs, cuisines, or foodstuffs that haven't 
spawned a book of their very own. And Strymish should know: in 
the past two decades, his company, Jessica's Biscuit, has grown 
from an improvised offshoot of his family business into possibly 
the globe's finest source for cookbooks of any stripe. 

With roughly 8000 titles available, the bimonthly Jessica's Biscuit 
catalogue goes out to almost 400,000 people worldwide — culi- 
nary students, housewives, chefs, historians, and cookbook 
addicts. (One of Jessica's biggest customers is the online book 
giant Amazon.com, which buys rare and out-of-print selections and 
then sells them at a markup.) j 

Jessica's stocks everything from trendy chef-authored books to a 
four-volume series on professional French pastry. An in-house 
publishing arm, Biscuit Books, revives popular but out-of-print 
books such as Jasper White’s Cooking from New England and 
Elizabeth David Classics. 

All this is a long way from the cookbook mail-order ad that a 
then-22-year-old Strymish placed in Gourmet magazine to help 
pad his clerk’s salary at the New England Mobile Book Fair, in 
Newton, which he still runs with his brother John. “I! just happened 
to notice that all these people would come in, again and again, 
and buy cookbooks. But | have to be honest with you — we knew 
nothing about it,” says Strymish. He and his friend Mark Landau, 
now a HarperCollins executive, typed up a catalogue that they 
copied, stapled, and mailed to the 10 or so folks who answered 
the Gourmet ad. The rest he learned over time. 

Jessica's Biscuit sells at a deep discount; prices are anywhere 4 
from 25 to 75 percent below retail. Strymish stays in business by . 
keeping a close eye on the market, regularly buying hundreds or 
even thousands of books that are closing out or have gone out of 
print. Some are cheap and sell quickly; others — like Gastronomy 
of Italy, by Anna del Conte — are what Strymish calls “important 
books.” They may take years to bear consumer fruit, but he'll buy | 
them because of their place in the cooking canon. And when 
trends hit, Jessica's is ready with a stockpile of titles on cuisines 
from Albanian to Persian.

grade with a lecture about menstruation. The 
girls in my class — about 20 of us — were 

separated from the boys for the morning and given a 

private audience with the school principal, a tall, forbid- 

ding woman with hair the color of steel wool. Her name 
was Mrs. Morse. She stood at the front of the class- 
room and used a pointer to familiarize us with the 
female reproductive system, detailed on a large poster. 
These are the fallopian tubes, she said. This is the 
uterus. She told us how eggs got fertilized by sperm, 
and she talked at some length about the lining of the 
uterine wall, and just after she moved onto cramps and 
Kotex pads, she spent a few minutes talking about the 
act of sex itself. 

This part was vague: a few words about hormones 
and changing bodily sensations; some cautionary senti- 
ments about boys, whose hormones apparently would 
affect them more dramatically than ours would; and the 
briefest suggestion that sex could be an expression of 
feeling between people who loved each other. I believe 
she used the word “pleasurable,” but she said this with a 
great deal of reticence and strain, as though she were in 
fact discussing something quite daunting. Oral surgery, 
for instance. 

I thought about Mrs. Morse last month, for the first 
time in many years, when the Journal of the American 
Medical Association released its report on sexual dys- 
function. Forty-three percent of women and 31 percent 
of men regularly experi- Aff 
ence some degree of sexual 
trouble, the AMA reported, 
ranging from lack of desire 
to inability to achieve 
orgasm. Apparently, this 
was big news, at least if the 
mainstream media’s 
response was any indica- 
tion. Reports of the study 
ran on page one of the 
New York Times and the 
Boston Globe, among oth- 
ers. The results were cov- 
ered with great gravitas by 

ABC, CBS, NBC, and 
CNN, and an Associated 
Press headline stated SEXU- 
AL DYSFUNCTION STUDY 
STUNS. 

Stuns? Really? Like vir- 
tually everyone I’ve asked 
about the subject, I looked 
at those numbers and 
shrugged: big whoop. 
Before I even got past the 
first paragraph of the 
Times story, I’d instinctive- 
ly ticked off a mental list of contemporary libido-crush- 
ing associations: stress, depression, lack of time, and 
financial worries, all of which were duly cited as evi- 
dence for our apparent lack of appetite. When I asked a 
friend if she’d found the report surprising, she laughed 
at me. She said, “If the AMA had reported that 43 per- 
cent of women lead happy, fulfilling, wild sex lives — 
now that would have been stunning.” 

Indeed. The interesting thing about the AMA report 
lies not in the numbers but in what it reveals about the 
gulf between our public sense of human sexuality and 
our private daily experience. 

The public portrayals are obvious and well-document- 
ed, as even a cursory glance at the neighborhood news- 
stand will tell you: take a few juicy reports about presi- 
dential blowjobs, add a couple of unattainable images of 
sexuality (Sports Illustrated’s swimsuit issue came out 
the week after the AMA's report), throw in a few choice 
Cosmo headlines (“Be the Best Sex of His Life — How 

to Tease Him Mercilessly, Seduce Him Slowly, Then 
Rock His World in Ways He’s Only Dreamed About!”). 
What you get is a pretty vivid (and inescapable) picture 
of what sex is supposed to look and feel like: hot, 
steamy, and available first and foremost to the powerful, 
the physically perfect, and the technically proficient. 

Against that is the far murkier picture that most of us 
developed in childhood and adolescence, when we sat in 
sex-ed classes blinking up at the stern-faced Mrs. 

Morse and her counterparts in other schools. Forget the 
sexual revolution: women 10 years my senior may have

come of age at a time when sexuality was seen as per- 
missible and joyful and good, but the door to sexual lib- 
eration doesn’t seem to have stayed open very long. 
Mrs. Morse delivered that lecture in 1971, just four 
years after the Summer of Love, and her message was 
fairly clear — and not so different from the one deliv- 
ered to girls in the 1950s: female sexuality was pretty 
much a matter of equipment; a fair amount of blood 
would be involved; boys were. the ones with the big (and 
quite possibly scary) drives. Add to that lesson a few 
others from the wider culture (a generation of parents 
who were at best mute on the subject of female desire; 
the persistent and baffling distinction between “nice 
girls” and “sluts”; and the tacit taboo against assertive- 
ness in women, to name just a few), and the picture 
gets murkier still. 

Of course, it would be grossly simplistic to draw a 
direct line from inadequate sex-ed classes in the early 
1970s to the AMA report on sexual dysfunction in 
1999, but my memories of that time seem to highlight 
the disparity between illusion and reality on the sexual 
front, between what we’re encouraged to believe about 
human sexuality and what many of us actually feel. 

Americans are stressed out. Ten percent of the popu- 
lation is said to be clinically depressed at any given time. 
Very few of us are immune to the kinds of core physical 
insecurities that cultural images of sexuality can gener- 
ate. And I’d bet that even smaller numbers of us — 
especially women — were encouraged as we grew up to

welcome our sexual appetites, to learn about them, to 
explore them, to indulge them. 

It could be argued that the AMA report is an example 
of the national tendency to medicalize (and pathologize) 
what used to be seen as normal, if undiscussed, human 
ups and downs. Sexual appetite ebbs and flows; disap- 
pointment in the bedroom is nothing new; do we really 
need to treat the libido as a national health problem that 
requires professional help? 

The researchers who conducted the study seem to 
think so. The Journal of the American Medical 
Association called our national lack of libido “a signifi- 
cant public-health concern” and said that work is need- 
ed to develop “appropriate therapies” hormone treat- 
ments, for instance, or new Viagra-like drugs. I applaud 
the AMA's willingness to discuss sexuality openly, and 
to treat a healthy libido as an important part of what it 
means to be human, but I worry about a medical 
approach, one that emphasizes the body rather than the 
mind, that targets hormones and physiology rather than 
culture and society. It’s the inner stuff — the mixed 
messages we’re given about sex, the insecurities and 
expectations and culturally ingrained myths about our 
bodies we grow up with, the murkiness about what it 
means to be a healthy sexual person — that needs 

attention. &

Better watch it with those puns, Melissa. This one could get ugly. 

I guess it’s only fitting that many of the people we consulted on 
this topic turned out to be flaming, uh, sphincters. We'd heard that 
Preparation H was a favorite trick of models, along with Vaseline 
to make teeth shine and surgical tape to create cleavage. But when 
my assistant Jane called a modeling agency to inquire, the rhymes- 
with-rich who answered the phone huffed that the Prep H rumor 
had been around for years and that it was merely a joke made at 
the expense of models. Sorry, lady. Sounds like you could stand a 
little Preparation H yourself. 

Jane wanted to experiment on her own person but rarely gets puffy 
eyes. However, she is a resourceful woman. From her report: “Dick 
was out playing volleyball, the cats were fed, the phones were 
unplugged, the bath was drawn, and I started thinking. I thought about 
the phone call I’ll get someday saying ‘Daddy died.’ I thought about 
how the nuns demeaned me as a child. I thought about all my other 
problems. And I bawled and bawled, hot tears splashing everywhere. 

“Out of the tub. Boy, was my face blotchy and puffy. Hah! I 
gingerly patted some Preparation H around my eyes. Let me tell 
you, this is not a pleasant-smelling product for one’s dainty little 
face. I looked hard at myself in the mirror, then five minutes later, 
then in another five minutes, etc. Each time I saw the same thing 
looking back at me: not just puffy eyes, but puffy, shiny eyes. I felt 
like, well, like a three-letter word for a donkey, but this struck me 
as an unfortunate choice of terms. Anyway, the stuff didn’t work.” 

A spokesperson for Preparation H maker Whitehall-Robins 
informed us that the product “helps shrink hemorrhoidal tissue 
and is not meant for the area around the eyes. There is no clinical 
evidence to support that it reduces eye puffiness.” She said they 
get this question less frequently than they used to, perhaps 
because Prep H has been reformulated. One of the ingredients that 
supposedly reduced puffiness was “live yeast cell,” but this is no 
longer part of the recipe. 

Actually, it’s debatable whether anything will help puffy eyes, 
which result from fluid retention caused by allergies, stress, etc. 
The ingredient in Preparation H that supposedly reduces swelling 
is phenylephrine HCl, which is used in nasal decongestants to 
constrict blood vessels. However, according to Paula Begoun, 
author of The Beauty Bible, Preparation H doesn’t work where it’s 
supposed to work, so what are the chances it’ll work in the mini- 
mal concentrations you’d use on your eyes? 

So what does work? Paula’s tips: (1) sleep with your head 
slightly elevated to minimize fluid retention; (2) avoid booze and 
salty foods, which can cause water retention; (3) if you have aller- 
gies, take antihistamines and don’t rub your eyes; (4) remove 
makeup carefully to avoid getting particles in your eyes; (5) to 

avoid dryness, use an eye moisturizer. If nothing works, cosmetic 
surgery may be your only recourse.

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Enquiring Minds 


Over the last decade, the country’s biggest tabloid has helped 
transform American journalism. Now it’s trying to transform itself. 
Is this the paper of the millennium?

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talk show. In less than 24 hours, a group of reporters, editors, 
beauty consultants, and astrologers from the National Enquirer 
will join the trimmed-down self-described “domestic goddess” for a spe- 
cial taping of The Roseanne Show — which, as even the notoriously 


short-tempered host will admit, could be doing better, ratings-wise. 


The occasion? Roseanne, less than a decade after she 
sued the nation’s best-selling tabloid over a series of 
love letters that her then-husband, Tom Arnold, leaked 
to its staff, is guest-editing the March 2 issue. 

“At least this time, I’m working with a magazine real 
people actually read,” says Roseanne, referring to the 
time two years ago when she guest-edited an issue of 
the New Yorker. “Plus, the cartoons are funnier.” 

“Shit,” she says. “I mean, who doesn’t read the 
Enquirer? | always have, even when I was suing them.” 

Roseanne’s must-read paper has been going through 
a transformation. Over the past decade, the tabloid has 
helped revolutionize American journalism, pushing the 
boundaries of acceptable mainstream news firmly 
toward the fringes. The change has been strikingly quick 
— and slightly hazardous for the Enquirer itself, which 
risks being crowded out of its own niche. So for five 
years or so, the tabloid has been striving to reposition 
itself, trying to make a case that it is still necessary. 

The results aren’t clear yet, but investors are betting 
it'll work — betting more than $750 million, in fact. 
Just last month, Evercore Capital Partners paid 
$767 million for American Media, which owns the 
Enquirer as well as the Star and the Weekly World News. 
Evercore, headed by former US deputy treasury secre- 
tary Roger Altman, will install David Pecker, a New 
York magazine publisher, at the head of American 
Media; the plan is to make the Enquirer and the Star the 
cornerstones of a new media empire. Executives have 
already floated proposals for a Spanish-language 
Enquirer and a Teen Enquirer. 

For Steve Coz, the Harvard-educated editor of the 
National Enquirer, it’s all good news. 
“They’re not going to change the 
Enquirer’s content at all,” says Coz. 
“This is fantastic for us. They’re 
bringing a boatload of cash to

O GET to the National Enquirer's 
offices, you take the Lantana exit 
off I-95 and drive east past a Burger King, a bait-and- 
tackle shop, a massage parlor, and a pair of rundown 
Little League fields. The Enquirer building, less than a 
mile from the Atlantic Ocean, abuts one of the two train 
tracks that run up and down the eastern coast of Florida. 

Lantana is a working-class community smack in the 
middle of Palm Beach County. Unlike Boca Raton, a 
city 20 miles down the interstate where minimum-secu- 
rity prisons freckle the landscape and pink stucco is the 
building material of choice, Lantana is not a place where 
rich Northerners come to die. People here buy 
American, fix their own cars, and get paid by the hour. 
If this town is known for anything, it is the fact that 
more Finnish people live in Lantana than anywhere else 
outside Scandinavia. 

The Enquirer's headquarters is a pebble-walled one- 
story building withemerald awnings and perfectly mani- 
cured grass out front. It looks more like the suburban 
headquarters of an insurance company than anything 
else: well maintained, even tasteful in spots, but nothing

out of the ordinary. You wouldn't guess that this build- 
ing holds the world’s largest celebrity photo archive — 
and you certainly wouldn’t guess that it’s been the seat 
of a large-scale shift in American journalism. 

Steve Coz has been the editor of the Enquirer since 
1996. He came here in 1982, a couple of years out of 
Harvard and eager to explore the world. Although his 
mother has publicly denounced his choice of careers 
— she told a reporter last year that he’s too smart to 
be working at a tabloid — Coz says he loves his job. 
On the back wall of his office, directly in his line of 
vision as he sits at his desk, is a framed collage of four 
magazine covers. There’s Newsweek’s November 4, 
1996, issue, which has a picture of lesbian couple 
Melissa Etheridge and Julie Cypher with the headline 
WE’RE HAVING A BABY. There’s People’s cover of June 9, 
1997, headlined MEN BEHAVING BADLY; inside, the mag- 
azine details the scandalous doings of Eddie Murphy, 
Joe and Michael Kennedy, Donald Trump, and Frank 
Gifford. There’s Time’s June 2, 1997, issue, which has 
a full-page cartoon of an alien on the cover. And then 
there’s the Enquirer’s April 1, 1997, issue, the one that 
details the confession of Ennis Cosby’s murderer. That 
case was cracked as the result of a tip the Enquirer 
solicited after Bill Cosby challenged the tab to put its 
money to a good use. 

The heading on the collage reads, WHICH ONE IS THE 
TABLOID? 

“That’s great, huh?” says Coz. “That collage has 
been on TV.” 

“What we do today and what the mainstream media 

are doing — it’s not that different anymore,” he says. 


always paid you good and we'll

Perel into the phone to one of his 
sources. Slimeball, he mouths. 


“We’ve become a lot more mainstream. And they’ve 
become a lot more .. . ” and here Coz pauses. “More 
.., like us.” 

Or, as Roseanne puts it: “These days, the mainstream 
news is following the Enquirer. | read something there, 
and then six months later, I read it in the New York 
Times. In the last 10 years, the tabloids have started 
covering what the mainstream guys are doing, and the 
mainstream guys are doing all the tabloid crap.” 

Indeed, Vanity Fair recently dubbed the 1990s “the 
tabloid decade.” But if you had to point to a water- 
shed moment when the lines between the tabloids and 
the mainstream news organizations became perma- 
nently blurred, it would have to be 1987. Not surpris- 
ingly, the Enquirer was the catalyst for this breakdown 
of barriers. In the early days of the presidential pri- 
mary campaign, the Enquirer and the Miami Herald 


broke a story about Democratic aspirant Gary Hart’s 
marital infidelities. The Enquirer ran a now-infamous 
picture of a grinning (and married) Hart on its cover, 











with Donna Rice perched coyly on his lap. Hart was 


forced to drop out of the race. 

Up to that point, mainstream papers had been 
squeamish about printing details of politicians’ private 
lives, especially if those details had to do with sex; it is 
well known today, for example, that scribes and advisers 
alike winked broadly at John F. Kennedy’s very public 
indiscretions. Today, the question of reporting on politi- 


cians’ infidelities is a no-brainer. 


F HART’S escapades were a coming-out of sorts for 

the Enquirer, the O.J. Simpson case represented the 
pinnacle of its competitiveness with mainstream news. 

“The Simpson case was a gold mine to us,” says 
executive editor David Perel, who headed up the 
Enquirer's coverage of the case. “Here was a huge story 
that occurred right in the middle of our source network. 
And we nailed it.” 

This is not empty boasting. Time and again, the 
Enquirer was the first with major O.J. news. Their 
reporters arrived at Simpson’s Brentwood estate min- 
utes after the Los Angeles Police Department. To get an 
interview with Denise Brown, Nicole Brown Simpson’s 
sister, Enquirer reporters staked out Nicole’s grave for 
weeks on end, illustrating the tabloid’s single-minded — 
some would say obsessive — pursuit of a story. 

The Enquirer was the first to report that, five weeks 
before the murders, Simpson had bought a 15-inch 
stiletto. And in a scoop that was later cited by the New 
York Times, the Enquirer reported that a prison guard 
had overheard O.J. say “I did it” to football-great- 
turned-minister Rosey Grier. 

The tabloid’s biggest coup of all is memorialized by a 
large framed picture that hangs on the wall of Perel’s 
office. It is a picture of O.J. Simpson walking across the 
end zone before a Buffalo Bills game, one foot in the air, 
wearing a pair of Bruno Magli shoes. These were the 
same brand and style of shoes that investigators deter- 
mined were responsible for footprints at the scene of the 
murder. The same brand and style of shoes that 
Simpson denied ever having owned. 

“To get that photograph, we worked backwards and 
figured out all the football games O.J. had worked [as a 
television commentator] over the past couple of sea- 
sons,” Perel says. “Then we just found lots of photogra- 
phers and asked them to look through their photo 
archives.” They unearthed a picture 
that Simpson’s criminal prosecutors 
had overlooked. “There’s no ques- 
tion the shoes were the single most 
important piece of evidence in the 
case,” says Dan Petrocelli, who rep- 
resented Ron Goldman’s family in 
the civil trial against Simpson. 

Emily Yoffe, who writes the 
“Keeping Tabs” column for the 
online magazine Slate, got turned 
on to the Enquirer as a result of her Simpson obsession. 
“I was an O.]. fanatic,” she says. “And there was just no 
way that you could follow that trial and not read the 
Enquirer.” 

More than just legal and journalistic insiders noticed; 
indeed, the Enquirer began getting kudos from folks 
who generally look down on the tabloids. In 1997, Steve 
Coz was named one of Time magazine’s 25 most influ- 
ential Americans. “At a time when the press is drawing 
fire (rightly or wrongly) for everything from stalking 
Richard Jewell to bringing hidden cameras into grocery 
stores,” the Time article read, “the National Enquirer is 
ona roll... . In stories ranging from the Dick Morris 
scandal to the JonBenét Ramsey murder case, the 
Enquirer and its fellow tabloids have been out front, 
while much of the mainstream media follow.” 

The Enquirer now uses the Time piece as part of a 
four-page press release, a package titled “Accurate and 
respected — that’s today’s National Enquirer.” The

release includes quotes from Ted Koppel (“I’ve devel- 
oped a healthy respect for the men and women of the 
National Enquirer”) and the New York Times, which 
praises the tabloid’s “aggressiveness and accuracy.” 
And those are just some of the articles the Enquirer has 
been generating over the past couple of years: a 1995 
Miami Herald headline read, MAINSTREAM PRESS 
GRUDGINGLY PRAISES ACCURACY OF ENQUIRER; Six 
months later, the Columbia Journalism Review ran a 
lengthy article that wondered, “When the respectable 
press chases the National Enquirer, what’s going on?” 


O FIND out what exactly is going on, it helps to visit 

the Enquirer's newsroom in suburban south Florida. 
Inside the Lantana office, where a total of about 25 full- 
time editors, reporters, and rewrite staffers work, Perel is 
holding court at his desk. A parade of editors, reporters, 
and photographers walk in with their pitches for next 
week’s issue. Perel, a former markup editor for the 
Washington Post, is a wiry, intense man. Physically, he’s 
been compared to Sean Penn, although the tabloid editor 
is decidedly skinnier and, if anything, more high strung. 

For the most part, Perel is affable with his charges, 
but he’s hardly indulgent. “Is your shirt untucked?” he 
asks a long-time Enquirer reporter. “If you’re gonna 
pitch for my team, you gotta look good.” 

Perel spends much of his day on the phone with vari- 
ous Enquirer correspondents around the country. 
Around 11 a.m., he does his daily checkup with New 
York: “And then we always have the drugs to add to the 
other story. Chase it down . . . whaddya mean, how? 
Go through the fucking court files! And check out 
Travolta. Is this like a regular Scientology thing going 
on, or is it weirder than that?” Here Perel pauses and 
winces at his reporter’s tepid objections to finding out 
whether John Travolta’s recent foray into marriage 
counseling is tied to his religious beliefs. “Look, what’s 
the matter here? Are you too wimpy to cover this? It’s 
not mean, it’s factual. Look, just cover it, okay?” 
Slamming down the phone, Perel asks for an update on 
rumors of pending Brad Pitt—Jennifer Aniston nuptials. 
“We're holding that. So we got Travolta, Hillary, and 
Jackie Stallone. Get more, and get back to me.” 

At one point, Perel asks a visitor to leave his office: 
“This is too good to even risk losing,” he explains. 
“This is a full-cover, all-out exclusive. You'll know 
about it soon enough.” 

Perel’s glass-enclosed office overlooking the news- 
room is the Enquirer’s nerve center, and it also serves 
as the paper’s de facto smoking room. A 
steady stream of central-casting tabloid 
types come in for a quick puff on a fil- 


encouragement. 

Watching Perel at work is not unlike 
watching any other high-powered news- 
paper editor sweat through the day, 
except for one thing: the payoffs. The 
Enquirer, like all tabloids, pays its sources, and Perel 
isn’t afraid to talk money on the phone. “Look, don’t 
go into agent mode, all right?” he purrs into the ear of 
a source in the professional dirt-dishing business. 
“We've always paid you good and we'll keep paying you 
good, so don’t try to screw me.” Perel rolls his eyes. 
Slimeball, he mouths, before laying on more of his unc- 
tuous charm. “Pitch me a winner, and it’il be worth it.” 

The tabs not only pay their sources well, they pay their 
reporters well. A reporter at the Enquirer — or at the 
Globe or the Star, for that matter — makes between 
$50,000 and $100,000 a year, double what most reporters 
at midsize dailies earn. Some editors make upward of 
$500,000 a year. “I used to be young and idealistic,” says 
long-time Enquirer staffer Charlie Montgomery, who once 
toiled at dailies in New Jersey and Philadelphia. “Then I 
got smart and went for the money.” 

Montgomery is a squat, flat-faced, Kojak-bald man 
who talks like Tom Waits with a hangover. Since jump- 
ing to the tabs in the early 1980s, he has done stints at 
both the Enquirer and the Globe, the Enquirer's 
crosstown rival. (Five of the nation’s six leading tabloids 
are located in Palm Beach County. The Enquirer shares 
a building with the Weekly World News; the Sun, the 
Globe and the National Examiner, all owned by Globe 


Communications, are located in Boca Raton.) 

“We do great work here,” Montgomery says, and he 
looks for support to former New York Daily News 
staffer Don Gentile, a big man with liberally tattooed 
arms and wavy, flowing gray hair. “Give me five of our 
best reporters and give [former Washington Post execu- 
tive editor] Ben Bradlee five of his best reporters, give 
us the same information to start with, and I guarantee it 
— we'll beat them every time.” Gentile snorts and rais- 
es his eyebrows. “Well, it’s more fun than the Daily 
News, anyway,” he says. With that, Gentile stubs out 
his cigarette and returns to the newsroom. “It certainly 
is more fun.” 


ORE FUN, maybe. But also, these days, more dif- 

ficult. The closer the mainstream media move 
toward typical tabloid fare — full-press coverage of 
scandals ranging from the dismembering of John Wayne 
Bobbitt to oral Oval Office ministrations — the less ter- 
ritory the Enquirer has to call its. own. 

The Enquirer, like all tabloids, has been in a slow but 
steady 20-year slide — after hitting a high of more than 
five million copies per week in 1978, it has been aver- 
aging 2.2 million readers a week for the past year. The 
decline is a result of competition for its demographically 
meaty blue-collar audience as TV shockumentaries 
(When Housewives Go Bad!) and celebrity-based 
tabloid shows (Extra Hollywood Entertainment Special 
Tonight!) proliferate. 

And since the late 1980s, this slide has been greatly 
exacerbated by the mainstream pursuit of traditional 
tabloid fare. When readers can open the New York

terless Lucky Strike and a few words of yyell meed the Enquirer. ‘We’re all there

Times for their daily dose of tawdry tales, they don’t 
need to pick up the Enquirer in the checkout line. The 
biggest blow of all (no pun intended) was the presiden- 
tial sex scandal of the past year — essentially a series of 
tabloid stories that the mainstream media not only cov- 
ered, but covered with so many resources that they con- 
sistently beat the tabs at their own game. (“The 
Enquirer might be able to get Beverly Hills hospital 
attendants and room-service workers to give them the 
dirt,” says Slate’s Yoffe, who lives in Washington. “But 
White House stewards and Washington insiders are 
going to go for the prestige.”) In the first half of 1998, 
the months when the Lewinsky story erupted onto the 
front page of every newspaper in the country, the 
Enquirer lost almost 20 percent of its readers. 

The result has been a prolonged, public, and costly 
identity crisis for the tabs. “Since the 1980s, with the 
explosion of the TV tabloids, all this stuff that had been 
the province of the print tabs started showing up all 
over the place,” says anthropologist Elizabeth Bird, 
author of the book For Enquiring Minds: A Cultural 
Study of Supermarket Tabloids (University of Tennessee 
Press, 1992). “And so the tabloids were all flailing 
around trying to find a way to get their audience back.” 


At the Enquirer, the solution has been'to subtly mas- 
sage what had worked for so long. Today, the cover of 
the tabloid touts “The New National Enquirer.” Inside 
the paper, what that means is that the Enquirer, long the 
nation’s premier vehicle for the tawdry, the supernatural, 
and the bizarre, has been shifting more toward the 
mainstream — which is to say it’s been focusing on the 
tawdry and the bizarre and eschewing the supernatural. 

The transition hasn’t been all that striking, at least 
not to the untrained eye. What it boils down to is that 
aliens and Elvis sightings have been pushed aside in 
favor of a greater-than-ever focus on the paper’s bread 
and butter: celebrity dirt. 


HAT’S AN area we can do that other people can’t,” 

Steve Coz says. “And that’s becoming more and more 
important, more and more interesting. Celebrities are sell- 
ing themselves as politicians, as national spokesmen.” 

“Look at what’s going on today,” says David Perel. 
“You have celebrities trying to influence public policy, 
celebrities marketing every aspect of their life. That’s 
something that needs to be looked at, and no one else is 
doing that.” 

Coz is more blunt. “We’re all there is,”’ he says, “if 
you want more than spoon-fed crap.” 

Indeed, the Enquirer’s counterparts in the “legiti- 
mate” magazine world — glossies such as People, Us, 
and even Vanity Fair — regularly give their celebrity 
subjects veto power over cover photographs, and even 
over photographers and interviewers. The Enquirer, 
meanwhile, covers the same celebrities by digging 
through their court records and running photos of them 
without makeup. In other words, it covers them the way 
a journalist would. 

It’s also remarkably accurate. Gone are the days 
when the tabloid was getting sued every other week; 
today the paper rarely ends up in court, and when it 
does it almost never loses. Every issue is vetted by 
lawyers from the Washington firm Williams & Connolly, 
the same firm in which Clinton attorney David Kendall 
is a partner. (During the filming of the Roseanne spe- 
cial, when an Enquirer reporter told Roseanne details 
about Janet Jackson’s husband’s drug problems, a 
Williams & Connolly lawyer shuddered. “I hope they 
cleared that,” he murmured through clenched teeth.) 

To Emily Yoffe, the Enquirer’s approach represents “a 
corrective to the huge entertainment publicity 
machine.” 

That may sound counterintuitive; indeed, viewing the 
Enquirer as necessary in any way feels a little bizarre. 
But Coz, despite his slightly 
smarmy, publicity-conscious 
proclamations, has a point, and 
so does Yoffe: without the 
tabloids, a whole nation of 
media-obsessed junkies would go 
to bed every night convinced that 
in mythical lands named 
Manhattan and Los Angeles there 
are perfect breeds of people who are all young, rich, 
beautiful, and great in bed. The Enquirer, meanwhile, 
takes the people we obsess over and knocks them down 
a peg (or three), and for that it sells more copies per 
issue than any daily newspaper in the country. 

And in a certain way, the system works for the 
celebrities, too. “Look, being a celebrity, I know how 
this works,’’ Roseanne says. “A lot of times, the celebs 
are in cahoots. They give the scoops to try and preempt 
negative stories. You end up in collusion with [the 
tabloids], and then when it hits the street you act like 
you're shocked.” 

“But I think they’re pretty fair,” Roseanne says. “Or 
at least they’re not wrong. The other tabloids seem to 
still be making stuff up.” 

The next day, as Roseanne chats on the air with 
Enquirer staffers, surrounded by blown-up covers she 
has graced, she tells Coz, “I hope there’re no more 
secrets in my closet. Because I know you’ll find them.” 

“Our whole promise,” says Coz, “is that we'll dish 
the real dirt. 

“People know that if you read something in the 
Enquirer, it’s the straight dope.” J

HEN THE LILA Wallace—Reader’s 

Digest Fund went looking for literary 

nonprofits to spend its 1999 grant money 
on, its panel of experts chose a bunch of small presses 
and exactly two magazines. One was the Emerson 
College journal Ploughshares, a pillar of the short- 
story world whose authors appear regularly on liter- 
ary-prize lists and in “Best Of” anthologies. The other 
was a much less obvious choice: the Boston Review, a 
quarterly published at MIT. 

The 23-year-old Review is best known for its 
political-philosophy and cultural writing; although 
its poetry editors have built the magazine a literary 
niche, its coverage of fiction has been, as editor 
Josh Cohen puts it, “spotty.” That will change soon; 
the Wallace grant of $100,000 is earmarked for 
raising the magazine’s literary profile. But in more- 
general terms, the recent grant — and the contin- 
ued success of the Boston Review itself — is testa- 
ment to the brute force of quality in a media world 
increasingly driven by the quicksilver of marketing. 

They are also vindication for Cohen, the 47-year- 
old MIT political philosopher who took over the 
Review in 1991. In the eight years since, he has 
founded an editorial board to help advise the maga- 
zine, shepherded countless big-name writers through 
its pages, and quadrupled its circulation. The grant, 
which represents about a fifth of the Review’s annual 
budget, is icing. 

“We were delighted to have a foundation that sup- 
ports literary endeavors recognize the quality on the 
literary side of what we do,” says Cohen. “Quality is a 
magnet,” he adds matter-of-factly. 


Q UALITY IS also a maverick position to take in 

the publishing market right now. While indie 

presses, bookstores, and even alternative newsweeklies 

quail in the face of increasing corporate homogeniza- 

tion, Cohen sees promise in the current media climate. “That 
kind of consolidation and conglomeration creates a space for 
people to do stuff that’s more independent,” he says. “You have 
to be prepared to take advantage of those opportunities.” 

To Cohen, the space that’s opening up is space for “serious” 
work. At the Boston Review, “serious” seems to be code for a 
level of passion and intellectual commitment that’s missing in 
other media. “I run the Review because I think it’s important 
that there be a forum for serious debate about constructive ways 
of addressing larger national problems,” he says. 

In part, this means trying to speak across political lines

rather than within them. Though Cohen assumes a basic 
commitment to “the values of democracy and equality and 
cultural pluralism,” he asks his contributors to “try to 
address an audience that is not just like-minded.” He cites 
the Nation as an example of the way the media tend to 
preach to the converted — and the way political magazines 
end up sponsoring a kind of insider discussion. 

“For all its virtues,” he says, “people [at the Nation] have a 
pretty good idea that they’re talking to a group of like-minded 
readers.” The Boston Review’s “political center of gravity,” like 
the Nation’s, is squarely on the left. But Cohen often invites and 
publishes voices from the right; he says he wants to create a 
forum where “we could win the argument — [but] not win the 
argument by avoiding having it.” 

“We're an alternative to what happens on TV,” Cohen says, 
“and also an alternative to what happens — or we’re building 
on what happens — in the academy.” Academic debate, too, 
sometimes gets “rather ingrown,” he says. The Review aims 
both to counteract “Sunday-morning yell-at-each-other” shows 
and to bring the academy down to earth. 

It’s a need that pundits and activists from both sides of the 
political spectrum — as well as readers across the country and 
abroad — have recognized. In 1991, the Boston Review had a 
circulation of about 10,000, according to its current publisher, 
Allison Whittaker. Now, she says, its readership is closer to 
42,000, a turnaround that has taken place entirely during 
Cohen’s eight years as editor. 

It’s all the more remarkable because the Review does almost 
no advertising or marketing — none on the Web, and in print it 
relies primarily on swapping ads with other publications. And 
the review has never “spent a nickel” on its Web site

(http://bostonreview.mit.edu). Blessed instead with motivated 
graduate students who create it and interns who maintain it, 
the site sits comfortably in the top 5 percent of Lycos’s rank- 
ings of online magazines. 

To a large extent, the reasons for the shift can be found in 
Josh Cohen’s Rolodex. When he took over the Review in 
1991, the magazine “didn’t really have any resources,” says 
Cohen, who holds dual appointments in philosophy and polit- 
ical science at MIT. “Or readership. Or identity, really.” 
Cohen, for his part, didn’t have much idea what he was get- 
ting into. “I’d never done anything in the publishing world. If 
I had, I would have known to say-no,” he says 
with a laugh. 

But he turned his academic background — 
and his contacts — into his greatest asset, 
building a “public forum where people argue 
across differences of identity and outlook.” He 
has no trouble taking credit for the lists of 
power players who, since his takeover, have 
graced the Review’s covers or contributed to its 
“New Democracy Forum.” Beacon Press now 
publishes a series of books inspired by the 
forum, and Princeton University Press has pub- 
lished one volume as well. The list of authors 
for the book series, like the Review’s list of con- 
tributors, is impressive: Frances Fox Piven, 
James Tobin, Susan Oaken, Martha Nussbaum, 
Robert Reich, and Russell Feingold. 

“For a bunch of the issues,” Cohen says, 
“these are things I’ve written about, in profes- 
sional or semi-professional work. As a political 
philosopher, it’s a consequence of sitting 
where I was sitting, and knowing lots of peo- 
ple. I’ve been able to get people to write for 
the magazine in very generous ways.”

OR NOW, the Review has ambitious 

plans for the $100,000 in grant money. 
This fall, it will launch a section called the 
“New Fiction Forum,” edited by Neil 
Gordon, a Brooklyn novelist and 12-year 
veteran of book reviewing. The mission, 
according to Gordon, is again one of finding 
space that the broader media world ignores. 
In this case, that means paying attention to 
worthy books that are passed over by the 
publishing industry’s hype machine. 

“A disturbing fact,” he says, “is that books 
that are well publicized tend to be better 
reviewed.” By better reviewed, he simply 
means reviewed in more outlets. “Serious fic- 
tion gets much less exposure than it used to 
get, than it needs.” 

Gordon, who holds a PhD in French litera- 
ture and is the author of The Gun Runner's 
Daughter (just published by Random House), considers “fiction 
not as entertainment and not as a step toward a movie contract, 
but as one of the most vital forms of art available.” He plans to 
cultivate a stable of critics who will develop a recognizable and 
coherent set of aesthetic standards, as opposed to bringing in a 
different set of heavy hitters for each issue, the way the New 
York Times Book Review does. Wary of the professional critic, 
Gordon prefers to have novelists review novelists — that is, 
people who understand what it takes to write a novel. And he 
wants to shed some light on the process of how books get 
reviewed. “I want to spreadsheet the whole thing,” he says. 

Gordon is concerned about the way the increasing concen- 
tration of publishing power in a few houses will affect book 
publishing. He worries, too, about the influence of chain stores 
like Barnes and Noble and Internet sellers such as 
Amazon.com. Gordon wants to publish hard numbers about 
“how fiction is published,” he says. “What are the commercial 
forces that are defining the kinds of fiction that we get to 
read?” He is excited about sharing his vision of “fiction as a 
serious intellectual and cultural force.” 

Cohen, of course, is no less ambitious. He hopes the New 
Fiction Forum will put the Review “on the map” in the book- 
publishing world, in the same way that the poetry section 
and the New Democracy Forum have boosted its influence 
in the poetic and political spheres. The New Fiction Forum, 
Cohen says, may push the publication up to 64 pages regu- 
larly — a stretch for the Review’s small staff. Still, Cohen 
says, “This is exactly where we want to be. Where everything 


we do is high quality.” e

HEN JEFF UNGER and Patrick Sul- 

livan bought a dying corner dive bar 

called the Windsor Tap and turned it 
into a thriving mock dive bar called the B-Side 
Lounge, they kept the old sign. This was a nice 
touch. The sign, which says WINDSOR TAP/FOOD 
DRINK, preserves a little sense of neighborhood 
identity (this is the corner of Windsor Street, 
after all), and suddenly, after years in which 
you suspected that at least half of the sign was 
a lie, it makes good on its promise of “food.” 

If you can ignore the jarring streaks of red 
neon running diner-style around the outside, 
your only clue that this isn’t still a real dive bar 
is the bustle of twenty- and thirtysomething 
Cambridge people in the booths. Eventually, of 
course, you will also notice that the beige 
stripes on the maroon vinyl booth benches are 
just a little too Allston Beat to have been here 
before, and you will detect amid the glass-block 
windows and refinished wood wainscoting a 
bunch of arty flourishes, including the found- 
object light fixtures and, hanging overhead, a 
wire-frame airplane with two vintage table fans 
as propellers. 

But the old parti-colored flagstone floor is 
still there, and the main physical feature is still 
the big three-sided bar that juts into the middle 
of the room. In a touch that’s almost too coyly 
downmarket for its own good, the bar now of- 
fers a wire rack of hard-boiled eggs — eggs! — 
free to anyone having a drink. 

If you like eggs, clearly, there isn’t much of a 
reason to order food at all. If you are a Gar- 
ment District shopper, goateed and penurious, 
you can knock back a bottle of Schlitz (there’s 
that downmarket fun again) for $2.50 and take 
care of dinner by shaking some pepper over a 
couple of free eggs. 

But trust me, if you have 10 bucks in your 
pocket, you should order food. 

The secret of the B-Side — the rest of the 
story, as they say on the radio — is that the 
owners last worked at the East Coast Grill, 
which more or less invented downmarket fun 
for the Cambridge restaurant crowd. They 
must have left on decent terms, because I saw 
East Coast Grill owner Chris Schlesinger in a 
booth near the door last Sunday night. He 
probably didn’t recognize many of the dishes: 
unlike other Grill alumni, Jeff Unger hasn’t ex- 
ported the Schlesinger trick of spice-rubbing 
meat and throwing it on the grill. (The B-Side, 
it turns out, is more about frying.) He has, 
however, exported the more abstract idea of 
applying intelligence and kitchen skill to very 
basic dishes that we think of as regional home 
cookin’. The result is something like a diner 
menu, only cleverer and without any kind of 
cheeseburger. 

The B-Side’s appetizer menu is stuffed with 
things I wanted to order. I wish I’d had time to 
try the fried chicken livers, and the Smithfield 





| ham sausage with grits, but we had more than 


enough as it was. Most everything at the B-Side 
is big. Not silly-big, but ample: a spinach salad 
($5) with warm bacony dressing was plenty for 
two people; a po’ boy sandwich ($6), though 
dinky by New Orleans standards, was certainly 
large for an appetizer. 

That po’ boy pretty much nailed it for me: 
four oysters fried in a crisp cornmeal batter, laid 
over watercress in a toasted hot-dog bun and 
flavored with red-pepper tartar sauce. If the B- 
Side opened before 5:30, which it doesn’t, I’d

make the trip just to have this for lunch.

I might make the trip for the fish cakes ($6), 
too, a crazy falling-apart plate of hashed-up white 
fish with bread crumbs and diced red peppers and 
a lot of garlic. Actually, the taste of the fish barely 
came through, but I couldn’t stop eating the 
cakes, or the white beans underneath. Same with 
the baked gouda appetizer ($6), which came in a 
hot cast-iron skillet: a layer of melted cheese coat- 
ed with caramelized onions, which you mop up 
with the French-bread toast that sticks up like fins 
from the middle of the pan. 

Like any self-respecting revival bar, the B- 
Side dedicates a healthy portion of its menu to 
drinks. It doesn’t go overboard with choice; in- 
stead of that now-ubiquitous line of 30 micro- 
brew taps there are six good ones, and the list 
of bottled beer jumps playfully from blue-collar 
Americana (Pabst Blue Ribbon) to upscale (An- 
chor Steam). There are eight wines by the 
glass, all $5. There are 26 cocktails, not one of 
which is a variant on the martini. Cigarettes are 
allowed, but not cigars. 

The six entrées are all basically blue-plate 
specials: a big chunk of protein with a couple 
of vegetables on the side. A plate of steak tips 
($10), which was really one long and slightly 
chewy tip, came with gooey mashed potatoes 
and a tangle of onion rings battered with the 
same crisp cornmeal as the oysters; fried chick- 
en ($10) was done in the same batter again, 
with meat that stayed gratifyingly moist and 
tender inside. I inhaled the side dishes: a soft, 
lemony pile of collard greens and a sweet “car- 
rot pudding” (think mashed sweet potatoes, ex- 
cept even more orange). The chicken itself was 
a huge portion. Much of it is still in my fridge 
as I type this. 

A couple of gourmet touches crept in around 
the edges. With a plate of baked scrod ($12)

— really excellent fish, flaky and with a lovely 
crust on top — came “lobster mashed pota- 
toes,” whose light seafood taste turned out to 
be almost refreshing. And there was a portobello- 
mushroom “lasagna” ($10) constructed of layers 
of mushroom, escarole, potato, and ricotta 
cheese, a goopy falling-over thing that tasted 
considerably better than it looked. 

Come dessert, a tart and brown-sugary cran- 
berry-apple crumble ($5) stayed true to the din- 
er theme; a plate of lemon and raspberry sorbet 
($4) veered a little into New Cuisine territory; 
and the.seven-dollar chocolate fondue — choco- 
late fondue!— was all about wacky fun, with ba- 
nana slices and strawberries and figs and pound 
cake to dip into a dense, bittersweet pond of 
chocolate. Pretty trippy stuff for a dive bar. 

Service was a bit of a hang-up. Our waitress 
was friendly enough, but you don’t have to be a 
crotchety-ass reviewer to grow annoyed while 
your server chats at the door and leaves you 
staring at empty glasses and bits of food left on 
the table. The B-Side may be a renovated dive 
bar, but it’s enough like a restaurant that you 
expect something better. And indeed, on other 
visits — both mine and friends’ — the service 
has been fine, even entertaining. In a way, that’s 
the risk of a place that fits so well into its neigh- 
borhood: the staff probably has friends at the 
bar to distract them while you wonder if you'll 
ever get to order dessert. On the other hand, 
that also contributes to the sense of seamless 
fun about the place, the feeling that for all its 
updated touches, this is a restaurant that be- 
longs where it is — and, in most respects, is 
much, much better than it has to be. @

Known pri- 
marily for its bar scene, this is a credible 
restaurant as well. The cooking is 
roughly New American; the building is 
tall, narrow, and multistoried; and the 
dining room, upstairs from the after- 
work bustle. is surprisingly calm. 

LES ZYGOMATES, 129 South St., 
Boston, 542-5108. $12-$19. This bistro 
with a genuinely French feel has a wine- 
bar angle (the list of 40-odd wines 
changes weekly), an artsy angle (gal- 
leries across the street), and a shame- 
lessly Gallic angle (sweetbread vol-au- 
vent, venison in wine reduction sauce). 
The menu favors purism over culinary 
excitement, but the place has a buzz 
about it nonetheless.

Order 
the mixed-shellfish plate to start (it's 
called “seafood aioli"), and whatever's 
on the specials board. 
SANTARPIO’S, 111 Chelsea St., 
Boston, 567-9871. $3-$8. One of the 
classic Boston pizzas, thin crust toasted 
to a marvelous crisp. And a font of 
wood-fired, East Boston “barbecue” 
items — skewers of lamb or sausage 
served simply with peasant bread and a 
hot cherry tomato. And that’s all there is 
in a neighborhood bar with a core of 
boxing fans. Don't knock Boom-Boom 
Mancini or Vinnie Paz’ in here.

The 
same mild-mannered soul food in a

A local favorite, as you can tell 
from the line outside the door. 
RESTAURANT POMODORO, 319

A few-frills storefront offering savory, al- 
most overwhelming platters. The action 
is in the daily specials, but watch for the 
red meat, risotto with lamb sausage, 
anything with fritters, and the roast-veg- 
etable salad. They take reservations but 
use the nearby cafés when tables aren't 
ready. No desserts, so it's back to the 
cafés. No problem.

No desserts, 
which means there's no reason to avoid 
the “side starch” dishes like garlic 
mashed potatoes.

Tremont St., Boston, 266-1122. $7-$15. 
A lovely, Parisian re-take on the former 
space of Hamersley's Bistro, with reli- 
able bistro food at most un-Parisian 
prices. A younger South End bohemian 
crowd has noticed, and they can eat re- 
markably well if they stick to the spicy 
grilled shrimp, pastas, Brazilian steak 
sandwich, beef bourguignon, and large 
desserts. 
GRILLFISH, 162 Columbus Ave., 
Boston, 357-1620. $11-$20. Not hard to 
guess what you want to order. Grilled 
fish of many species are excellent, with 
very complementary sauces. Fried cala- 
mari are neither grilled nor fish, but they 
are great, too. Loud bar/dating atmo- 
sphere, but the informality and friendly 
Staff make everyone comfortable. 
HAMERSLEY’S BISTRO, 553 Tremont

French-inspired food with a distinctly

1790. $18-$28. A longtime favorite 
that's held its own. American ingredi-

Try the polenta with wild 
mushrooms, grilled shrimp with mango- 
jalapefio sorbet, and venison with ju- 
niper, black pepper, and cranberries. 
Great comfort food, elegantly prepared. 
LA BETTOLA, 480 Columbus Ave., 
Boston, 236-5252. $21-$35. Opened by 
the team behind the successful Galleria 
Italiana, this bistro has garnered forkfuls 
of attention for its freewheeling conti- 
nental menu with light Asian inflections 
It's flavorful and fun, but the food some- 
times loses focus. The prix fixe dinner 
($41) lets you roam the menu freely. BR 
Sun. 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
LAUREL, 142 Berkeley St., Boston, 
(617) 424-6711. $15-$27. Physically 
and culinarily, this is halfway between 
the innovative South End bistros and 
luxurious verities of the Ritz/Aujourd- 
hui/Biba axis. Laurel is a handsome 
room pushing the $20-per-entrée price 
line with some fun dishes like smoked 
Chilean sea bass and a fresh-fruit marti- 
ni glass dessert, and some solid clas- 
sics like grilled duck breast, Argentine 
sirloin steak, and cookies (with milk!) for 
dessert. 
LE GAMIN, 550 Tremont St., Boston, 
654-8969. $6-$9. A cute little créperie 
decorated with French roadsigns and 
photographs of Paris. The sandwiches 
and crépes are cheap, consistent, and 
all accompanied by a pile of mesclun 
with a fine vinaigrette. Try the leek-and- 
goat-cheese crépe, smoked-salmon sal- 
ad, and plain lemon-sugar crépe for

A cut-rate (like haif- 
sies) version of the stylish restaurants a 
few blocks away. You can eat pretty 
well with careful attention to the black- 
board specials and quasi-French coun- 
try dishes like confit of duck leg, terrine 
of vegetables, and vegetarian cas- 
soulet. BR Sat., 9 a.m. to 3 p.m., and 
Sun., 9 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. 
SOUTH END GRILL, 439 Tremont

Live in the South End? Feeling hungry? 
Very hungry? The prices aren't bad 
here and the quantities are generous;

| t's not exactly a once-in-a-lifetime event, but 

performances of Gustav Mahler's monumental 
Eighth Symphony come pretty close — the last 
one in town was almost 20 years ago, Seiji 
Ozawa with the BSO. The symphony isn't 
unpopular so much as just big: the nickname it 
acquired after its 1910 Munich premiere, “The 
Symphony of a Thousand,” was no exaggeration: 
including the conductor (Mahler himself), there 

were 1030 musicians on stage. This coming 
week (March 9 and 13), Benjamin Zander and 
the Boston Philharmonic — helped out by the 
Chorus pro Musica, the Newton Choral Society, 
the Performing Artists at Lincoln School, the 
Newton All-City Honors Chorus, and soloists 
Ellen Chickering, Christine Brewer, Elizabeth 
Keusch, Gigi Mitchell-Velasco, Gale Fuller, Adam 
Klein, Patryk Wroblewski, and Louis Lebherz — 
will be presenting it at Symphony Hall, and from 
the way tickets are disappearing, you'll have to 
move fast if you don’t want to wait another 20 
years. 

Size apart, the Eighth is no ordinary 

symphony. Lacking conventional movements, it’s 
divided into two parts: a 25-minute setting of a

ninth-century Latin Pentecost hymn, “Veni 
Creator Spiritus”; and a 60-minute setting of the 
dinal scene from Goethe's Faust. Not exactly 
material from the bestseller/Billboard 200 lists. 
Like all of Mahler's work, it’s about dialogue — or 
maybe dialectic — as it seeks to embrace the 
world. Gustav characteristically throws 
everything into the pot: military march and 
funeral march, waltz and landler, cantata and 
oratorio, opera and music drama, song and 
symphony. The Eighth should, like his Second, 
have depicted the struggle between doubt and 
faith, but because he wanted this work to go 
public, the doubt got short shrift. Nonetheless, 
there are plenty of dualities to listen for. Here’s a 
sample: 

¢ God the Father/God the Mother. Part one 
invokes the Holy Spirit and concludes with the 
“Gloria Patri” — “Glory to the Father.” But the 
movement in part two is steadily toward the 
“Ewig-Weibliche” (“Eternal Feminine’), as if that 
were the real source of divine love. 

¢ Divine love/erotic love. In part one divine love 
descends; in part two erotic love ascends. By 
juxtaposing these ideas and carrying themes 





from the first part to the second, Mahler suggests 
that erotic love on earth is an essential element in 
God's creation, and the way to divine love in 
Heaven. It's worth remembering that Gustav 
dedicated this symphony to his wife, Alma. 

¢ Good works/grace. At one point Goethe's 
angels say, “Wer immer strebend sich 
bemiuht/Den kénnen wir erlésen” (“Whoever 
busies himself with striving/That one can we 
save”). Faust should be damned for his bargain 
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with Mephistopheles and his seduction of 
Gretchen, but because like Mahler he's a 
searcher and because Gretchen intercedes for 
him, he’s saved. 

¢ E-flav/E. The Eighth begins and ends in E-flat, 
the heroic key of Beethoven's Eroica Symphony 
and Emperor Concerto and the key in which 
Mahler's Resurrection Symphony ends; but part 
one's centerpiece, the “Accende lumen 
sensibus/Infunde amorem cordibus” (“Kindle a 
light in our senses/Infuse our hearts with love”), 
bursts out in E, the celestial key in which 
Mahler's Fourth Symphony, with its child’s view of 
Heaven, concludes, and so do Doctor Marianus 
and the Chorus in part two when they extol the 
Mater Gloriosa. Mahler could have ended the 
symphony in E but he chose to remain in E-flat: 
Heaven glimpsed but not yet arrived at. 

The Boston Philharmonic will perform 
Mahler's Symphony No. 8 at 8 p.m. on March 9 
and 13 at Symphony Hall. Tickets are $15, $32,

The 49th Berlin Film Festival is a movable feast 


BY JEFFREY GANTZ The 49th Berlin Film 


Festival has a New Year’s Eve feel, not just 


because it’s. the 


last 


Berlinale of the 


millennium, but because it’s the last one to be 
based at the Zoo Palast and the area around the 
Zoo Station, what for 40 years was the center 


of West Berlin, with the swanky 
Ku’damm and the _ symbolic 
sacred ruin of the Kaiser Wilhelm 
Gedachtniskirche and, of course, 
the zoo. Berlinale 2000 will move 
to the new megacomplex in 
Potsdamer Platz, which, near the 
old Wall, is central to the reunited 
Berlin and is being projected as 
the heart of the new city. 

It won’t be quite the same — 
for one thing, if a film at the new 
Berlinale Palast is bad, you won't 
be able to sneak out and visit the 
hippos. And then the Berlinale 
itself has always been a kind of 
zoo, especially for a film-festival 
rookie. Some 360 movies, the 
innumerable (and interminable) 
press conferences, the European 
Film Market screenings, the par- 
ties at the Schauspielhaus and the 
Colosseum and Planet Hollywood 
(where Bruce Willis turned DJ), 
the star-spotting at the Paris Bar 
and Quasimodo’s and Café 
Einstein, snatched stand-up 
lunches of currywurst and 
Schultheif (the ubiquitous Berlin 
pilsner — you can actually grab a 
can and drink it on the run), and, 
for the press, the deluge of free 
daily newspapers (Berlin has 
some half-dozen, including Die 
Welt, the Berliner Morgenpost, the 
Berliner Zeitung, and_ the 
Tagesspiegel) and festival updates. 
Not to mention the deluge of 
movies — by the second day the 
papers were already running 
humorous articles like “How 
many films a day can one endure 
without risking permanent dam- 
age? What doctors advise.” 

I missed the opening-night 
offering, Max Farberbéck’s local- 
ly made Aimée & Jaguar, after 
reaching London at 5:30 in the 
morning and discovering that 
British Air had cancelled my flight 
to Berlin (“Well, somehow the 
aircraft didn’t show up”); I 
walked off a later flight straight 
into a press conference (Manuel 
Gomez Pereira’s Entre las pier- 
nas), a screening (the Shoah 
Foundation’s The Last Days), and 
then another press conference 
(The Last Days), all before get- 
ting to test the mattress in my 
room at Berlin’s venerable 
Holiday Inn Crowne Plaza (actu- 
ally the old Berlin Penta on 
Niirnberger Strabe, right behind 
the Europa Center). It took me a 
day to apprehend that there are 
special press screenings in the 
morning — I'd like to blame jet 
lag, but the Berliners have a better 
explanation: “Doof bleibt doof, da 
helfen keine Pillen!” (“Stupid is 
stupid, and there are no pills for 
it”). It also took me a day to catch 
up with the translation cassettes, 
with the result that I saw Entre las 
piernas (“Between Your Legs”) 
and Seren Kragh-Jacobsen’s 
Mifunes sidste sang (“Mifune’s 
Last Song”) with German subti- 
tles. And I think there must have 
been a more discreet press 


entrance into the Zoo Palast, but I 
never found it; instead, I’d march 
down that big red carpet while TV 
cameras pointed in my direction 
and a thousand or more hopeful 
star-searchers tried to convince 
themselves I was Woody Allen 
with a beard. Those thousand film 
fanatics would still be there when 
I came out, waiting for the next 
show, straining to catch a glimpse 
of Bruce Willis or Nick Nolte, 
holding up “Suche Karte” (“Need 
Ticket”) signs (the going rate for 
Shakespeare in Love was 20 
marks, about $12). 

If you can organize your day to 
catch the morning press screen- 
ings, you’re okay, but throw in 
one press conference and it’s back 
to lining up for evening tickets at 
the Pressezentrum at 9 a.m. the 
previous day — otherwise you 
risk seeing the dreaded 
“ausverkauft” (“sold out”) plas- 
tered across your choice. Steven 
Spielberg was scheduled to 
appear at the press conference for 
The Last Days (for which he was 
executive producer), but he con- 
fined himself to introducing the 
film at the Zoo Palast. A second, 
simultaneous screening had been 
set up at the Royal Palast, in the 
Europa Center, and that’s what I 
had a ticket for, so I had to 
choose between hearing Spielberg 
and seeing the film (I went for the 
film). The press conference itself 
started 40 minutes late and had 
director James Moll on the rack 
with thumbscrew questions like 
“Would you agree that Schindler's 
List helped get people to address 
the Holocaust?” Moll was up to 
the challenge: “I appreciate that 
question a lot.” It had been 
rumored that Terrence Malick 
might attend the Thin Red Line 
press conference, and he was in 
town, but only to appear at the 
opening and thank everyone for 
coming. I showed up at that press 
conference half an hour late and 
was still way too early for Nick 
Nolte and company — after 45 
minutes an apologetic spokesper- 
son told us, “You know how bad 
Berlin traffic is at this time of 
day.” (The woman has obviously 
never seen Boston at any time of 
day.) When things finally got 
under way, a rattled (or maybe 
just miffed) journalist addressed 
the first question to the absent 
director. 

For the American film critic, 
the excitement at a festival like 
Berlin’s is in the “foreign” films, 
which may not reach the Western 
Hemisphere for months, even 
years (many, of course, won't 
arrive at all). Europeans, on the 
other hand, see these all the time; 
they’re fascinated by _ the 
American films, big-budget 
Hollywood releases whose obses- 
sion with romance and the Big 
Questions seems a distant luxury. 
The buzz at Berlinale 99 centered 
on two 1998 Best Film Oscar- 
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nominated American releases, 
The Thin Red Line and 
Shakespeare in Love whose 
presence here explains why at 
every Berlin Film Festival at least 
one newspaper runs an article 
asking, “Why Is Berlin Not 
Cannes?” Cannes, of course, has 
the calendar, the weather, and the 
Mediterranean on_ its side. 
Scheduling the Berlin Film 
Festival in February ensures that 
the press and a horde of visitors 
will come in an otherwise unat- 
tractive month (complete with 
snow this time around); the 
downside is that few American 
studios are willing to release seri- 
ous Oscar contenders this early in 
the year (the Academy members 
have short memories), so they 
send late-breakers from the previ- 
ous year. If Berlin really wants to 
take on Cannes — and as the new 
capital of Germany it might just 
have the economic muscle to do 
so — it'll have to bite the bullet 
and move the Berlinale to a con- 
frontational summer date. 

Every competition movie I saw 
had merit but nothing was a 
knockout. My favorite was out of 
competition: The Last Days 
(which opened in Boston last 
week) should be required viewing 
for anyone who thinks Roberto 
Benigni’s sugar-coated Life Is 
Beautiful is a legitimate take on 
the Holocaust. The Golden Bear

masterpiece whose flaws (the 
sophomoric voiceovers) and 
cynicism (you can’t tell the 
players without a press kit) 
have been catalogued by every- 
one from Peter Keough (in the 
January 8 Phoenix) to Colin 
McCabe (in the February Sight 
and Sound). The Silver 
Bear went to the

Berlin audiences, to 
judge by the Tages- 
spiegel’s reader poll, went 
for romance (see box). 
Aimée & Jaguar (which | 
wound up seeing in a 
regular theater, without 
subtitles, so I didn’t get 
all the nuances) is. the 
true story of two German 
women, one Jewish and 
one not, who fell in love 
during World War II; Lily 
Wust is still alive and was 
there for the opening, but 
Felice Schragenheim was 
taken away by the Nazis 
and never heard from 
again. Maria Schrader and 
Juliane KGhler shared the Best 
Actress award, perhaps 
deservedly, but the movie is a 
character-thin, lovers-bicy- 
cling-through-the-woods 
effort that merely proves the 
Berlin film industry can turn 
out second-tier Masterpiece 
Theatre stuff. Shakespeare in 
Love was the other audience 
favorite, a silly and unhistorical 
but hard-to-resist tale that 
soars on the chemistry between 
Gwyneth Paltrow and Joseph 
Fiennes. 

On the European front, 
Bertrand Tavernier’s (a com- 
mence aujourd’hui (“It All 
Starts Today”) describes the 
efforts of a schoolteacher to 
make a difference in northern 
France. It was well regarded by 
the critics (it got the FIPRESCI 
prize); I found its angelic kids 
and down-and-out parents 
hard to accept. The second big 
local entry, Andreas Dresen’s 
Nachtgestalten (“Night 
Shapes”), is a Berlin-by-night 
anthology movie (complete 
with linking cabbie) that melds 
easy sentimentality (the Berlin 
businessman and the kid from 
Angola) with easy cynicism 
(the drug-addict hooker, the 
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punk car thieves) — a well- 
executed but not exactly origi- 
nal effort (Jim Jarmusch, any- 
one?). Eschewing both senti- 
mentality and cynicism, 
Thomas Vincent’s Karnaval 
does better with its Dunkerque- 
set story of a garage mechanic 
who gets entangled

young wife during Carnival 
season. Fernando Trueba’s La 
nifta de tus ojos (“The Girl of 
Your Dreams”) offered a local 
angle: in 1936, a Spanish film 
company travels to Berlin to 
make a movie about the 
Spanish Civil War and discov- 
ers what Nazi Germany is real- 
ly like. It’s a funny, sobering, 
worth-seeing movie; but the 
cardboard Goebbels (brilliantly 
portrayed by Johannes 
Silberschneider) reminds us 
that, in the cinema, the Nazis 
are still Them, not Us. The 
Hitchcock-derivative Entre las 
piernas, an all-talk no-action 
no-sense study of sexual obses- 
sion, got a lot of buzz before it 
screened, less after. 

The big American films that 
haven’t yet opened in the USA 
were Robert Altman’s Cookie’s 
Fortune (which finished first in 
the Tagesspiegel’s critics’ poll 
but got nothing from the jury) 
and Alan Rudolph’s Breakfast 
of Champions (25th out of 25 
and ditto from the jury). I was- 
n’t able to stay for Cookie’s 
Fortune (or for Claude 
Chabrol’s Au coeur du men- 
songe — “The Color of Lies”), 
but Rudolph’s over-the-top 
adaptation of the Kurt 
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} . instant Berlinale! ai may not 
be renowned for their sense of humor, but Berliners are another matter altogether.) You can

Vonnegut novel about a Middle

Tony Bui’s Saigon-set 
Three Seasons summed 
up Berlinale 99: an 
anthology format (can’t 
anyone tell a two-hour 
story anymore?), rain, 
gritty surfaces (lots of 
violence, usually against 
women) but soft-focus 
sensibilities (cute kids, 
hookers with hearts of 
gold), concern for the 
disenfranchised, more 
rain, wistful but feel- 
good finales. 

And so, on to Berlinale 
2000, for which a lavish 
60-page booklet has been 
prepared to reassure the 
industry and the media that 
nothing will be lost in the 


move to Potsdamer Platz. 
Something will be lost, of 
course: West Berlin, its cul- 


ture, its scene, its history. The 
Berlin Film Festival does need 
bigger quarters; one can only 
hope that the corporate 
atmosphere of Potsdamer 
Platz won’t compromise the 
independence of an event that 
this year promised Nikita 
Mikhalkov’s The Barber of 
Siberia (presumably now 
reserved for Cannes) but 
instead delivered less-than- 
earthshaking American fare 
like The Hi-Lo Country, 
Playing by Heart, and The 
Faculty. My own suggestion 
for Berlinale 2000: a Best 
Animal Actor award.

Jewish humor resurfaces 
In this Bathtub 


You know Jerry Stiller, he’s George’s loony dad on 
Seinfeld. You know Stiller and Anne Meara, 
they’re the comedy-team parents of hot Ben Stiller. 















I’m struggling for a hook to lure you to the Coolidge Corner for a one- 
week-only (March 5 through 11) US premiere engagement of the Meara- 
and-Stiller A Fish in the Bathtub. This charmer, which showed at the 
Boston Jewish Film Festival, is a totally gratifying night at the movies, and 
a very touching one. 

Maybe I’m dumb, but I can’t imagine anyone not getting a kick out of 
filmmaker Joan Micklin Silver’s cross-generational comedy about the sud- 
den bust-up of a 40-year marriage that affects children, grandchildren, 
friendships, a whole New York suburban neighborhood. All the Jewish 
humor that’s vanished from the last 
handful of Woody Allen movies is 
here in abundance, thanks to a sharp, 
wonderful screenplay by John 
Silverstein, David Chudovsky, and 
the filmmaker’s husband, Raphael 
Silver. And you’d have to go back to 
prime-time Walter Matthau in the 
’70s (A New Leaf, The Sunshine 
Boys) for such a consummate Jewish 
grouch and malcontent and all-around meshugenneh as Stiller’s sour- 
faced Sam Kaplan, a retired owner of a ladies’-garment shop who starts a 
sentence like a normal person and then, turning bilious,s SHOUTS THE 
ENDING!!! Somewhere, there’s a good, though gravelly, heart. You can 
feel it. 

Meanwhile, he’s chronically abrasive, on the edge of verbally abusive, 
driving wife Molly (Meara) crazy. He’s been barking at her, and every- 
body, forever. But this week, he sends her around the old bend. There are 
his ever-smelly cigars, each smoked with relish in the window-shut house. 
(Molly: “Put that out! You know they give you gas!”) There’s his foolish 
new pet: a multi-pound fish that he’s brought home on a whim in a plas- 
tic bag and set free in their bathtub. As Sam describes it, “A little gift from 
me to me.” 

Finally, there’s public humiliation when, at a party in front of some age- 
old friends, Sam screams at his wife again and again to “SHUT UP!!” You 
don’t do that to proud and stubborn Molly. She packs a suitcase and 
moves in with her married grown son, Joel (Mark Ruffalo), a real-estate 
agent deciding whether to dare an affair with a slinky blonde client (Pamela 
Gray). Soon Molly has taken control of the kitchen of daughter-in-law 
Sharon (Missy Yager), tossing good things out of the refrigerator and rear- 
ranging the shelves so splendidly that Sharon can’t find a thing. 

Also, Molly starts dating, going out with a gentleman of many arcane 
facts and statistics (Bob Dishy) who brings her a present of Guinness’s 
Book of Records. As for Sam, he just gets more insulated and more bitter, 
hiding out in his house, trying to avoid the man-hungry next-door widow 
(Phyllis Newman), or going for a salami-and-egg lunch and then bicker- 
ing at the diner with all his male friends. 

Yes, there’s a sweet happy ending, and a deserved one. But getting there 
is lots of fun and honestly earns a couple of tears, too. Filmmaker Silver 
has been directing terrific character comedies since her groundbreaking 
independent film, Hester Street, in 1975. Other stellar movies: Between the 
Lines (1976), Chilly Scenes of Winter (1979), and Crossing Delancey 
(1988). But A Fish in the Bathtub is her best film ever, a gentle, decent 
comedy that glides along with unobtrusive directorial authority. Her great- 
est accomplishment here is the way her film seems 20 deep in beautifully 
shaped characterizations, whether it’s a two-minute part of a woman at a 
bar, a Chinese herbalist, an immigrant teacher of driver’s ed, or the wis- 
dom and warmth of Anne Meara. 

I mustn’t forget to mention the lovely contributions of veteran Paul 
Benedict as Sam’s gentle, soft-voiced friend, and of the great young char- 
acter actress Jane Adams, who was so fine as the perennially abused lead 
in Happiness. Here she’s sublimely ditsy and destructive as Sam and 
Molly’s hysterically neurotic grown daughter. 


































































LAST FALL, the national press seemed to pass on the death of Bruce 
Williamson, for many decades the film critic of record for time-warp 
Playboy. Did anyone notice he’s gone? But the death from a brain tumor 
of TV-famous Gene Siskel, at age 53, has been everywhere eulogized in the 
media. I didn’t know Siskel, and I’ve been scornful of the “thumbs 
up/thumbs down” shortcut to film reviewing of Siskel & Ebert. And, like 
all print critics, I’m obviously jealous of their boob-tube millions. But 
Siskel’s dying is such a terrible thing. 

How can we honor his memory? I suggest a trip to the video store for a 
favorite Siskel film, one you’ve never seen. Siskel’s taste was actually pret- 
ty interesting, far more unusual than that of most mainstream critics.

From. Starving to Super at the HFA 


BY PETER KEOUGH They’re only movies, true, but what’s infuriating 
about crap like 200 Cigarettes and Jawbreaker is that they’re being 
promoted as “independent” films while genuinely talented filmmakers 


with aspirations beyond main- 
stream mediocrity toil in obscurity. 
Two films screening this weekend 
at the Harvard Film Archive (three 
including Bette Gordon's 
Luminous Motion, which will 
receive a theatrical release later this 
spring) showcase local directors 
struggling with tiny budgets and 
big ambitions and achieving results 
of passion and originality. Despite 
some occasional, understandable 
unevenness, their work is a lot 
more satisfying than most of what 
the studios are dumping on the 
screen in this lean season. 

That struggle takes literal form 
in Cambridge filmmaker Allan 
Piper’s shamelessly crude and 
witty, self-reflexive and exuberant 
Starving Artists. With some movies 
you can see all the money that 
went into it on the screen; here you 
can see the names of the people 
who paid it. Anyone who invested 
at least a buck in the production 
got his or her name included 
somehow in the finished film — a 
phone message, a blurb on the 
cover of a porn magazine. Far 
from being a gimmick or a distrac- 
tion, this ploy fits in nicely with the 
film’s theme of art transforming 
life, and vice versa. 

Piper himself is breezy in the role 
of Zach Coolidge, a motor- 
mouthed gadfly of a playwright 
who’s inspired by a series of 
Slacker-like street encounters to 
stage a musical comedy about the 
end of the world. Chief among

Mildred (Bess Wohl, who brings 
some of the sly sweetness of a 
Hope Davis), a local critic and 
graphic novelist with whom he’s 
smitten but can’t seem to help 
offending, either by his cursing 
(she’s a Mormon — and why not if 
Neil LaBute can be one?) or by 
accidentally punching her in the 
nose and spilling scalding tea in her 
lap. Meanwhile, in the apartment 
next to Zach’s, wanna-be filmmak- 
er Jay (Joe Smith) desperately tries 
to piece together a Tarantino-esque 
debut feature that Zach’s fratty 
roommate mistakes for actual mob 
violence. 

The illusion/reality border wears 
pretty thin as each character finds 
confusion and inspiration, a la 
Shakespeare in Love, in everyday 
irritation and absurdity, and they 
unwittingly shape one another’s 
artistic endeavors, with tragic and 
downright silly results. Lest this 
seem too hifalutin, be it known that 
Piper has a weakness for puns, and 
the sight gags and comic shtick are 
nonstop and largely successful. 
Starving Artists might not be a con- 
vincing argument for true love and 
the triumph of the imagination, but 
it makes a strong case for persis- 
tence and audacity. 





Nowhere has the line between 
illusion and reality blurred as 
much lately as in politics, and 
Super Chief, the genial and illumi- 
nating documentary by another 
Cantabrigian, Nick Kurzon, seeks 
clarity in the microcosm of a tribal 
election. The opening shots of 
Minnesota’s White Earth Ojibwa 
Reservation are a series of con- 
trasts: geese in unspoiled water- 
lands, a “Bingo” sign and a 
crammed parking lot, rundown 
clapboard housing. Under chair- 
man Darrell “Chip” Wadena, 
White Earth has been pulling in 
millions through its Shooting Star 
casino, but not much has trickled 
down to rank-and-file members of 
the tribe. Invited by his friend 
Erma, a tribal activist, Kurzon 
brings his camera crew to observe 
the unfolding drama of the tribe’s 
upcoming election. 

Wadena, the self-styled “Super 
Chief,” is widely regarded as 
“Super Thief” by his constituency, 
but protected by his network of 
patronage, kickbacks, election 
fraud, and intimidation, he’s 
retained power for 20 years. 
Neither can the federal govern- 
ment intervene much because of 
the reservation’s autonomous sta- 
tus. A couple of determined candi- 
dates seeking change make a run 
at him, but Super Chief is not an 
exposé or diatribe so much as a 
moving character study and an 
affirmation of common decency. 

One challenger is Lowell 
Bellenger, a curmudgeonly retired 
welder reminiscent of Vermont 
mock-senatorial candidate Fred 
Tuttle in The Man with a Plan. 
He’s first seen in his backyard fish- 
ing for dinner — his net is nearly 
empty. More polished is Eugene 
“Bugger” McArthur, who dogged- 
ly canvases for votes door-to-door 
with hearty handshakes and 
earnest smiles. Both are viable 
alternatives to Wadena’s corrup- 
tion, but even that has its appeal 
— paunchy, grinning, playing 
with the big rings on his fingers, 
Wadena wears his guilt with an air 
of innocence. The process, in the 
end, triumphs. For Kurzon, too: 
years in the making, Super Chief 
has been picked up by HBO. @

FANTASTIC PLANET 


Despite dramatic inroads in technique and production, 
contemporary animation is frequently devoid of philosoph- 
ical, political, or metaphysical content —- precisely the 
manner of material so effectively exalted by this malleable 
medium. But in 1973, in Prague, before cartoons sold fast 
food and action figures, René Laloux made Fantastic 
Planet (Planéte sauvage), winning the Special Grand Prize 
at Cannes and achieving instant cult status with students, 
stoners, and sci-fi fans. The story, multi-layered and alle- 
gory-laden, is of a race of huge blue-skinned, red-eyed 
beings (Draags) who have domesticated a race of tiny, 
pink-skinned beings (Oms). The Oms (humans, naturally) 
are like pets, by turns loved, tolerated, and abused by their 
keepers. The Draags’ primary activity is meditation, and 
they have sex via astral projection. The Oms reproduce 
rapidly and are frightened of “the headphone of knowl- 
edge” the Draags use to educate their young. 

Trippy, sensual, and provocative, this utopian tale is 
Watership Down by way of Swift and Orwell — colored by 
Salvador Dalf, Jacek Yerka, and Peter Max. The flora and 
fauna of Laloux’s world are the stuff of fevered dreams. 
And in a stunning new 35mm print, the film’s charm and 
impact are far from retro — indeed, it presages a future 
civilization ridiculously dependent upon technology and 
tragically distanced from its environment. Fantastic Planet 
is a surrealist dose of reality for those who have given up 
hallucinogens. At the Brattle March 5 and 6.

always been a tad unsettling to witness a kinder, gentler De 
Niro on screen. Harold Ramis’s film is one of these latter 
vehicles that tartly leverages De Niro’s “wise guy” shtick 
for some uproarious laughs, whether it’s his Mr. V. (a New 
York City crime boss, ostensibly fashioned after John 
Gotti) making a thuggish retort to his shrink (Billy Crystal 
in his best role since City Slickers) after learning the 
Freudian definition of “Oedipal complex” — “Freud was a 
sick fuck and so are you” — or a delightfully cheesy dream 
sequence where the duo re-enact the infamous fruit-mar- 
ket hit scene from The Godfather. 

But for every gag that De Niro and Crystal pull off — 
and they do have comedic chemistry — the script strands 
them in eddies of frivolity. First there’s Mr. V.’s disorder: 
he’s been a hard-ass don for years, and suddenly he’s 
afflicted by panic attacks because of a turf skirmish and the 
big upcoming mob meeting? Then there are his bouts of 
emotional weakness: not only are these moments awkward 


and poorly orchestrated, but even in a comedy, it’s a 
stretch to watch De Niro cry. Analyze This plays The 
Godfather bit fast and funny, it just picked a framework it 
should have refused. At the Cheri, the Fresh Pond, and the 
Circle and in the suburbs.

CRUEL INTENTIONS 


Choderlos de Laclos’s Les liaisons dangereuses is an inde- 
structible story, having been filmed four times, twice mod- 
ernized, and now, in Cruel Intentions, given the Clueless 
treatment. Here, Kathryn Merteuil (Sarah Michelle Gellar) 
and Sebastian Valmont (Ryan Phillippe) are jaded, amoral, 
rich, teenage Manhattan stepsiblings. Kathryn seeks 
revenge on an ex-boyfriend by transforming his naive new 
girlfriend, Cecile Caldwell (Selma Blair), into the school 
slut; Sebastian bets Kathryn he can seduce Annette 
Hargrove (Reese Witherspoon), who has publicly vowed to 
remain chaste until she falls in love and gets married. All 
— go tragically awry, of course, when love rears its ugly 
ead. 

Nobody in this cast is going to make viewers forget 
1988’s Dangerous Liaisons (though Phillippe’s effete, 
detached delivery seems a creepy homage to John 
Malkovich). It’s hard to buy kids mincing and clawing like 
old Bette Davis characters, The only ones who seem like 
real teens are Blair, who gives a comic performance full of 
incredulous, recognizably adolescent eye rolls and lip 
curls, and Witherspoon, who plays at a level above the 
material as well as the tawdry proceedings (and who shows 
some chemistry with real-life boyfriend Phillippe). Adults 
will be appalled by the brazen drug use and explicit sex talk 
(rookie writer/director Roger Kumble underlines every- 
thing as if he were adapting the Cliff’s Notes), but teens 
will love the voluptuously bleak atmosphere, appreciate the 
helpful sex tips, and maybe even enjoy a morality tale that 
doesn’t rely on easy irony, pop-culture allusions, or hood- 
ed slashers, At the Copley Place, the Fresh Pond, and the 
Circle and in the suburbs.

Plain folks’ tales 


Mark Morris still does it his way 
BY MARCIA B. SIEGEL After all this time, 


Mark Morris still seems to be choreographing 
anti-ballets. His first adventures in the big 
time, around 1980, shocked and thrilled 
people because they had the ambition and 
theatrical skill of the high-art stage but not the 


elitist pretensions. Thoroughly 
musical and meticulously 
designed, these works never- 
theless denied all expectations of 
approved virtuosity, beauty, and 
sex. Morris is adored by people 
who never go to ballet or any 
other dance performance, and by 
some of the most discriminating 
ballet critics. Notwithstanding the 
success that’s allowed him to 
build a company of 18 dancers 
and perform with live music to 
sellout audiences, he subverts the 
tradition every chance he gets. In 
his four performances last 
weekend for the BankBoston 
Celebrity Series, his oppositional 
tactics were on display, and the 
audience at the Wang Center 
hardly noticed them. 

Resisting the understandable 
tendency to harden one’s experi- 
ments into a style or technique, 
Morris uses movement from a 
Fibber McGee closet filled with 
the world’s dance. Instead of an 
invented vocabulary of steps, 
what his dancers share is an idea 
abut dancing: a naturalistic way 
of carrying themselves through 
whatever steps they’re perform- 
ing. The first thing you might 
notice is that the legs aren’t usu- 
ally turned out like a_ ballet 
dancer’s but work in parallel like 
a skier’s or an ordinary person’s. 
Their feet are often flexed, seldom 
deliberately stretched to a refined 
point, and they don’t try to gain a

regal, classical look by elongating 
and opening their bodies. 

With this more or less pedestri- 
an baseline, they can look clunky 
rather than graceful when they do 
balletic leaps and turns. We identi- 
fy with their efforts to overcome 
inertia, to surpass the limitations 
of gravity. | don’t think they really 
work any harder than ballet 
dancers, but they don’t have that 
readiness to start up in their 
stance. The thing that makes them 
subversive is that they mean to 
look casual, even indolent. They 
want us to think this could be just 
as good a state to dance in as any. 

The matter-of-fact approach 
governs much of Morris’s creative 
decision making. He picks music 
for variety and danceability, not 
for its familiarity to Western ears. 
He lists dancers alphabetically in 
the dance credits, even when one 
of them is the superstar Mikhail 
Baryshnikov. For the Boston per- 
formances, renowned cellist Yo-Yo 
Ma performed in his 1997 collab- 
oration with Morris, Falling Down 
Stairs, a part of Ma’s “Inspired by 
Bach” film project, but he also 
played for the other two Morris 
works on the program. The partic- 
ipants in any Mark Morris enter- 
prise seem to be comrades, like 
those guys who sit in front of the 
firehouse and tell stories they all 
know, or remark about the weath- 
er, trade gossip, help one another 
solve their problems.

I was thinking about this analo- 
gy as a way to explain why, even 
though each dance is extremely 
formal and seemingly without 
expressive coding, somewhere in 
the middle | often get ideas about 
narrative. Not a specific story 
with two or three main characters 
and their relatives and rejected 
boyfriends. Nothing about enlist- 
ing in the army or getting caught 
in a storm or celebrating a suc- 
cessful harvest. There aren’t even 
expectant beginnings or neat res- 
olutions. But notions about what 
these folks are doing together 
seem to float up in the course of 
the choreographic conversation 
and then break off. 

In Falling Down Stairs, Yo-Yo 
Ma sits at the side of the stage 
playing Bach’s third Suite for 
Unaccompanied Cello, and in a 
flash at the beginning we see a 
group of dancers on a set of stairs. 
Almost immediately they cascade 
down the stairs and fall, all spread 
out along the floor, except for one 
person who stays at the top of the 
stairs. During the rest of the dance 
the group now and then rush the 
stairs and fall back, leaving some- 
one on top. It’s like a game of King 
of the Hill that keeps being inter- 
rupted and resumed, with the rules 
changing slightly each time. 

One woman, having almost 
attained the summit, swan-dives 
off the side into the arms of two 
waiting rivals. Competition for 
control of the stairs isn’t what the 
dance is about, it’s just an anec- 
dote. They drop this idea and use 
the stairs as a grandstand; nine 
people climb up and go through a 
sequence of rhythmic but cryptic 
gestures together while the_other 
six people sit on the floor below 
them. Trading roles, the ones on 
the stairs sit and the other group 
play a game for them. They trade 
again, only this time the group on 
the stairs, instead of standing in a 
diamond shape, make three 
straight rows. Their gesture pat- 
tern is the same but it looks dif- 
ferent in this formation. 

In The Argument, which was 
having its world premiere in

Boston, three couples danced to 
Robert Schumann’s Fiinf Stiicke 
im Volkston. From Schumann’s 
descriptive subtitles for his not- 
exactly-authentic folk dances, the 
composer must have been work- 
ing in a parodistic mode, or at 
least a playful one. You could see 
Morris going for the same thing 
when Baryshnikov and Marjorie 
Folkman grabbed and glared at 
each other, Morris and Tina 
Fehlandt slowly suppressed the 
music’s sentimentality, and 
Shawn Gannon and _ Ruth 
Davidson mooched up close 
together but threw slashing 
punches in opposite directions — 
all, of course, matched to 
Schumann’s romantic rhythms. 
But it was in Morris’s flamboyant 
pseudo-mazurka that the joke 
played best, because it was so 
fully danced. What’s a mazurka, 
the portly and scraggly Morris 
seemed to be saying, if you don’t 
throw yourself into it? 

Yo-Yo Ma, with Ethan Iverson 
at the piano, leaned into the 
dance as if nothing but the cello 
prevented him from leaping to his 
feet. Gannon and the women 
heated up after Morris’s outburst 
of bravura, but Baryshnikov 
seemed withdrawn and tight, a 
black-clad apache dancer caught 
in the wrong century or the wrong 
nightclub. The whole piece was 
crammed with detail, and I could- 
n’t see all of it, or hear all the sto- 
ries, at one view. Perhaps the 
dancers were testing out the gra- 
dations among light comedy, 
mockery, and burlesque. 

The Argument represented the 
furthest I’ve seen Morris go in 
fragmenting his choreographic 
material. He seemed determined 
not to let the dance get so deep 
into any phrase material that it 
became predictable. Even the cos- 
tumes — the women’s black velvet 
cocktail dresses, the shirts and 
pants for Morris and Gannon, and 
Baryshnikov’s turtleneck — 
stylistically with one 
another while undercutting the 
Mittel Europa rrrrump-pa-pa feel- 
ing of the music. 











Rhymes with Silver also tum- 
bled together styles and refer- 
ences, but it made a more consis- 
tent blend of them. This piece, to 
a long, lush score for piano, per- 
cussion, and strings that Morris 
commissioned from the West 
Coast master experimentalist 
Lou Harrison, depends on exoti- 
ca but plays it down. The 16 
dancers, identically dressed in 
black silky pants and dark green 
jerseys, walked sideways on their 
heels like Cambodian dancers, 
with bent knees and wide, scoop- 
ing gestures. They slid back and 
forth in a grapevine step, in 
groups of three with pinkies 
linked. They did a _ kind _of 
quadrille, where four new people 
replaced the original group with- 
out stopping the dance. To a 
cakewalk rhythm in two or three 
different keys, they paired up ina 
sort of maxixe, one partner 
behind the other, both of them 
sliding their. legs forward and 
leaning their torsos back. They 
line-danced off in a lurching 
side-step. They pitched them- 
selves into flat, Egyptian zigzag 
shapes. Guillermo Resto dithered 
nonstop around a stationary 
Kraig Patterson for a long time, 
then finally sank to his knees and 
crawled off. At one point, a 
woman and a man posed like 
Hindu deities in a cosmic 
Oriental dance by Ruth St. Denis 
and Ted Shawn. e 

The dance seemed as if it 
would never run out of motifs and 
new ways to design them, but 
finally the groups and duets dissi- 
pated in a mass crossing of the 
stage. Instead of linking with any 
others, the dancers now spun and 
gestured in their own ecstatic 
orbits, perhaps fighting off and 
falling into trancelike states. 

The apparent randomness of 
this, the abandonment of visual 
coherence, is rare in Mark 
Morris’s work. I can’t think of 
anything that rhymes with silver. 
Maybe rhyming or dancing with 
others is unimportant in the 
momentary attainment of individ- 
ual bliss. &

Top girls 
Celebrating Boston women and theater

craving a hit of feminist uplift won’t find a fix 
at the Third Annual Boston Women on Top 
Theater Festival, which is being staged jointly 
by Centastage Performance Group and the 
Underground Railway Theater. Of the eight 


presented in three 
programs, not one conveys a 
pointed _ political message, 
feminist or otherwise. Indeed, a 
couple of the more out-there 
pieces are so maddeningly devoid 
of discernible meaning that they 
almost make one long for the kind 
of preachy but comprehensible 
agitprop that the “Women on 
Top” rubric seems to promise — 
or threaten. As in years past, 
however, the cream of the festival 
is lusciously rich, and it rises to a 
level that might well be the top. 
Paula Plum has turned in so

many rightly acclaimed perfor- 
mances over the years that it’s 
become a commonplace to call 
her one of Boston's best actors. 
With Memorial, a haunting one- 
woman show that is part of bill of 
short plays dubbed Random Acts, 
she proves she’s a top-rate writer 
as well. Like Deborah Lubar in A 
Story’s a Story, the highlight of 
last year’s festival, Plum portrays 
two very different women, one 
Jewish and one not. When the 
Jewish character, Abra, first takes 
the stage, she’s a slightly dotty old 
woman who talks to herself as she 
painstakingly scans a Holocaust 
memorial with a magnifying glass, 
looking for the inscribed name of 
her long-dead daughter, Evelch. 
Later, Plum portrays the same 
woman as she was decades earli- 
er, when she was a prisoner in the 
death camp where Evelch was 
killed. As both writer and actor, 
«Plum shows remarkable range in 
her rendering of Abra. But the 
biggest stretch, and the most star- 
tling transformation, is between 
Abra and her nemesis, the wife of 
a Nazi commandant who presses 
the adolescent Eveleh into service 
as her sadistic husband's sex toy.

In lesser hands, the Nazi wife 
could easily come off as a carica- 
ture. In Plum’s, however, this 
pimping heap of hate is believably 
evil enough to give Hitler himself 
the creeps. 

Like Plum, Melinda Lopez is a 
seasoned actor who’s now com- 
ing out as a playwright. In her 
quirky and exuberant one-woman 
show, God Smells like a Roast Pig 
on a Summer's Day, Lopez lays 
bare her ambivalence about her 
Cuban heritage, portraying not 
only herself at various ages but 
also an array of colorful relatives. 

Although the title sug- 
gests the whimsy that’s 
a large part of the 
show’s charm, it’s a 
mistake for a number 
of reasons. First, it’s so 
unwieldy that it invites 
shortening to God 
Smells, which reeks of 
blasphemy. Also, it’s 
misleading. Smells 
loom large in Lopez’s 
delightfully sensual 
descriptions, but the 
oiled and trussed pig 
makes only a cameo 
appearance (before 
roasting), wearing 
sunglasses and floating 
on a raft in the swim- 
ming pool. More to the 
point, religion is about 
the only aspect of 
Cuban-American life 
Lopez doesn’t chew 
over. In a series of 
vignettes that are 
loosely but deftly 
linked, the writer/per- 
former serves up spicy 
perspectives on every- 
thing from revolution- 
ary politics to lipstick, blending 
the serious with the silly in a 
piquant mix. 

A lithe beauty who looks only 
vaguely Hispanic, Lopez isn’t the 
master chameleon that Plum is, 
and her characters occasionally 
bleed into one another, particu- 
larly the older female ones. When 
playing her tough but loving 
father, however, Lopez is uncan- 
nily convincing, and her portrayal 
of her slightly dippy mother is 
wonderfully fleshed out and 
detailed. Apart from her own 
complex self, however, the char- 
actcr that springs most vividly to 
life is Lopez’s wacky Aunt Isabel, 
who breaks all of feminism’s key 
commandments and prides her- 
sclf on her ability to “make a party 
out of nothing.” If Lopez’s show 
is any measure, she has learned a 
lot from her bon-vivant aunt. 
Despite some sad and poignant 
moments, God Smells like a Roast 
Pig on a Summer's Day has the air 
of a fiesta, distinctly Hispanic but 
open to onc and all. 

The short plays billed collec- 
tively as Random Acts and pre- 
sented as the festival’s second 
program aren't quite as random

as the event’s organizers make 
out. Like Plum’s Memorial, the 
best of the bunch, all deal in some 
way with survival. In /t Doesn't 
Take a Tornado, a pithy mono- 
logue by Rosanna Yamagiwa 
Alfaro, the survivor is a hard-bit- 
ten resident of a trailer park that’s 
just been decimated by a twister. 
As played by Debra Wisc, she’s a 
junkyard dog of a dame, cynical, 
bitter, and not particularly glad to 
be left alive. But as she explains to 
an unscen television reporter, 
she’s thrilled by the demise of her 
ex-husband, and she’s not shed- 
ding any tcars over the rest of her 
neighbors in the trailer park, “a 
regular Sodom and Gomorrah.” 
Aided no doubt by the sharp 
direction of Daniel Gidron (who 
has a hand in several of the “ran- 
dom acts”), Wisc shows only a 
glimpse of the crusty babe’s heart, 
which had been bruised black and 
blue by less dramatic disasters 
years before the tornado touched 
down. 

Wise is less convincing in the 
role of Lucy, the newly widowed 
and pregnant protagonist in Kate 
Snodgrass’s LAir des Alpes. The 
problem in part lies with the play, 
which is essentially a monologue 
peppered with high-school 
French and delivered to the enig- 
matic and mostly silent young 
Francophone who shares Lucy’s 
compartment on a night train 
bound for Geneva. Although 
Snodgrass’s writing is sharp and 
sometimes wickedly witty, her 
Lucy never quite coheres. Clearly 
she is meant to be ambivalent 
about her dead husband, her 
unborn baby, and the carefree life 
she claims to want. In the end, 
though, the character is too 
opaque, and the play’s final twist 
is abrupt and unsatisfying. 

Muddy as it is, Snodgrass’s 
piece is work of crystalline clarity 
when compared to Wanda 
Strukus’s Robby 2 Is Drowning, a 
bizarre and baffling play that’s 
long on characters and short on 
sense. Director Joann Green 
Breucr’s cast includes some acc 
actors, among them Jennifer 
Jones, the ubiquitous Wise, and 
the young playwright herself. 
Except for Wisc, who plays Robby 
2's wife, and Strukus, as his son 
(Robby 2A), they do almost noth- 
ing but blurt out banalitics and 
gaze nonchalantly as the hapless 
title character drowns. The picce 
gets progressively morc ridiculous 
as it groans on, but the details 
don’t merit description. Suffice to 
say that poor Robby 2’s family 
and friends attempt to convince 
themselves that he lives on in the 
guise of a plastic figure they con- 
struct out of blue buckets picked 
off the beach. Why the wife and 
son repeatedly. hoist, sneakers and 


other bits of seaside apparel on a 
rope pully stretched from floor to 
ceiling is only one of the many 
mysteries of Strukus’s goofy, 
impenetrable play. 

In The Advantages of Bandages 
(which shares a bill with God 
Smells like a Roast Pig on a 
Summer's Day), Deborah Lake 
Fortson turns absurdity, and risky 
stage business, to better effect. A 
cheeky homage to Samuel 
Beckett, patron saint of evocative 
metaphor, the play is an oddly 
engaging dialogue between a 
woman who’s swathed in cloth 
from head to toe and an imperi- 
ous helper, played by Lizza Riley, 
who’s trying to determine how 
this woman came to be bandaged. 
Just as Beckett’s Clov, in 
Endgame, may or may not be the 
immobile Hamm’s son, the assis- 
tant may or may not be the 
daughter of the human cocoon, 
who’s played superbly by the 
redoubtable playwright. Like 
Beckett’s work, the play begs to 
be come at cold, without the 
mediation of program notes or 
smarty-pants critics. 

Erika Batdorf’s two picces, 
which make up the festival's 
entire first program, must also be 
Icft unexplained: despite a con- 
certed effort, | couldn’t make 
sense of either one. A veteran per- 
former who’s been featured in 
every BWOT festival to date, 
Batdorf is known for her work in 
movement theater, which she 
teaches at a school that bears her 
name. But both Mr. Raisin Head, 
which she performs solo, and The 
Judgement Day Café, a piece for a 
small ensemble, struck me as 
talky if inscrutable works with lit- 
tle movement that couldn’t easily 
be mistaken for nervous tics. 

According to the program 
notes, the solo piece is about “an 
average man’s explorations of 
love through the search for his 
inner ‘animal.’ ” Maybe I missed 
something, but the Mr. Raisin 
Head | saw seemed to be about a 
smarmy guy with a plastic tongue 
and a thirst for spiritual fulfill- 
ment who decides that he’s a 
raisin and falls in love with a 
woman he takes for a grape. In 
the end, she turns out to be a 
beet, which is fine by him. As for 
the ensemble piece, it supposedly 
centers on a group of women bent 
on social revolution, but they 
come across more like calisthenic 
clowns. 

Both pieces did intrigue my 
personal expert, a practicing art 
therapist trained in expressive 
movement whom | dragged along 
as a hedge against my own clue- 
Icssness. But she couldn’t explain 
the works either. Maybe talking 
about Batdorf is like singing 
about. physics, whatever that 





might be like. Her raisin man 
might suit some tastes, but my 
pick is Plum. a

television camera has _ not 
penetrated yet: the jury room. 
Perhaps this explains some of the 
appeal of Reginald Rose’s Twelve 
Angry Men, a 1950s courtroom 
drama now on view in an 
accomplished and patriotic 
production at Merrimack 
Repertory Theatre. 

Twelve Angry Men started out 
in 1954 as an Emmy-winning 
teleplay. Sidney Lumet made his 
Hollywood debut when he direct- 
ed the celebrated 1957 film ver- 
sion starring Henry Fonda. Rose 
adapted his script for the stage in 
1962 and then, much later, 
updated it for a 1997 film remake 
directed by William Friedkin. The 
story’s staying power stems from 
its infectious fascination with the 
sound of justice’s grinding wheels 
and its wind-it-up-and-watch-it- 
go craftsmanship, both of which 
translated to the 
Merrimack stage. 

The play takes place late one 
hot summer afternoon in a New 
York City jury room where 12 
men gather to reach a verdict in 
what seems like an open-and-shut 
murder case involving a ghetto 





Coming out 
Pure PolyESTHER; The Orphan Queen 
BY ROBERT DAVID SULLIVAN We get a gaggle of Scrooges every 


December, so why not an embarrassment of Esthers for Purim season? 
Two theater companies bring us radically different takes on the Biblical 


tale, and each succeeds on its own 
ground. 

First, a recap. Esther was an 
orphan in ancient Persia who 
concealed her Jewish heritage in 
order to become queen. The dual- 
identity scam went well until the 
Persian prime minister persuaded 
the king to order the extermina- 
tion of all Jews — at which point 
Esther bravely revealed her true 
background and succeeded in 
reversing the king’s order. 

Esther’s journey “out of the 
closet” has had a particular fasci- 
nation for Theater Offensive 
founder Abe Rybeck, who staged 
his own version of the story, Pure 
PolyESTHER: A_ Biblical 
Burlesque, in Boston in 1991 
and 1992. The show is finally 
back (through March 14 at the 
Boston Center for the Arts), and 
it holds up quite well after seven 
years.

Merrimack buffs up Twelve Angry Men

in the 1990s has become just another voyeuristic form of popular 
entertainment. But there is at least one sanctum the omnivorous 


kid who killed his father. 
However, when the jury is polled 
at the start, one man (Juror 8) 
votes “not guilty.” To the chagrin 
of his peers, he is not so sure and 
wants to review the evidence. A 
few minutes later, when Juror 8 
produces a_ switchblade that 
matches the supposedly one-of-a- 
kind murder weapon, we know 
where this play is headed. 
Reasonable doubt spreads from 
juror to juror like a virus, and 
each time a new vote is taken the 
total shifts away from conviction 
toward acquittal. The only gen- 
uine suspense is who the last 
holdout will be and what it will 
take to flip him before Truth, 
Justice, and the American Way 





can prevail. 

Director David G. Kent offsets 
the play’s predictability and 
punches up its concern with 
racism through nontraditional 
casting. The 1954 teleplay and 
the 1957 film featured all-white 
casts. Like the 1997 remake, Kent 
makes his jury more racially and 
ethnically diverse. Friedkin, 
though, brought the action all the 
way into the 1990s; Kent sets his 
rendering explicitly in 1965, in 
the middle of the Vietnam War, 
the civil-rights movement, and the 
Johnson administration. In this 
period, the multicultural jury 
seems like a bit of wishful revi- 
sionism or, worse yet, a PC 
anachronism. Kent has distrib- 
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SANCTUM: no TV in the jury room — yet. 


uted the roles to his rainbow cast 
so that the jurors of color are 
among the first half-dozen to 
change their votes. 

But the ensemble cast are first- 
rate from top to bottom. Kent has 
cast them and costume designer 
Frances Nelson McSherry has 
outfitted them to maximize the 
variety of male types on stage. 
The actors add a naturalistic ease, 
an individual flair, and an 
earnestness of character that 
ratchets up the tension as the 
deliberations drag on. Kent 
orchestrates the action with a deft 
hand, motivating enough move- 
ment to keep the play from get- 
ting static and isolating characters 
at crucial moments. He starts the 
play with Juror 8 seated down- 
stage with his back to the audi- 
ence, just one of the anonymous 
12, looking upstage at his fellow 
citizens just as we are. 

Scenic designer Erhard Rom 
provides a worse-for-wear jury 
room that is delightfully rich in 
atmosphere. Stains from blown 
radiator pipes streak the walls. 
Institutional-green paint peels 
from the plaster. Dusty old 
Venetian blinds hang crookedly in 





rized in the title. Rybeck’s book 
and lyrics are pure of heart, both 
as a celebration of the human 
spirit and as a ringing tribute to 
bad puns. Near the end of act 
two, it’s almost reassuring when 
Esther’s brave declaration that 
she is “a Jew” at first elicits a 
“gesundheit” from the king. The 
play, after all, is being true to 
itself even when theatrical tradi- 
tion might call for a descent into 
schmaltz. 

Then there’s the name 
PolyEsther, which one first asso- 
ciates with cheap fabric and camp 
humor. Plenty of both here, to be 
sure, but the sweet song “Esther 
PolyEsther” reminds us that the 
prefix stands for diversity and 
pluralism (or Purimism?). 
Appropriately, Esther hates this 
nickname when she’s still in her 
pre-heroic, Material Girl mode. 





As for “burlesque,” I defy you 
to find a bawdier Biblical inter- 
pretation than Pure PolyESTHER. 
One character gushes over “all- 
you-can-eat gynecological clin- 
ics,” and Bill Clinton’s infamous 
cigar pops up in the strangest 
place (Rybeck has freshened up 
the toilet humor since 1992). And 
you can imagine the thrust of 
songs like “Queen for a Lay.” 
Fortunately, for every off-color 
ditty there’s a more subtle number 
— as when the newly crowned 
Esther exclaims, “It’s a Good 
Thing” (“Now that I’m in the 
swing of it/I like the diamond 
ring of it”). Brief parodies of 
Broadway classics also meet their 
mark. When the court eunuch 
rhapsodizes over his Jewish lover, 
he steals the melody from “Can’t 
Help Loving That Man” (“He’s 
kind of stern and set in his 
ways/He’s not available on 
Saturdays”). 

Julie Maykowski gives a win- 
ning performance as Esther — 
she’s like Drew Barrymore with a 
better voice. Local comics 
Margaret Ann Brady (doing a 
drag-king turn as the sexually 














front of windows clouded by 
urban soot. The period detail is so 
thorough and so convincing that 
it makes a wrinkle in time stick 
out: the authentic glug-glug water 
cooler is accompanied by plastic 
disposable cups. Wouldn’t they be 
paper cups, maybe the white 
cone-shaped kind? 

This decision by Kent and Rom 
to make the jury room so worn 
and torn might have suggested a 
criminal-justice system in a state 
of decay or disrepair, but the pro- 
duction registers as a two-hour 
paean to reasonable doubt, equal 
justice, and the honor of dissent. 
To cap it off, the evening ends on 
a smug note of nostalgia that 
brings many in the audience to 
their feet. As the jurors file out to 
report their “not guilty” verdict, 
we hear a speech from LBJ in 
which he articulates his vision for 
“the Great Society.” Without 
apparent irony, Kent links the 
melodramatic triumph of poetic 
justice in the play to the pursuit of 
social justice that defined the 
1960s. Good old-fashioned liber- 
alism can be as American, it 
seems, and as cloying, as apple

Or if the queer slant 
of Pure PolyESTHER is 
too daunting, there’s a 
safer alternative in the 
Jewish Theatre of New 
England’s The Orphan 
Queen (at the Leven- 
thal-Sidman _ Jewish 
Community Center 
through March 21). 
This is a new musical 
written and composed 
by Robbie Solomon, a 
local cantor and an 
internationally known 
composer of Jewish 
choral works.

It’s bit too long, the 
direction (by Thomas DeFrantz) 
is sometimes unfocused, and the 
orchestra occasionally drowns out 
the singing. But you should let 
this carping keep you from such a 
joyous evening of theater? You 
want polish, go applaud the sil- 
verware at Shreve, Crump &

Joe Morris’s guitar jazz is as serious as your life 


BY JON GARELICK In the late ’70s and 
early ’80s, Joe Morris (who brings his quartet 
to the Regattabar this Wednesday) haunted the 
Boston and Cambridge jazz scene like a 
hungry wolf — skinny and bearded, with 
shaggy brown hair and deep-set brown eyes. 


From the very beginning — he 
moved here to play jazz guitar in 
1975 — he was part of the 
fringes, rehearsing and playing 
with people like drummers Tim 
Roberts and Sam Bennett, later 
with the pianist Lowell Davidson, 
and working as something of a 
jazz activist in the Boston 
Improvisers Group, organizing 
concerts. Morris was known to be 
single-minded in his devotion to 
his music, and somewhat 
temperamental. 

In nearly 25 years, nothing 
much has changed. Although he’s 
well-recognized as a star among 
Boston jazzheads, Morris still 
operates on the music’s fringes. 
His frame has filled out some, 
he’s chopped off a bit of his mane 
(though not his beard), and his 
conversation is punctuated with 
soft, easy, self-aware laughter. He 
still has little patience for the kind 
of jazz he calls “Disneyland — 
where there’s a fake Main Street 
that’s just like it was 100 years 
ago and fake birds singing in the 
trees,” and he’s ever-cautious 
about his own temper. “As much 
as I’m a happily married middle- 
class guy, there’s still a part of me 
that will tell anybody to fuck off 
— like, in a second — unless I 
really watch it.” There’s another 
difference too. Morris has fulfilled 
a lifelong ambition: to sound like 
no one but himself. And he’s 
joined an elite company of con- 
temporary guitarists: Derek 
Bailey, Sonny Sharrock, James 
“Blood” Ulmer — each of whom 
has fashioned his own language. 

If that sounds like an esoteric 
crowd, it’s no wonder. Morris’s 
music comes replete with the 
most intimidating elements of the 
avant-garde: babbling passages of 
“free” collective improvisation 
that seem to obey no readily 
accessible laws of harmony or 
rhythm. What’s more, he hasn’t 
adopted any of the avant-garde’s 
more crowd-pleasing excesses. 
The all-out high-velocity assault 
of mature Cecil Taylor or late 
Coltrane appeals to indie-rock 
crowds in a way that Morris’s 
carefully calibrated group dynam- 
ics and taste for medium tempos 
probably won’t. And even though 


he uses the rock instrument of | 


choice — the Gibson Les Paul 
electric guitar — he employs 
none of the electronic devices, or 
sheer volume, that could draw a 
rock audience. Instead, he prefers 
a full-bodied but unembellished 
tone that has more to do with 
Kenny Burrell or Jim Hall than 
John McLaughlin or Sonny 
Sharrock. “Naked,” he calls it. 
“The instrument can sound really 
terrible when you take it naked, 
but it can sound much worse 
when you plug devices in.” 

Get into Morris’s growing body 
of recordings, though, and you 
find work that’s not only formally 
rigorous (the Penguin Guide‘ to 











Jazz describes him approvingly as 
“a stern self-disciplinarian”) but 
deeply emotional. For one, there’s 
that “naked” guitar tone. It can 
ping with bell-like resonance or 
buzz in deep clusters of lower- 
register warbling (Morris’s mid- 
dle and lower register are 
particularly vibrant). And it 
can take on any number of 
vocal-like phrasings and 
shadings (West African kora 
and string playing is one 
specific, important influ- 
ence). 

For another,  there’s 
Morris’s original composi- 
tions: angular, often brood- 
ing melody lines, full of 
sharp angles, odd intervals, 
unpredictable silences. The 
title track from his new A 
Cloud of Black Birds (AUM 
Fidelity), for all its eccen- 
tricities, has the familiarity 
of a 12-bar blues, with an 
easy, loping 4/4 swing. But 
the album’s opener, 
“Threshold,” is a kind of 
stark, multi-sectioned epic. 
Everyone — guitar, violin, 
bass, drums — states the 
opening section in unison, 
then a secondary theme fol- 
lows with guitar and violin 
over clattering out-of-tempo 
drums and bassist Chris 
Lightcap’s steady pulse. The 
piece undergoes all manner 
of changes — frenzied solo- 
ing by Morris with back- 
ground “comping” by vio- 
linist Mat Maneri, and then 
a quick reversal of roles 
when Maneri breaks into 
agitated sawing, some quiet 
passages, a bass solo, the 
return of a more reflective 
Morris. When the theme 
returns, it’s newly poignant 
in a way that’s unusual for 
jazz performances, where 
the tune is often merely a set 
of chord changes to blow 
on. When a Morris band 
performance is working at 
full tilt, the piece is about 
that melody, and it accrues 
meaning through improvisa- 
tion. The theme sounds different 
at the end because of all it’s been 
through — a bass solo, a gui- 
tar/drum duet. You can almost 
think of it as the analogue of a 
novel or short story with the 
theme as the protagonist: it enters 
at measure one and by the final 
note has been transformed. 
Another way to think of it is that 
four friends have returned home 
after sharing a deep experience. 

“I try to make the melodic 
material really specific, so that if 
you just play the melodic materi- 
al, you’re all clued in, you don’t 
have to know anything else about 
the tune,” Morris tells me when 
we get together for dinner in 
Central Square. “Just play that 
and then refer to it when you’re 
playing. It’s that simple. I’ve had 


arguments with guys in my band. 
I say: no, the theme is more stac- 
cato, if you don’t play it staccato, 
it sounds like this other piece. Or, 
if you rush into that section, you 
blow the whole characteristic of 
the tune.” In our conversation, 
Morris refers to those melodies as 
“templates.” 

There are, of course, more 
freely improvised pieces — where 
Morris “triggers” the other play- 
ers with a line that hasn’t been 
shared ahead of time, or by leav- 
ing space where there will be a 
drum or bass solo. “Ellington did 
stuff like that all the time: let’s 
play off of C, but we’re going to 
have a violin/drum duet.” At 


times, the pleasure of a Morris 
piece comes in the way the musi- 
cians discover its structure as they 
play, like cogs coming together in 
a delicate watch-like mechanism. 
At other times the effect is of 
overhearing spirited, lucid four- 
way conversation in another 


- tongue, three men kibitzing over a 


card game while a fourth solo 
voice steps to one side and com- 
ments on the weather. 

Morris’s music is handmade; 
he’s almost completely self- 
taught. He discusses the particu- 
lars of his chaotic childhood in 
the liner notes to A Cloud of Black 
Birds, a childhood and young 
adulthood full of poverty, truan- 
cy, periods of homelessness. It’s a 
stark, concise account and — like 
his music — completely devoid of 








sentimentality or self-pity. At 14, 
he writes, he was in a Connecticut 
school for wayward children, one 
step away from reform school. “I 
spent as much time as I could 
alone in my room looking out the 
window and thinking about the 
fact that I had hit bottom already 
in my short life.” 

He continues: “My room 
looked out over a meadow to the 
tree-lined edge and the woods 
beyond. This was in the month of 
October. The leaves were chang- 
ing colors and the wind was blow- 
ing hard. Every afternoon I 
watched large flocks of cross- 
migrating starlings fly from one 
side of the field to the other and 
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from tree to tree. Their collective 
movement was held together by a 
loud and seemingly chaotic sense 
of order.” 

The descriptive elements here 
are worthy of Raymond Carver or 
early Hemingway, and the mater- 
ial itself is something an artist can 
spend a lifetime unraveling. And 
the imagery is a kind of “tem- 
plate” for the music Morris makes 
(titles like “Two Buses and a Long 
Walk” refer specifically to his time 
at that school). 

“Since I’ve been in this music,” 
Morris tells me, “I’ve met a whole 
lot of people who would under- 
stand that whole story completely 
and a whole lot who think you’re 
scum because you had to go 
through that stuff.” He laughs 
and pauses, “They don’t get that

some people do it [music] 
because they have to. A guy like 
[bassist] William Parker — he 
became a musician because that 
was the only way he could sur- 
vive. That’s what his album In 
Order To Survive (AUM Fidelity) 
is about. He has almost an identi- 
cal reason for being a musician as 
me, even though his life was dif- 
ferent. That was his way of bring- 
ing dignity into his life, and that’s 
why he did it.” 

Morris tells me that he never 
finished either grammar school or 
high school — “I don’t have any 
diplomas from anywhere.” Since 
he had no money or education, 
the usual options of conservatory 
or music school were not 
available to him. “I was even 
afraid to get a student loan 
because I was afraid to let 
anyone know what I’d been 
through. . . . It’s always been 
that this is the only thing that 
I could do that would give 
me a sense of place. I could- 
n’t become a doctor and dis- 
tinguish myself in that. This 
seemed available to me. One 
of the reasons I’ve always 
identified with black musi- 
cians is that I know a lot of 
them who did it for a way to 
get out of their situation, and 
I respect that. I would never 
want to compare my situa- 
tion to theirs, it’s a different 
thing. But I relate to it — as 
a way to bring in certain 
things in your life and not 
have to conform. It’s amaz- 
ing that this lets you do 
that.” Thinking about his 
liner notes to A Cloud of 
Black Birds, he says, “I want 
to show that my music is 
about my life... . I don’t 
want to write incidental 
music to my life story.” 

Over the years, Morris has 
received enough bits of 
encouragement at just the 
right moments — from 
people like John Scofield 
and Derek Bailey. He’s 
found a growing coterie of 
players to work with and, in 
the past few years, has 
released a spate of record- 
ings on indie labels like 
AUM, Soul Note, Knitting 
Factory, Leo Lab, and his 
own Riti label. The well- 
regarded Three Men 
Walking (1997), where he 
joins violinist Mat Maneri 
and Mat’s father, New 
England Conservatory prof 
and microtonal wizard Joe 
Maneri, was recorded by the chic 
BMG-distributed ECM. 

“I’ve always wanted to put the 
guitar in a modern context and 
keep it jazz,” he says. “I didn’t 
want to throw everything out. I 
talked to Derek Bailey about that 
last fall in England. He told me 
he couldn’t think of that many 
frée-guitar players who played 
jazz besides me. And I said | 
really want to be a jazz musician! 
The freedom is built right into 
the tradition. That informs my 
whole experience: you do what 
you want!” ths

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Poor Butterfly 





The BSO’s 1999 season flutters on 





BY LLOYD SCHWARTZ The BSO players 


have been on good behavior, perhaps in 


response to an embarrassing “Emperor’s 
Clothes” article in the Wall Street Journal last 
December by critic Greg Sandow lamenting 
the technical and artistic decline of the 


orchestra under Seiji Ozawa. The 
strings played gorgeously for 
André Previn in Vaughan 
Williams’s Fantasia on a Theme 
by Thomas Tallis, though the 
initial burst of rhythmic energy 
dissipated to a standstill. In 
Benjamin’ Britten’s Spring 
Symphony — really a song cycle 
— the most enchanting moment 
belonged to British soprano 
Dame Felicity Lott, in her belated 
BSO debut, warbling the birdcalls 
(“Cuckoo, jug-jug, pu-we, to- 
witta-woo!”) in Thomas Nashe’s 


“Spring, the sweet spring.” 
Previn’s lumpen Haydn 88th 
Symphony only confirmed 


Sandow’s criticism. 

A week later, Robert Spano led 
lively, elegant, but oddly unmem- 
orable performances of 
Beethoven’s Second Piano 
Concerto with Andreas Haefliger, 
Sibelius’s Third Symphony and 
Swan of Tuonela (with the 
famous English-horn solo beauti- 
fully voiced but without daring by 
Richard Sheena), and a new 
piece, Arena (1995), by the 
Finnish composer Magnus 
Lindberg, which struck me as 
busier and more surfacy than 
deeply engaging. 

The next week, Ozawa 
returned with one of his show- 
pieces, Stravinsky’s Le sacre du 
printemps, which he was taking to 
Carnegie Hall, and Mozart’s 
Flute Concerto No. 1, a vehicle 
for the BSO’s new star flutist, 
Jacques Zoon. With Ozawa’s sen- 
timentalized accompaniment, the 
Flute Concerto, hardly Mozart at 
his best anyway, was rather a neg- 
ligible vehicle for a player as vari- 
ous as Zoon. The program began 
with a dud: the so-called Pelléas 
et Mélisande Symphony, a ques- 
tionable fabrication of themes 
from Debussy’s opera “realized” 
by Marius Constant and played 
without any emotive content. The 
most enthralling performance was 
Zoon’s unscheduled encore: 
Debussy’s beguiling flute solo, 
Syrinx — as seductive a manipu- 
lation of our senses as could be 
imagined, with Zoon’s rainbow 
tones reaching into every wel- 
coming crevice to tickle our col- 
lective pleasure zones. 

The Stravinsky was more com- 
plicated. Ozawa is widely admired 
for his “modern” music. But to 
my ears, his  Bart6k and 
Stravinsky are little more than 
stereo-equipment demonstra- 
tions. Nuances and insinuations 
are not part of the picture. Quiet, 
mysterious slow passages are 
dutifully passed through (and not 
all that quietly); pounding climax- 
es bring down the house with 
their volume and speed — and a 
precision too often purchased at 
the price of rhythmic oversimplifi- 
cation. 

Ozawa’s latest Sacre had 
Richard Svoboda’s opening bas- 
soon solo, which didn’t exactly 











wail but was very beautiful. 
Everett Firth’s timpani injected a 
rhythmic spring that was absent 
everywhere he wasn’t playing. 
Ozawa’s treatment of 
Stravinsky’s dazzling transitions 
felt almost academic — mechani- 
cal, without tension or mystery, 
and empty of meaning. The usu- 
ally respectful New York Times lit 
into the New York performance: 
“The brief melodic phrases were 
thick to the ear, stretched and 
contracted with a_ kind of 
Stokowskian languor. Everything 
else was simply loud. The Rite of 
Spring is, of course, weighted 
away from traditional orchestral 
string sound, but Mr. Ozawa’s 
brass-heavy balancing of instru- 
ments seemed _ specifically 
designed to obliterate all competi- 
tion, while exploiting surface 
excitement for its own sake. This 
great piece is more than cheap 
thrills. Mr. Ozawa made it sound 
almost vulgar.” 

In the BSO’s ambitious concert 
performances of  Puccini’s 
Madama Butterfly, Ozawa took a 
weighty, glutinously “symphonic” 
approach, thickening -Puccini’s 
already cloying textures and lan- 
guorous almost to the point of 
dawdling (would the music for 
Butterfly’s overnight “vigil” ever 
end?). Then at the very end, after 
Butterfly’s suicide (signaled by a 
projection of some quasi- 
Hokusai/art-nouveau waves 
turning suddenly — and not sub- 
tly — blood red), Ozawa milked 
every decibel out of the relentless 
final chords of Puccini’s blare of 
doom. And once again, a by-then 
listless, coughing audience leapt 
to its collective feet for an Ozawa 
Big Finish. It was certainly glam- 
orous — or glamorized — play- 
ing, sometimes so intense it cov- 
ered the singing. At least -you 
could hear with rare clarity the 
brilliant effects of the composer’s 
masterful orchestration. 

But Butterfly is more than a 
Straussian tone poem. An irre- 
sistible soprano, like the leg- 
endary Toti del Monte, or Licia 
Albanese, or Maria Callas, or 
Sarah Caldwell’s infinitely touch- 
ing Sarah Reese, singing with 
complete conviction, can involve 
you so thoroughly in Butterfly’s 
plight, you overlook the repellent 
sadism of Puccini’s manipulative- 
ness. The American soprano 
Paula Delligatti has been doing 
Cio-Cio San all over the map, and 
she has a firm and shining tone 
(though her upper register never 
quite blossoms), but her singing 
was so under-inflected, she never 
got inside the role. “Un bel di” 

was leisurely (thanks to Ozawa) 
without being conversational; it 
had no underlying excitement or 
urgency, and it missed the aria’s 
mercurial changes of tone. So the 
opera’s main event remained 
uneventful. Delligatti was less a 
15-year-old former geisha, 












impassioned and spontaneous, 
than a young American diva in a 
designer kimono. 

In contrast, every moment of 
mezzo-soprano Zheng Cao’s 
poignant, consistently believable, 
and radiantly sung Suzuki was a 
rebuke to. Delligatti’s  well- 
rehearsed gestures, lack of detail, 
and absence of inner life. Her 
anguished phrase “Povera 
Butterfly” (“Poor Butterfly”) was 
more moving than anything sung 
by Butterfly herself. 

Tenor Luis Lima made a not- 
inappropriately callow Pinkerton 
(you could tell he was a cad by the 
way he kept leaning against the 
scenery with his ankles crossed). 
He bellowed all his climactic 
notes and was actually booed dur- 
ing his curtain call. Italian bari- 
tone Lucio Gallo turned the usu-

It seemed 
an emblem. 

Ozawa’s last scheduled pro- 
gram of the season was a Baroque 
chamber concert nestled among 
the three Butterflys: Vivaldi’s The 
Four Seasons (which the BSO 
hasn’t played at Symphony Hall 
since 1982 — a sign that even the 
most popular Baroque music gets 
ignored) and the delicious suite 
from Stravinsky’s ballet 
Pulcinella, which uses 18th-cen- 
tury Italian themes (these ravish- 
ing and witty excerpts were put 
together for the BSO back in 
1922). The first performance had 
to be postponed (to April 1) 
because of the Blizzard That Shut 
Down Boston, and right before 
the second, Ozawa succumbed to 
the flu. So just as with the 
Beethoven Ninth on _ Boston 
Common, assistant conductor

tone was smooth and pretty. He 
hit the fastest notes dead on pitch, 
even when he was rushing. Yet 
there wasn’t much _ nuance. 
Everything sounded the same. 
Like the BSO during most of this 
season, he generated neither 
much heat nor significant light. 


ONE PROBLEM with being an 
artist like Yo-Yo Ma is that there 
are so few musicians on your level 
to play with. But Ma has found a 
great new partner: the Mark 
Morris Dance Group. He was in 
the Wang Center pit (with pianist 
Ethan Iverson, violinist Sarah 
Roth, violist Jessica Troy, and 
percussionist William Winant), 
playing the extensive cello 
“monodies” in his first local per- 
formance of Rhymes with Sjlver, 
the 40-minute dance suite Lou 
Harrison composed for him, and 
on stage for the two other dances. 








blowhard, a turn-of-the-century 
Ugly American. The elegant tenor 
Jean-Paul Fouchécourt stood out 
as a kind of Jiminy Cricket busy- 
body marriage broker. Mary 
Westbrook-Geha was wasted as 
Butterfly’s mother, but the 
Tanglewood Festival Chorus did 
some eloquent singing — and 
humming. 

Even on the limited stage of 
Symphony Hall, this came close 
to being a real production. The 
singers were fully costumed and 
sang from memory (just as 
Ozawa conducted from memory). 
David Kneuss’s staging was 
smoothly efficient, if thoroughly 
conventional. John Michael 
Deegan and Sarah G. Conly 
designed an elegant series of ris- 
ing platforms and Japanese slid- 
ing doors above which some col- 
orful images, mainly floral, were 
projected. A verdant backdrop 
gave the illusion of considerable 
depth. Hanae Mori, Ozawa’s 
favorite designer, made two 
handsome costumes for Butterfly 
over which (coincidentally?) flut- 
tered her familiar butterfly logo. 
“All my passions are aroused,” 
Pinkerton sings when he sees 
Butterfly for the first time, though 
here hér face was completely hid- 
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Federico Cortese stepped in at 
very, very short notice (and again 
the following night for Butterfly). 

These were refined, profession- 
al performances, with some dis- 
tinguished solo work (harpsi- 
chordist Mark Kroll and cellist 
Martha Babcock in the Vivaldi, 


flutist Jacques Zoon, visiting 
oboist Emanuel Abbihl, and ° 
trombonist Ronald Barron in 
comic dialogue with bassist 


Edwin Barker in the Stravinsky). 
They were also timid and unin- 
spired. Vivaldi’s four concertos, 
with 23-year-old Canadian violin- 
ist John Ehnes in his BSO debut, 
were neither “authentic” Baroque 
fish (modern instruments, first 
and second violins lumped 
together) nor wholehearted, rich- 
textured 19th-century fowl (only 
21 strings, all largely ignoring the 
composer’s own poetic program). 
Then Stravinsky got his edgy cor- 
ners rounded and his acerbic har- 
monies oversweetened. It was like 
my friend who once added a 
pinch of baking soda to a pot of 
homemade tomato sauce: he 
reduced the acidity only to elimi- 
nate all the flavor. 

Ehnes is a musicianly player — 
good enough to be preparing a 
joint recital with Yo-Yo Ma. His 





In Falling Down Stairs, to 
Bach’s Suite No. 3 _ for 
Unaccompanied Cello (another 
set of dances), he leaned back in a 
strikingly oblique angle to the 
Jacob’s ladder that the dancers 
were climbing up and down and 
falling from. In The Argument, 
(set to Schumann’s Fiinf. Stiicke 


im Volkston — “Five Pieces in the 
Folk Style”), a world premiere, 
with Morris and Mikhail 


Baryshnikov among the three dis- 
cordant couples, Ma leaned into 
the action, even flirted with the 
elusive Marjorie Folkman (and 
checked back with Iverson, who 
was with him all the way at the 
piano). 

Never mind the amplification. 
Ma’s playing had a rare rhythmic 
life and color —- even for him: 
slyly, lovingly inflected and fully 
responsive to the dancers, who 
obviously took him to their hearts. 
He was part of the action, part of 
the choreography. And given 
some of the expensive, uninterest- 
ing lumber he’s been working 
with, I’m not sure he didn’t need 
the dancers more than they need- 
ed him. This was one of the best 
arguments for live — living — 
music at a dance concert I’ve.ever

PLASTIC PEOPLE 
OF THE UNIVERSE: 
ON THE MARCH 


What does revolution sound like in 
1999? It’s less raw, and played on 
better instruments, than 30 years ago. 
That’s when the Plastic People of the 
Universe, mixing art and rebellion, 
first were central, often-arrested fig- 
ures in what would become the 
Chapter 77 movement that led to 
Czechoslovakia’s “Velvet Revolution” 
in 1968. Thirty years ago is also about 
the last time American rock had any 
real cachet as an instrument of resis- 
tance. These were points to consider 
as the Plastic People kicked off their 
“first and last” North American tour 
at the Middle East a week ago 
Tuesday. Direct lines can still be 
drawn from their music back to early 
psychedelic influences like the 
Mothers of Invention and Velvet 
Underground. In fact, the Plastic 
People have long been considered the 
Czech version of Frank Zappa’s 
Mothers. But where the 
Mothers often smirked with 
humor and irony, the Plastic 
People evoked the ongoing 
grind and marching dread of 
the former Soviet occupation. 

At the Middle East, saxman 
Vratislav Brabenec read from 
a sheet of song-title transla- 
tions to announce each heady 
explosion of militaristic beat 
and misfit prog-rock; these 
were then sung in Czech by 
leader/bassist Milan Hlavsa 
and occasionally keyboardist 
Josef Janicek. “Constipation,” 
“victim of addiction,” “stars 
march by the window,” 
“slaughterhouse story,” and 
“magical nights” were a few 
of words and phrases that 
crossed over into broken 
English, setting up short tone 
poems that showed the sextet 
have little use for traditional 
song. structure. Instead, 
brooding anger met industrial 
thump in the buzzing rhyth- 
mic pockets of Hlavsa and 
drummer Jan Brabec. Jazzy 
slink met driving rock tumult. 
And Fad Gadget met “Shaft.” 
Janicek’s wired textures pro- 


prompted MC Check Mark to grouse, 
“You're all a bunch of aspiring 
rappers . . . It’s the toughest crowd to 
perform to.” Eventually everyone went 
for quick and dirty applause, improvis- 
ing “spoken-word porno shit” — when 
Check Mark avowed, “I’m the best at 
fuckin’ bitches,” a skeptical bitch at the 
back of the club heckled, “Yeah, 
right!”, and it was over. Careers in 
adult entertainment have been built on 
less. The Skitzos’ set, along with 7L 
and Esoteric’s, served as an extended 
mike check for Brighton’s own Mr. Lif. 
Profiling like a pre-haircut DJ Spooky 
and rhyming like a young Leader of the 
New School, Lif cross-referenced 
Beastmaster and the Unabomber and 
turned the rap purist’s rant “Because 
They Made It That Way” into an anti- 
capitalist manifesto. DJ Fakts scratched 
with panache, at one point manually 
looping Boston-born Gang Starr star 
Guru (saying, “Watch a fly nigga show 
you how to rhyme, asshole”). 

Skeme Team, a grimacing, tuff- 
enough-to-chew-billiard-balls chorus 
line, were up last, rapping about being 
from “underground, where the rats 
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be one of the most exciting and inven- 
tive small bands in jazz today. 

Without a piano in the rhythm sec- 
tion, players. are more exposed and 
have to work harder to fill out the 
group sound, but they also have more 
freedom and flexibility. Gerry 
Mulligan and Ornette Coleman laid 
the foundations of the format in the 
’50s and ’60s, but they certainly didn’t 
exhaust its possibilities. Over the past 
40 years, everyone from Sonny 
Rollins to Joe Lovano and John Zorn, 
and now Douglas, has brought some- 
thing new to it. 

The quartet’s first set on Thursday 
night was split between tunes from 
Magic Triangle and a recently record- 
ed but as yet unreleased new album. 
Douglas found something different to 
do with the band on every number. 
“Padded Cell” was a disjointed series 
of seemingly unrelated themes, and 
everyone got unaccompanied solos. 
On the unannounced seventh tune of 
the set, Douglas and Potter alternated 
progressively shorter solos. The fifth 
tune was a seesaw shape of wide-reg- 
ister leaps that the band used to struc-

vided sonic counterpoint 
while Joe (ex-Garage) 
Karafiat’s guitar or Brabenec’s 
squeals broke rank to add chaos to 
lockstep unison riffs. The cold mili- 
taristic march of “Magical Nights” — 
with its almost Teutonic clock-synch 
drive and frantic viola solo by Jiri 
Kabes — made for uneasy trance 
music and a fitting end to the Plastic 
People’s 15-song set. 

If rock were still a force of social 
change, the smart, edgy opening sets 
from locals Cul de Sac and 
Lockgroove might have provided part 
of the soundtrack. As it was, the 
Plastic People’s lolling encore of their 
pal Lou Reed’s “Sweet Jane” remind- 
ed us there was a time when Lou, like 
other Western rockers, was a rebel 
too.

Best overall was Puerto Rican MC 
Thirstin Howl III, who busted wild 
alliterative freestyles, tossed off lines 
like “I worship Gamera and look at 
Godzilla like an idol,” and led the sex- 
tet on the night’s first great song, the 
speed-Spanglish “Language Barriers.” 
Then the mikes cut out, leaving 
another Skeme Teamer, Meddafore, 
to kick an abbreviated, human-beat- 
box-backed rendition of “Famous Last 
Words,” the Tom Waits—sampling 
taunt he contributed (with the trio 
Word’a Mouth) to last summer’s 
Lyricist Lounge album. On the whole, 
not bad for a show where no one 
showed.

DAVE DOUGLAS 
QUARTET: 
PANACHE 


The pianoless jazz quartet is one of 
post-bop’s greatest contributions to 
American music. Trumpeter Dave 
Douglas made a significant addition 
to the two-horns-and-rhythm tradi- 
tion with his 1998 release Magic 
Triangle (Arabesque), which featured 
saxophonist Chris Potter, bassist 
James Genus, and drummer Ben 
Perowsky. At their appearance at the 
Regattabar a week ago Tuesday and

ture’ their accompaniment of the 
soloists. “Magic Triangle” is an 
oblique ballad that inspired some of 
the set’s most lyrical playing. Variety 
was the order of the night, but 
Douglas never sounded as if he were 
straining for effect; the performance 
of each tune was tightly focused, and 
the group never overextended any of 
them. 

This is a line-up whose members 
listen to one another and know how to 
pace themselves: and use space to set 
off ideas and let the music breathe 
naturally. Douglas delivers increas- 
ingly personal and surprising ideas in 
a soft, glowing tone that’s full of unex- 
pected nuances. Sharply articulated 
phrases melt’ into expressionist 
smears, little asidés and embellish- 
ments ornament simple phrases, and 
connections between motifs can be 
forcefully logical or mysteriously ellip- 
tical. Potter’s light keening tone lends 
an air of yearning to solos that dart 
and dash unpredictably. Genus sup- 
plied the rhythmic anchor for the 
group and solo’d with fluid grace on 
several numbers. Perowsky’s accom- 
paniment mixed melody and rhythm 
in equal measure. 

Douglas leads many bands, and 
each seems to cross-fertilize the oth- 
ers. Despite a very heavy jazz orienta- 
tion, allusions to Balkan music, 
klezmer, tango, and rock cropped up 
throughout the set and enriched the 
music. It’s the commitment, assur- 
ance, and panache with which the 
band pull off their bold synthesis that 
makes this one of Douglas’s most 
memorable projects.

Misfits figures and Shaggs tunes 


“The Misfits — are they one of our toys?”,

diser at the American International Toy Fair in New York 
City a few weeks ago muttered nervously to another, 


watching bassist Jerry Only and guitarist 
Doyle Wolfgang von Frankenstein pose for 
snapshots with wrestler Stone Cold Steve 
Austin. The occasion was the debut of the 
Misfits action figures, which are to be man- 
ufactured this fall by 21st Century Toys. 
The resurrected horror-punk band had 
turncd out in full corpse paint, immacu- 
latcly sct devilocks, and several cows’ 
worth of leather, looking 
amazingly well preserved, 
even for zombies, and 
amiably pressing the flesh 
with chubby men in suits.

of sisters Dorothy (“Dot”), Betty, and 
Helen Wiggin, whose father had more or 
less pushed them into being would-be-hit- 
makers, it is nominally a collection of 12 
pop songs recorded in a Revere studio.

Dr. Chud will get their turn. There are no 
current plans for additional accessories, 
though Only confesses that he’d really like 
to see a Misfits “copter. He’s a dad now, 
and he says he'd like to be able to visit kids’ 
hospitals with the figures (which come in 
coffin-shaped, red-velvet-lined boxes), 
maybe through the Make A_ Wish 
Foundation. 

It's unclear whether the dolls are sup- 
posed to be used for action scenarios — 
“Oh no! Danzig’s attacking!” — but it 
doesn’t appear their guitars can be turned 
around to whack overzealous fans, say. 
Still, there are some other possibilities for 
playing with them. As my companion 
pointed out, the Misfits figures are Barbie 
scale rather than GI Joe scale. “When I was 
a little girl, | always wished that my Barbies 
could hang out with more interesting 
men. 


ONE OF THE ODDEST ALBUMS of all 
time has just been reissued. The Shaggs’ 
Philosophy of the World was released in 
1969 on the aptly named Third World 
label, in an edition of 1000 copies, 900 of 
which promptly vanished. The remaining 
100 sneakcd out across the world, though, 
and became an underground legend, a 
permanent #1 on the “What the hell were 
they thinking?” hit parade. It was reissued 
on Roundcr in the '80s, along with the 
band’s later album, Shaggs’ Own Thing. 
But the new edition on RCA Victor 


restores its original mix, running order, 
and indelibly tacky artwork. The product 











never, ever have anything to 
do with what the rest of the band are play- 
ing; the Shaggs’ best-known tunc, “My Pal 
Foot Foot,” would not be the same without 
her introductory drum solo. Dot and Betty 
(and sister Rachel, who adds some apropos- 
of-nothing bass to “That Little Sports Car”) 
rarely switch from one chord to another 
without a Herculean struggle, and they secm 
to have some need for a decent speech ther- 
apist. And Dot’s lyrics occupy the territory 
between embroidered platitudes and ycars 
of psychotherapy: “Parents do understand, 
parents do care/We must remember parents 
are the ones who will always understand.” 

All of this sounds awful, but it’s actually 
compulsively listenable, just because it’s so 
unlike anything else that’s ever been record- 
ed. The old Trouser Press Record Guide 
refers to “My Pal Foot Foot” as a “perennial 
candidate for worst song of all time,” but to 
call the Shaggs “bad” is a category crror — 
they are beyond good and bad, fascinating 
not like a car accident but like an alicn life 
form. Philosophy is a work of absolute orig- 
inality. Even though most of these songs are 
not in any recognized meter, the Shaggs 
know exactly what they are doing. Dot and 
Betty sing “I’m So Happy When You're 
Near” and “Why Do | Fecl?” in unison — 
try to sing along and you will quickly dis- 
cover that they have a sense of rhythm that 
is impossible to follow if you're thinking in 
conventional terms. 

There’s one other point that gets lost too 
often in discussions of the Shaggs. 
Philosophy of the World was not meant as a 
joke. These were actual people making art 
that was important to them, and they were 
agonizingly sincere about every note on it 
(Lisa Carver did a fascinating interview on 
that subject with Dot Wiggin in the ‘zinc 
Rollerderby a few ycars ago). They said their 
piece and went on to live their lives when 
music became less important to them. There 
are a lot of bands who could follow their 
example. ]

Life-and-death tunes 


Ever since he asked me to, I’ve imagined my father’s grave as a listen- 
ing station. He asked me to after his father died five years ago, after a 
ceremony of observant silence, of dark, brittle suits flinging warm 


California dirt on hard sunken 
pine. “When you visit my grave,” 
he said in the car on the way 
home, “bring a Walkman. I want 
you to keep playing me new 
music.” 

I can hardly count the number 
of times I’ve tried to imagine what 
it will be like, sitting on moist 
grass, holding the earpiece of a 
headphone up against the cold, 
water-sprinkled slate of his head- 
stone, the music leaving the 
machine and traveling through 


the earth and, as it does with all of 


us, vibrating through his bones. 

Don’t mistake this for morbidi- 
ty. I know that when the time 
comes, decades from now, play- 
ing him music will do more than 
keep him alive in my memory. It 
will bring him back to life each 
time I press “play.” I’d like to 
think my father knew this when 
he made the suggestion, that he 
knew listening to music is always 
speaking to the dead, and that the 
dead always speak back.

The history of recorded sound 
knows this as its origin myth; only 
a year after he made tin foil talk, 
Edison wanted the phonograph 
(Thomas Mann’s “sarcophagus 
of music”) to serve as a “Family 
Record,” recording among other 
things, the last words of the 
dying. In a recent article in the 
Wire, Erik Davis paints a more 
supernatural picture: Edison, like 
Alexander Graham Bell’s plans 
for otherworld telephonic com- 
munication, once tried to put 
together a device that would 
“capture the voices of the dead.” 
So could it be? All recorded 
music bears the trace of death? 


All acts of listening are acts of 
both mourning and reanimation? 

A new compilation from 
Germany’s Trikont label, 
Totenlieder: Songs of Death, is a 
gloomy meditation on music’s 
pan-cultural death function. It 
proposes music as a_ universal 
method of processing loss and 
absence, whether Kid Smith and 
the Virginia Dandies begging 
“Whisper Softly, | Mother’s 
Dying” or the Confraternité delle 
Voci Castelsardo lifting souls to 
the sky in their “Miserere 
Funebre.” And sometimes the 
absence is our own. Lydia Lunch 
volunteers herself for the “black 
coach of sorrow” on the Billie 
Holiday—associated “Gloomy 
Sunday,” moaning, “My heart 
and I have decided to end it all.” 
Lydia Mendoza’s chilling rendi- 
tion of “La Boda Negra” tells the 
gravedigger’s tale of a man who 
digs up the bones of his beloved 
to marry her and then seals his 
fate with hers under the covers of 
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QUEEN OF PAIN: Lydia Lunch volun- 
teers herself for the “black coach of sorrow” 
on “Gloomy Sunday,” a track on the new

their honeymoon bed. 

The collection’s centerpiece is 
Holiday’s “Strange Fruit,” a song 
that with its vivid, unshakable 
images of “black bodies swinging 
in the southern breeze/Strange 
fruit hanging from the poplar 
trees” reminds us that musical 
mourning can also be musical 
protest. The tear in Holiday’s 
voice is as much from sadness as 
from anger; “Strange Fruit” is not 
really a “song of death,” it is a 
song of lynching, and therefore of 
murder and racial terror. 

The Geto Boys’ “I Just Wanna 
Die” is Totenlieder’s only nod to 
hip-hop, a culture that has been 
forced to make death wishes and 
public “Dead Homiez” rituals of 
mourning part of its very pur- 
pose. But a post-mortem vigil like 
2Pac’s “Changes” or DMX cover- 
ing himself in his own blood, 


playing Death, and 
then getting ready to 
meet God throughout 
Flesh of My Flesh 
Blood of My Blood 
(Def Jam) should not 
be swallowed up into 
the hip-hop-as-black- 
nihilism narrative. 
Hip-hop is constantly 
giving voice to the 
dead and the dying, 
using its rhymes and, 
above all, its ghostly 
samples to commemo- 
rate the very things it 
needs so desperately 
to bring back to life.

Two back-up girls (Lynn Perko and Jone 
Stebbins) hammered out foursquare 4/4 
beats, thumpa-thumpa bass lines, and “da 
da da’ choruses’ behind two 
indistinguishable lead guys (Will Schwartz 
and Faith No More’s Roddy Bottum) who 
traded vocals and guitar parts that sounded 
not just thin but skinny. 

Like so many stalwart small-time acts of 
the pre-digital age, Imperial Teen pegged 
almost everything on their hooks — their 
harmony-backed tunes and mid-to-fast 
tempos. The strategy couldn’t have sound- 
ed quainter and more dated if it had been 
Joe Jackson’s first album or Buddy Holly’s 
last. The thing was, Imperial Teen’s hooks 
not only caught, they cut. It wasn’t just the 
barbs hidden in their words, but the way 
they delivered them. Where Joe Jackson’s 
cloddish delivery served the cause of geek- 
dom and Buddy Holly’s inscrutable bon- 
homie served his own mythos, Schwartz 
and Bottum served their personal psycho- 
logical exigencies by investing an emotion- 
al intensity in their simple singing that sig- 
nified even when the exact object of their 
anguish was too metaphorical to pin down. 
If they begged some old-school compari- 
son, it wasn't to Jackson or Holly but to the 
enigmatic wordslinger and acerbic tune- 
smith who used to draw comparisons to 
Jackson and Holly with just about every 
review, the young Elvis Costello. Come to 
think of it, the rinky-dink pub rock of My 
Aim Is True had no right to be as great as it 
was, either. 

If that piques your interest, well, the dif- 
ferences between the two albums are at 
least as important as the similarities. 
Whereas My Aim Is True became an instant 
touchstone for the entire electrifying cul- 
tural moment that was the year two sevens 
clashed (that would be 1977, remember?), 
Seasick never amounted to anything more 
than a high-rotation fix for a spidery nation 
of rock critics and assorted other would-be 
urban bohemian sophisticates. You could 
put part of that down to how bracing and 
brash My Aim Is True sounded in its day 
compared to the outmoded Seasick. 

But it’s also true that Elvis’s venom was 
instantly legible to the culture at large, 
whereas Imperial Teen’s was just too 
‘sophisticated’ and -bohémian for easy 





exactly what generations of ignorant bigots 
have always claimed — it was just too gay. 
Elvis’s source of resentment was, first, sec- 
ond, and third, girls, girls, girls — a hal- 
lowed rock-and-roll tradition that new 
wave did little to upset. On Seasick, 
Imperial Teen made clear in numbers like 
“Butch,” “Blaming the Baby” and “You're 
One” that the passion of these boys was 
other boys, and their theme was the trials 
and ecstasies of growing up knowing it. 
Maybe this theme was sublimated much of 
the time, but as they put it, “Our subtext is 
our plot,” so it not only informed their 
expressionistic alienation, it gave it force, 
direction . . . you know — meaning. 

In the second month of a year in which 
two nines merge, consolidate, globalize, 
marginalize, fragment, downsize, anything- 
but-clash (that would be “partisan,” don’t 
forget), Imperial Teen have returned to try 
to escape their identity via the impossible 
trick of honing their edge while removing its 
point. Delayed for the proverbial “reasons 
beyond our control,” What Is Not To Love 
(Slash) musses up the forever perfect sound 
of Seasick with two seven-minute rave-ups 
that do little more than jog in place, and it 
dives into gender confusion and scxual 
ambiguity with lyrics that slip away from the 
enigmatic into the utterly confounding. 

Opening up with a baffling couplet 
rhyming “Victorian” with “Picture of 
Dorian,” Imperial Teen do no more than 
wink at iiber-critic Evelyn McDonncl’s 
assessment that nominal lead man Roddy 
Bottum is “sort of the Oscar Wilde of alt- 
rock”: an earnest and enraged romantic 
who perforce tries to escape the damning 
confines of society through the Olympian 
exertion of his acrobatic wit. For Wilde, 
that was an unimpeachable survival strate- 
gy — not to mention a source of astound- 
ing inspiration. For Imperial Teen, it’s just 
part of the cultural imperative of indie 
inscrutability tiber alles. 

It’s a testament to the force of the band’s 
hearty hybrid sound that much of the new 
stuff retains the shape and force of 
Seasick’s best numbers. Don’t like Elvis 
Costello? How ‘bout the Pixies? (“The 
Beginning.”) New Order? (“Birthday 
Girl.”) Billy Idol’s “White Wedding”? 
(“Year of the Tan.”). After three years of 
delay, that’s just enough to sate one’s 
appetite — and whet it again, too. Imperial 
Teen may have escaped the plot of their 
subtéxt, but a rose by any other name.still

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Beyond pop 
The Gravel Pit unleash a gorilla 


Gravel Pit bassist Ed Valauskas is discussing the reaction that some of 
his friends have had to a song on the new Pit album, Silver Gorilla (out 
this week on Q Division). “The musos I know seem to have a problem 


with it,” he admits. “And I ask 
them, ‘Is it the sex thing in the 
lyrics? Is it the weird harmony 
interval?’ And they're like, ‘I 
don’t know, man. But something 
about that song freaks me out.’ ” 

The irony here is that the song 
in question — the disc’s finale, 
“Get Tangled!” — may be the 
friendliest thing in the whole set, 
with a giddy chorus and horn sec- 
tion that bring guest saxophonist 
John Linnell’s regular band, They 
Might Be Giants, to mind. The 
truly offbeat stuff — plus some of 
the usual upbeat pop stuff — 
comes earlier. The Gravel Pit 
have always had an experimental 
side and a straightforward side, 
but the latter usually gets the 
upper hand on disc. Their last 
proper album, 1995’s Manifesto, 
was a conscious attempt to put 
their hookiest and most live- 
sounding numbers up front; the 
new one goes in the other direc- 
tion. Making fuller use of the stu- 
dio (with returning producer

Mike Denneen), it shows the 
depth and complexity that have 
always been lurking within the 
Pit’s pop. 

The opening track, “I Climb Up 
His Tree” is the one bridge to the 
organ-driven, Lyres-esque rockers 
on Manifesto — though it’s 
doubtful that the Lyres would get 
anywhere near this lyric’s gay 
overtones (songwriter Jed Parish 
always prefers a lyric that suggests 
a lot more than it comes out and 
says). Then the next track, “Bolt 
of Light,” takes a left turn. It’s still 
pop, but with a slower build, a less 
obvious hook, and more offbeat

touches in the arrangement — 
notably a flutelike keyboard and 
some dissonant vocal parts by a 
duo brilliantly credited as the 
Aqua Vulvas (those would be Jen 
Trynin and Kay Hanlcy). And the 
eclectic arrangements continue 
through the disc, with Lucky 
Jackson’s big guitars engaging in 
a point/counterpoint with Parish’s 
exotic keyboard touches (drum- 
mer Pete Caldes completes the 
line-up). The band and Denneen 
sifted through a few dozen of 
Parish’s demos to pick the 13 
tracks, and this time they went for 
the most interesting songs instcad 
of just the catchicst oncs. 

There’s still some outright pop 
here, mainly on the two songs 
(“Favorite” and “Millions of 
Miles”) that appeared on a pre- 
Christmas teaser EP. At the other 
extreme is a three-song sequcnce 
that they bill as “An American 
Trilogy,” the title a joky nod to an 
Elvis Presley flag waver. Whereas 
the Elvis number was a jumbling 





together of hymns and spirituals, 
the Pit’s brand of Americana is a 
lot more twisted: the first two 
songs — “The Ballad of Ezra 
Messenger” and “The Rise of 
Abimlech DuMont” — = re, 
respectively, a fractured folk tune 
about a millionaire who kills a few 
people and a grisly rocker about a 
millionaire who kills a whole lot of 
people. The sequence closes with 
a funeral dirge, “The Marchers 
Wander In,” which includes some 
unsettling, operatic vocals in the 
fadeout. Not pop by a long 
stretch, it includes some of 
Parish’s most inventive writing, 
along with the anti-authority 
stance that’s turned up in his 
songs before. 

“We knew that ‘Ezra’ wasn’t 
going to be a big radio hit, but 
that’s fine,” notes Parish when we 
all sit down at Allston’s Model 
Café. “The trilogy was something 
we kicked around in the studio — 
the songs weren't written to go 
together, but we figured we'd 
make it look more pretentious, a 
little more like Spinal Tap. And 
what was that Rick Wakeman 
album, The Eight Wives of Henry 
the Sixth? [With that he becomes 
the first local musician in some 
time to mention the Yes key- 
boardist in an interview.] If 
there’s a theme there, it’s that 
classic Citizen Kane American 
greed thing — and that’s the kind 
of song we have a lot of. And the 
last one’s just about dying — not 
to sound like a geek here, but | 
like it when a song can work on a 
few different levels. 

“To us the last album was just a 
sct of singles; this one has more 
things we'd call album tracks. It 
would probably sound like less of 





a leap if we could make a record 
every year. But as we all get bet- 
ter, | think we can spread out 
more and do it convincingly. We 
can now do the rock song, the 
country song, and the quote- 
unquote weird song and pull it all 
off. There’s even a blucs song 
we've started doing live, and I like 
to think we can play blucs without 
sounding like a bunch of guys 
from the Financial District play- 
ing their copy Strats.” 

Besides, a lot-of the Gravel Pit’s 
music still comes from the same 
source — or the same four 
sources: John, Paul, George, and 
Ringo. “So much of what we do 
goes back to what I like,” Parish 
acknowledges, “though | hope | 
don’t become like Elvis Costello, 
where every album is ‘What | 
Like, Volume 7.’ But as usual, 
there are 870 Beatles references 
on this album. Onc of our con- 
scious things in the studio was to 
put on a massive avalanche of 
percussion — like on Rubber 
Soul, where every song has seven 
tambourines. The bass part on 
‘Bucket’ is ‘In My Life,’ and the 
backing vocal on ‘Stumbling 
Sideways’ is ‘Lucy in the Sky.’ 
And I was so proud of mysclf 
when I thought I'd written those.” 

Having stuck themselves in the 
Northeast for the last few ycars, 
the Gravel Pit are going national 
with the new album. They're play- 
ing South by Southwest this 
month, then heading on a five- 
week tour that will take them to 
California for the first time. Pop 
enthusiasts will likcly recognize 
their roadie as Mike Gent of the 
Figgs. And at a few national dates 
they'll back him up and use the 
band’s name — though the real 
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Figgs will likely open when the band do a 
release show at T.T.’s next month. “It will 
be fine,” notes Parish. “We'll be the first 
band whose roadie is half the size of every- 
one in the band.” 


Q DIVISION GOSSIP. A couple of inter- 
esting tidbits from the Q Division circuit. 
The fine songwriter Merrie Amsterburg has 
been signed to Zoe/Rounder, though long- 
time fans may be disappointed to hcar that 
her debut will be a re-release of the 1996 
album Season of Rain (with two new songs, 
one of them, gasp, the Police’s “Walking on 
the Moon”). And congrats to bassist Josh 
Lattanzi, a former member of Jen Trynin, 
Poundcake, Seftor Happy, and Orbit who's 
landed the bass slot in the well-funded, teen- 
fronted band Radish. 


XTC EVENT. Given the high status of 
XTC among local pop folks, it’s no surprise 
that there were more than a few familiar 
faces in line when frontman Andy Partridge 
did a record signing at Tower last week. 
Among those queuing up with XTC mem- 
orabilia were Boston Rock Opera directors 
Mick Maldonado and Eleanor Ramsay, Six 
Finger Satellite bassist James Apt, half of 
the Pills, and all of Baby Ray. The latter 
band made a play to lure Partridge into the 
studio: “I gave him our CD and suggested 
that we could use a producer, even though 
| know how hard he is to work with,” 
admits Baby Ray’s Erich Groat. But the 
first one on line was the Pills’ Corin Ashley, 
who showed up an hour before the signing. 
“I told him we covered ‘My Love Explodes’ 
{an XTC/Dukes of Stratosphear song with 
an cxaggerated crash-and-burn finale], 
and he said, ‘I hope you have fun with the 
ending.’ | said no problem, all our songs 
end that way.” 

Although Boston traffic caused Partridge 
to miss a scheduled interview, I got to join 
him for a late lunch at the Back Bay Hilton 
before the signing. “I’m amazed at the peo- 
ple who've been coming to these,” he noted 
over orange juice and chicken fingers. 
“Last night in New York there were a lot of 
young kids and one very teary Russian. 
And one gentleman had me autograph a 
guitar, a guy with short hair and round, 
wire-rim glasses. He told me he was in the 
XTC tribute band the Nigels, and I realized 
that he was supposed to be me. He looked 
a little different than I'd imagined.” 

Although XTC are definitely not touring 
— this year or ever — they'll be recording 
more frequently. The next album, Apple 
Venus Volume 2, a sequel to the current 
Volume 1 — will be recorded next month, 
with Partridge and bassist Colin Moulding 
now Officially a two-piece. “Although we 
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prefer to call it a toupeé. That way there's a 
certain hirsute connotation, which we 
don’t have otherwise,” he noted with a 
quick removal of his cap. 


KICKBACKS ON DAWSON’S CREEK. 
Unless you’re very familiar with under- 
ground Boston pop bands, you caught a 
song on WB's nighttime soap Dawson's 
Creek last week you'd never heard before: 
“Attic,” which the local group the 
Kickbacks released last year on their CD 
Longitude. The Kickbacks aren't the first 
Boston group to sneak onto that show; the 
Sterlings were on the soundtrack last year. 
According to Kickbacks singer/guitarist 
Tad Overbaugh, the connection is locally 
based lawyer Scott Lazey, who has con- 
tacts in Hollywood and a soft spot for 
Boston bands. “We’re not sure where 
they'll be using our song — it’s kind of a 
mid-tempo rocker, but it’s got some sensi- 
tive content, so they could go cithcr way 
with it. At least they contacted us to let us 
know it was going to be on — the 
Sterlings hadn’t even heard before it was 
on the air.” For those who liked the song 
and want to hear more, the Kickbacks are 
at T.T. the Bear’s Place tonight 
(Thursday).

The 525th line. One of the great 
things about the NBC sit-com 
Frasier is that its male co-stars 
really could be brothers. Kelsey 
Grammer and David Hyde Pierce 
have it down to an art — aping 
each other's affectations as if there 
were real DNA involved. Not so 
with the NBC drama Providence. 
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Melina Kanakaredes, who piays 
reformed plastic surgeon Dr. 
Sydney Hansen, is most decidedly 
Greek — with a little Albanian 
thrown in, but that's deep back- 
ground. Hansen's father, a folksy 
veterinarian practicing in the 
show’s title city, is Mike Farrell, of 
M*A*S*H fame — about as 
Anglo/Celtic looking as you can get 
without being a Midwest Republi- 
can congressman. And Mom? 
Well, Mom's dead — Providence, a 
generally straightforward, likable, 
and sappy show, allows itself one 
off-the-wall concept by having her 
appear as a ghost — but in life she 
looked a lot like Concetta Tomei, 
Jim Dial’s wife on Murphy Brown. 
Italian, maybe; Greek, hardly. In 
any case, whereas Farrell and 
Tomei could pass as Mr. and Mrs. 
WASPy Hansen, their eldest 
daughter is clearly a foundling. 
None of that would matter 
except that Kanakaredes’s hard-to- 
miss looks are so overpoweringly 
ethnic that she might as well be an 
Eskimo. More important, it matters 
because you notice, and you notice 
because there's not much else to 
notice. (Except perhaps that in the 
location shots Providence looks 








more like some European souvenir 
than the charming but architec- 
turally-locked-in-the-'30s Yankee 
burg we know and love.) As a 
prime-time family soap opera 
Providence is about a vacuous as it 
is heartwarming. So family resem- 
blance — or lack thereof — stands 
out. We're just waiting for the Very 
Special Episode when Kana- 
karedes aims her big brown eyes at 
Farrell's bright blue peepers and 
asks whether she’s adopted 

Now about EA ... We finally got 
rid of George Clooney, whose 
departure from the cast got way too 
much publicity and dragged out 
over way too many episodes. Now 
what's with Eriq La Salle’s Dr 
Benton? The February 25 episode 
that sent Benton off to rural 
Mississippi to treat the poor was a 
welcome departure (too much 
soap opera and not enough medi- 
cine back at County General), but it 
was also clearly a trial balloon. Is 
La Salle headed to his own series? 
As Benton? (The insufferably arro- 
gant Benton underwent an extreme 
personality change — he turned 
into Sidney Poitier — down South.) 
If not him, then some other black 
male doctor? Wait and wonder

*xx* David Sylvian, DEAD 
BEES ON A CAKE (Virgin). A 
sort-of-seque!l to British pop 
experimentalist David Sylvian's 
career-defining 1987 album 
Secrets of the Beehive, this CD 
puts the focus squarely on 
melody. Of course, the ex-front- 
man for art-pop group Japan still 
keeps the pan-cultural aesthetic 
he minted on Secrets lively. 
Dead Bees mixes minimalism 
with the mystic-sounding micro- 
tonalities (and instrumentation) 
of Asian music, rock rhythm with 
a jazz-like sense of swing, and 
acoustic and electric textures 
into soundscape miniatures that 
fit titles like “The Shining of 
Things” and “Darkest Dreaming.” 
The occasional fits of blazing 
guitar by. past collaborators 
Robert Fripp and Bill Nelson are 
absent, replaced by the charm- 
ing still-life fretboard sensibility 
of Bill Frisell and the manic ner- 
vous tics of quintessential New 
York City six-string master Marc 
Ribot. The important change, 
however, is in Sylvian’s vocal 
approach. His phrasing'’s more 
relaxed, his timbre warmer and 
more generous. At times he 
seems to borrow the contempla- 
tive delivery of Billie Holiday, and 
the addition of his wife, Ingrid 
Chavez, as occasional vocalist 
brings a nice male-female 
yin/yang to the mix.

** Arling & Cameron, ALL-IN 
(Emperor Norton). The Dutch 
duo of Gerry Arling and Richard 
Cameron probably meant to 
express their musical inclusive- 
ness when they titled their first 
stateside release All-in, but I've 
got a better suggestion: 
Sensory Overload. The talented 
electronic composers flit around 
the stylistic map, zooming in on 
Japanese kitsch pop, alluding to 
Gershwin melodies and mod 
‘60s soundtracks, and taking 
detours into revved-up French 
disco. This multi-culti mishmash 
makes listening akin to follow- 
ing a bouncing ball in zero grav- 
ity — it's a mind-boggling swirl 
of zany synthesizers and gleeful 
gibberish. 

But run through a strainer, 
Arling & Cameron's ideas come 
through quite nicely, even when 
the duo are being fey. “Voulez- 
vous?” takes a familiar French 
phrase and recasts it into an irre- 
sistible space-funk package. “We 
Love Dancing” is a giggle fest dis- 
guised as a song, complete with 
skittering electronic beats and 
peppered with a girls’ chorys that 
repeats the title ad naus' In 
other words, there actually is a 
thread hidden in this Technicolor | 
haystack, an irrepressible post- 
modern optimism that updates the 
sentiment of “Good Day 


Sunshine” and “Feelin' Groovy” | 
for today's generation. 
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* Funky Green Dogs, STAR 
(TWISTED). The Funky Green 
Dogs — Ralph Falcon and Oscar 
Gaetan, Miami-based DJs who 
created deep house in the early 
‘90s as the Murk Boys — have 
given up the raw scream of their 
debut CD. That release, a club 
classic, flaunted Pamela 
Williams's howling big-hipped 
anthems like “The Way,” “Fired 
Up!”, “Some Kind of Love,” “Until 
the Day,” “Why,” and “So Good.” 
This Green Dogs CD features 
garage style, slick and dressy and 
hardly a substitute for the Murk 
Boys’ ecstatic rumble. It's sung by 
Tamara Wallace, who's polished 
and polite in the manner of 
Motown girl groups. Her best 
moments sound softly joyous, a 
bit like club icon Deborah Cox, but 
she rarely interacts with the slick 
echo-effects, electronica, and 
flashbeats that Gaetan and 
Flacon fling at her. One misses, in 
this mismatch, the nasty triplet 
rhythms and savagely delicate 
percussives native to Miami 
freestyle that made the house 
jams of Falcon and Gaetan feel so 
instinctive. If you like garage, Star 
will do, barely; but if it's Murk 
you're looking for, give Star the 
cold shoulder it deserves.

*** REAL: THE TOM T. HALL 
PROJECT (Sire). Just when you 
thought another tribute record 
would wilt your brain for good, a 
gaggle of No Depressionists inves- 
tigate the poetic pith of country 
music’s most overlooked tune- 
meister. From R.B. Morris's “Don't 
Forget the Coffee, Billy Joe” to Iris 
Dement's “I Miss a Lot of Trains,” 
the result is a nifty digest of a 
canon that sagely scrutinizes bro- 
ken hearts, simple pleasures, and 
rural living. The 63-year-old Hall's 
world is highly moralistic — benev- 
olence battles with perniciousness. 
Johnny Cash explains the way 
right-thinking citizens shun evil in “I 
Washed My Face in the Morning 
Dew.” And armed with mucho 
backbeat, Syd Straw socks it to 
pre-feminist finger pointers with 
her take on “Harper Valley P.T.A.” 
Several tunes deal in tragic 
romance and unwelcome isola- 
tion: perennial sad sacks Richard 
Buckner and Ron Sexsmith are 
wonderfully aligned with jewels 
like “When Love Is Gone” and 
“Ships Go Out.” But it's obvious 
Hall's lyric-driven songs aren't 
geared for mumbiers. Creek-dip- 
ping spouses Mark Olson and 
Victoria Williams misservice “It 
Sure Can Get Cold in Des 
Moines” with their preciousness, 
tacitly demanding that Tom T. neo- 
phytes go get themselves some of 
the real deal.

Bros., the artist currently known 
as “The Artist” (and formerly 
known as Prince) became the 
world's most famous indie-rocker. 
So maybe it's not that weird that 
Yo La Tengo bassist and Dump 
main man James McNew — 
who's always seemed like a nice 
guy, if not a “Sexy MF” — has 
recorded a Prince tribute for the 
lo-fi-and-proud Shrimper label. 
And though the cassette-only 
EP’s title suggests a hipster 
mockathon (like Pussy Galore’s 
Exile on Main Street, or Sonic 
Youth's Madonna-teasing Whitey 
Album), That Skinny Motherfucker 
is actually an inspired, affection- 
ate recasting of Prince's cryptical- 
ly lascivious pop poetry. Lines like 
“She wore a raspberry beret/The 
kind you find in a second-hand 
store/And when it was warm/She 
didn't wear much more,” from 
“Raspberry Beret,” are rendered 
even daffier by McNew's deadpan 
delivery. “1999” becomes a whis- 
pered, drone-rock groove like Yo 
La Tengo's “Autumn Sweater,” 
and when McNew sings, dolefully, 
about how “parties weren't meant 
to last,” he's practically channel- 
ing Nico. Minus “Erotic City,” 
which turns up as a jerky Folk 
Implosion come-on, this is a 
Prince homage as winning as 
TLC's version of “If | Was Your 
Girlfriend,” or Ween's 
“Shockadelic” — a hiss-blanketed

Kelly Willis deserves is a career 
explosion like Shania Twain's, but 
she's just not cheesy enough to 
be a country megastar. A truly gift- 
ed singer, Willis uses her unaf- 
fected vibrato to convey tremen- 
dous depth and vulnerability, as 
well as an inkling as to why she's 
spent the last decade label-hop- 
ping instead of chart-topping. She 
was signed to a record deal at age 
21, but even the Nashville star- 
making machinery couldn't taint 
the pure, gorgeous ache in her 
voice, confine her to singing coun- 
try music, or eradicate her good 
taste in songwriters. 

What | Deserve, then, seems 
to be the album Willis has always 
wanted to make. Assembling a 
who's who of twang, including gui- 
tarists Mark Spencer (Blood 
Oranges), Chuck Prophet 
(ex-Green on Red), and Lloyd 
Maines (Richard Buckner), and 
authoring songs with Gary Louris 
(Jayhawks) and John Leventhal

A 
raucous, rootsy side project of the 
Mekons’ Jon Langford and vari- 
ous folks with less distinguished 
lineages, the Waco Brothers don't 
jump on the No Depression cov- 
ered wagon so much as take the 
reins and drive drunkenly into a 
deadly pass where the heroes of 
punk rock and country lie in wait 
to mock lesser outfits. The band's 
most obvious touchstone is the 
Clash — Langford's guttural 
vocals, in particular, bring to mind 
the righteous punk utterings of 
Joe Strummer. Only in Waco 
world the Clash’s reggae-inflected 
rhythms get treated to a little Sun- 
session stomp, and politics takes 
a back seat to hard living: “Raise 
your glass/Raise your voice/And 
raise the dead/Life runs by too 
fast to paint it anything but red,” 
Langford sings on “Corrupted.” 
The Wacos have never been shy 
about their influence: they've 
often billed themselves as “Cash- 
meets-Clash” rock and roll. And 
that's a perfectly reasonable way 
to describe the anthemic songs 
on WacoWorld.

(Biue Note). Back in the ‘60s, Art 
Blakey was the only drummer 
who appeared on more Blue Note 
records than Chambers, though 
Tony Williams and Elvin Jones 
attracted more attention. 
Chambers was never as flashy as 
his peers: his flawless timekeep- | 
ing wedded economy, power, and 
taste in equal measure, and he 
drove a band without calling 
undue attention to himself. 

His return to the label after near- 
ly 30 years is a quintet session in | 
the classic Blue Note mode. 
Chambers wrote seven of the nine 
tunes, which cover a spectrum of 
moods and styles, from the New 
Orleans funk of “Tu-Way-Pock-E- 
Way” to the Middle Eastern—fia- 
vored “Caravanserai” to the burn- 
ing up-tempo swinger “Mariposa.” 
His line-up is as solid as they come, 
with the vastly underrated Eddie 
Henderson on trumpet and Vincent 
Herring on saxophones in front, 
and pianist Mulgrew Miller and 
bassist Ira Coleman joining him in 
the rhythm section. Henderson's 
soaring solo on “Caravanserai,” 
Herring's alto ballad feature “Ruth” 
and lovely soprano work on Janet 
Jackson's “Come Back to Me,” and 
Miller's trio feature “Ruthless” are 
standouts among the individual 
contributions.

Father Jack (a 
genuinely touching Michael 
Gambon), the priest in question, 
returns from Africa to his tiny 
Donegal village to be greeted by his 
doting five sisters. They are flinty 
schoolmarm Kate (Meryl Streep), 
long-suffering but gay-hearted 
Agnes (Brid Brennan), stolid 
Maggie (Kathy Burke), “simple” 
Rose (Sophie Thompson), and the 
youngest, rebellious Christine 
(Catherine McCormack). Also 
there's Christine's illegitimate son 
Michael, an adult version of whom 
provides the bland, retrospective 
voiceover narrative. Father Jack 
has been rendered dotty by his 
encounter with the heart of dim- 
ness, and his scandalous incapaci- 
ty adds one more burden to the tee- 
tering Mundy household, whose 
members are harried already by 
economic hardship and social 
ostracism. The title refers to the 
ancient Irish harvest festival (cele- 
brated August 1, in honor of the 
god Lugh) — should the girls join in 
and kick up their heels in the face of 
their snooty neighbors? Neither the 
gods nor the God-fearing get a fair 
shake in this turgid rehash of Olde 
Soddisms.

DYING TO GO HOME (1996). After 
being buried in Amsterdam, a 
Portuguese man rises from his 
grave as a ghost and is told by an 
old Chinese apparition that he won't 
find peace until his remains are 
buried in Portuguese soil. Co- 
directed by Carlos da Silva and 
George Sluizer, the latter the film- 
maker of the original The 
Vanishing.

*8MM (1999). Ambitious but not- 
too-bright private eye Tom Welles 
(Nicolas Cage) thinks he's hit the 
jackpot when he's hired by a 
tycoon's widow to investigate a reel

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detective through smut hell is adult- 
bookstore clerk Max (Joaquin 
Phoenix, giving the movie's only 
lively performance).

legend and the scourge and delight 
of Dublin. Then it flashes back to 
Cahill’s rise as the Robin Hood—like 
leader of a gang of stalwarts (por- 
trayed in standout supporting per- 
formances by Adrian Dunbar and 
Sean McGinley in particular) from 
his slum neighborhood of Hollyfield. 
Gleeson's performance makes the 
outlaw an irresistible trickster who 
employs hilarious ruses to baffle the 
police until diabetes strikes and his 
colleagues betray him.

Kenneth 
Branagh's brave, sprawling, over- 
the-top adaptation of William 
Shakespeare's Hamiet is a star- 
studded four-hour (not including 
intermission) 70mm extravaganza 
that’s the Bardic version of /t's a 
Mad, Mad, Mad, Mad World. When 
Branagh fulfills his intentions, he 
transforms his inspirations into 
often breathtaking cinematic con- 
ceits, and his Hamlet offers some of 
the finest Shakespeare committed 
to the screen. But his energy and 
emotion peak early and never 
abate; that and not the length is 
what makes the film exhausting.

This true story of Britain's 
musically gifted, fiercely rivalrous 
du Pré sisters bubbles with all the 
intrigue of a Judith Krantz potboiler 
Dark-haired Hilary (Rachel Griffiths) 
jettisons her career as a flutist to 
raise a family; meanwhile, golden

But when multiple sclerosis 
interrupts Jacqueline’s ascent, 
sororal bonds get tested. Docu- 
mentarian Anand Tucker's feature 
debut swells with dreamy, aureous 
camerawork of concert halls and 
beachscapes, all set within an origi- 
nal, organic structure of narrative 
movements and codas.

***1/2 THE LAST DAYS (1999). 
The first feature-length film pro- 
duced by Steven Spielberg's 
Survivors of the Shoah Visual 
History Foundation, James Moll's 
Oscar-nominated documentary 
chronicles Germany's attempt to 
exterminate the Jews of Hungary, 
capturing the experience through 
the sobering testimony of five sur- 
vivors, four of whom were impris- 
oned in Nazi death camps. Moll 
accords his subjects an enormous 
degree of emotional dignity, allow- 
ing the power of their testimonials 
to consume the camera; it’s not 
until we reach the point of liberation 
(when the Jews were freed from the 
death camps) that he begins to 
intercut rare footage of emaciated 
prisoners and grotesque mounds of 
broken bodies. Perhaps the epi- 
logue, where the survivors return to 
their homelands and the death 
camps to confront the past, appears 
small in context to what the docu- 
mentary has already accomplished 
— but this is a history lesson that 
speaks volumes.

* LIFE IS BEAUTIFUL (1998). 
Comedian Roberto Benigni’s con- 
troversial Holocaust fable has gar- 
nered audience awards at Cannes, 
Toronto, and Vancouver plus 
endorsements from groups like the 
Anti-Defamation League, and it won 
the Best Jewish Experience Award 
at the Jerusalem Film Fest. The 
first half describes the improbable 
(in view of the anti-Semitic laws) 
courtship of Guido (Benigni), a 
homely Jewish waiter in the Tuscan 
town of Arezzo, and Dora (Nicolette 
Braschi, Benigni’s wife), an aristo- 
crat schoolteacher; your reaction 
will depend on whether you find the 
utterly goy Benigni’s Jerry 
Lewis/Robin Williams-like antics 
amusing or sophomoric. Cut to five 
years later: Guido and Dora have 
an adorable charcoal-eyed little 
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the Nazis are rounding up Italian 
Jews, and so the whole family are 
shipped off to some unnamed 
death camp, where, to protect 
Giosué, Guido pretends it's all a 
game. The concept is well-inten- 
tioned and at times even moving, 
but the way Guido capers about like 
the Hogan's Heroes gang at Stalag 
13 trivializes what happened at 
places like Auschwitz and Dachau: 
no heads are shaved, and death 
takes place off screen. The feel- 
good Final Solution ending cheers 
the survival of a few while ignoring 
the extermination of millions — it's 
a smiley-face Holocaust. See 
Benigni's film and decide for your- 
self — but don't be surprised if you 
find Life Is Beautiful unforgivably 
obscene.

Everyone involved, from 
Wallace Shawn as the neurotic, 
greedy scientist to Ray Walston (the 
original Uncle Martin in the '60s TV 
show) as an alien investigator, 
seems to be having a lot of fun par- 
odying science-fiction conventions.

**x x OCTOBER SKY (1999). Set 
during the late 1950s in a sleepy 
West Virginia coal-mining commu- 
nity, this film focuses on a quartet of 
high-school geeks who, inspired by 
the Soviets’ launch of Sputnik, 
spend their after-school hours 
immersed in rocketry. Based on the 
autobiography of former NASA 
technician Homer Hickam, the sim- 
plistic plot works to the film's advan- 
tage, highlighting the intimacies 
among the characters without get- 
ting maudlin.

(Gregg Henry) and wife (Deborah 
Kara Unger) after a big job, comes 
back for revenge and his share of 
the loot.

First-time director 
Brian Helgeland (who co-wrote L.A.

“talking about music” or “talking 
about love” with “dancing about 
architecture” — it just can't be done. 
Love, of course, is the focus here, 
and even though they supposedly 
can't talk about it, these couples 
give it quite a go. A horde of big- 
name stars populate this chick flick, 
from Sean Connery, who mimics a 
puppy dog at one point (scary), to 
Jon Stewart, who ends up in bed 
with Gillian Anderson’s monster dog 
(better). But the characters who 
aren't already attached produce the 
necessary “I love you” ASAP — like, 
after a single date. And as will hap- 
pen in a movie that combines mini- 
stories, some are better than others.

**1/2 THE PRINCE OF EGYPT 
(1998). The times call out for a 
prophet a voice of moral authority 
and righteousness — and the peo- 
ple at DreamWorks think a singing 
and dancing cartoon Moses is the 
ticket. Maybe so, but though it's 
visually striking and often ingenious, 
The Prince of Egypt will not restore 
your faith in movies or religion. The 
familiar tale (the prologue helpfully 
refers you to the Book of Exodus for 
the full details) benefits little from its 
glib contemporary spin, posing the 
founder of the Westem religious tra- 
dition as a spoiled yuppie who finds 
God and his purpose in life despite 
his worst intentions. Nearly all the 
characters — Val Kilmer as Moses; 
Patrick Stewart as Pharaoh Seti: 
Helen Mirren as his Queen; Ralph 
Fiennes as Moses's adopted brotti- 
er Rameses; Michelle Pfeiffer as 
Moses's fiery Midianite wife, 
Tzipporah; Jeff Goldbium as his 
feckless brother Aaron; Steve 
Martin and Martin Short as a pair of 
colorless high priests — have the 
unfortunate flat affect of the ants in 
A Bug's Life. Only Sandra Bullock 
brings ailittle spunk to'her role'as 
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Moses'’s sister Miriam. In the end, 
Moses dutifully delivers the law to 
his bland nation, but someone 
should have underlined the Third 
Commandment: “Thou shalt not 
take the word of the Lord in vain.”

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**x*x*xRED DESERT (1965). 
Michelangelo Antonioni’s greatest 
film — and one of the best ever — 
begins with a blurred shot of indus- 
try-riddied Ravenna, indicating that 
the world of his heroine Giuliana 
(Monica Vitti) keeps slipping out of 
focus. Giuliana seems hysterically 
neurotic: she has to touch every- 
thing to convince herself it’s still 
there; she wants to be surrounded 
by everyone who's ever loved her. 
In contrast, her husband (Carlo 
Chionetti) and the man she turns to 
(Richard Harris) are so likably nor- 
mal, they could be . . . you and |. 
But as the film progresses, their 
self-absorption begins to seem the 
source of her neurosis; eventually 
you wonder whether she, in her 
desire to love everything, isn’t the 
normal one. Meanwhile Antonioni is 
admiring a series of red, spidery 
radio telescopes and using his long 
lens to embed Giuliana, in her azure 
jumper and forest-green coat, within 
the riot of red, blue, and yellow 
pipes in her husband's factory — as 
if he were torn between polluted 
humanity and the ineffable beauty 
of objects.

* & * ex RUSHMORE (1998). Wes 
Anderson goes a long way toward 
restoring the charm of adolescence 
with this story of Rushmore student 
Max Fischer (Jason Schwartzman), 
who sees his beloved private acade- 
my as the womb he doesn't want to 
leave. Max shines at extra-curricu- 
lars but not in the classroom; threat- 
ened with public school, he forms 
one bond with Rushmore benefactor 
Herman Biume (Bill Murray) and 
another with widowed first-grade 
teacher Miss Cross (a sweetly sad, 
blushing Olivia Williams). The colli- 
sion of these three reveals the 
depths of their decency and 
despair. The film's logic is reflected 
in Anderson's blithe, rigorous layer- 
ing of each frame in a mise-en- 
scéne reminiscent of Jean Renoir 
and the Naked Gun people (you'll 
have to see Rushmore at least 
twice to get all the gags and 
details), and in its off-kilter 60s 
soundtrack and playful, theatrical 
self-reflexivity.

* * x SAVING PRIVATE RYAN 
(1998). Steven Spielberg's Worid 
War Il film offers the most harrow- 
ing and oddly exhilarating re-cre- 
ations of modern warfare ever to be 
seen in a movie made for entertain- 
ment. There’s no doubting the hor- 
ror of his D-Day landing on Omaha 
Beach: the troops are butchered in 
a merciless hail of bullets, with 
blood spiattering the camera lens 
and everything else. But that leads 
Spielberg to ponder the value of a 
single human life, and so he sends 
Captain Miller (Tom Hanks) and a 
picked, stereotyped band of seven 
out after Private Ryan (Matt 
Damon), after it’s discovered Ryan 
is his family’s last surviving son. 
Miller's squad roam through the 
chaos of no man's land, bumping 
into anecdotes ranging from the 
poignant and heartstopping to the 
predictable and pat. There’s a sen- 
timental frame — an old man totter- 
ing through the rows of white cross- 
es at the present-day Normandy 
beachhead memorial — that 
entombs the trauma to come in ret- 
rospective glory and mawkishness.

(1998). John Madden's film is set in

Daughter, and falling in love with 
the unapproachable Lady Viola de 
Lesseps (Gwyneth Paltrow), who is 
secretly acting in his theater compa- 
ny disguised as a boy. Their love 
dialogues and misadventures have 
a familiar ring — they are in fact the 
rough drafts of the lines and scenes 
to be immortalized not only in the 
play about star-crossed lovers Will 
is daily revising, but in future works 
like Twelfth Night and The Tempest.

Cook, reminiscent of Winona

Sam Raimi’s adaptation of Scott B.

Set in 
Minnesota, the film opens on a pair 
of brothers, respectable Hank (Bill 
Paxton) and jobless, crack-brained 
Jacob (Billy Bob Thornton), leaving 
Hank's wife, Sarah (a blandly sinis- 
ter and vastly pregnant Bridget 
Fonda) and setting off to pay their 
respects at their father’s gravesite, 
accompanied by on of Jacob's 
buddies, the even more disrep- 
utable Lou (Brent Briscoe). When 
they stumble across a downed air- 
plane with $4 million, Sarah con- 
trives schemes to keep it from the 
searchers and keep loose cannons 
Jacob and Lou out in the cold. 
Fonda's character is the film's 
weak link in Raimi’s Plan — she’s 
resolutely unsympathetic, and in 
the end she becomes a misogynis- 
tic scapegoat.

**1/2 THE THIN RED LINE 
(1998). Terrence Malick's bela- 
bored and fitfully brilliant adapta- 
tion of James Jones's sprawling 
novel of the Battle of Guadalcanal 
is a frustrating return to the screen 
of one of American film's most dis- 
tinctive and challenging geniuses. 
As a metaphor for the indifferent 
beauty of nature set against the 
confused vanity of civilization, the 
lush jungle footage makes its point 
quickly. But it’s also a metaphor for 
a sensibility that confuses inspira- 
tion with self-indulgence, profundity 
with cliché, visual poetry with 
padding. And it would help if the 
all-star cast — Sean Penn, Adrien 
Brody, Jim Caviezel, Ben Chaplin, 
George Clooney, John Cusack, 
Woody Harrelson, Elias Koteas, 
Nick Nolte, John C. Reilly, and 
John Savage — offered anyone 
who was recognizable as a human 
being.

The governor's get-tough welfare policies are built 
on the fiction that good economic times will roll on forever 


After Cellucci, 


the deluge 


OVERNOR PAUL CELLUCCI is 

more lucky than smart. Since 1991, 

when he and Bill Weld were inaugu- 
rated in the midst of an unprecedented fis- 
cal crisis, Massachusetts — like the country 
as a whole — has made a remarkable eco- 
nomic recovery. Now there 


caring. When placed in its proper context, 
though, the governor’s plan can more prop- 
erly be seen as evidence that he has no ap- 
preciation or understanding of the serious, 
long-term fiscal problems the state faces, 
and no idea how best to prepare for those 
problems when, in- 





are signs that Cellucci is 
confused by his own 
rhetoric, and can no longer 
distinguish between cause 
and effect. 

Nowhere is this more evi- 
dent than in his mutterings 
about welfare. 

Since 1995, the number 
of families receiving benefits 
has plummeted from 
102,993 to 58,961. Spend- 
ing on AFDC (Aid to Families with Depen- 
dent Children) has fallen from $759 million 
to $402 million. But rather than crediting 
the economic boom, Cellucci points with 
unseemly pride to the state’s harsh Welfare 
Reform Act of 1995 — and argues that 
new, even harsher measures will bring those 
numbers down still further. 

If Cellucci’s proposal — to force welfare 
recipients to seek work immediately, and to 
force recipients who are already working to 
work even more — were considered in iso- 
lation, he would merely seem, depending on 
your point of view, either hard-nosed or un-

WILLING EXECUTIONERS 


Opponents of the death penalty often use 
the idea of an innocent person’s being exe- 
cuted to argue their point (Editorial, News, 
February 19). However, this logic is funda- 
mentally flawed. If the death penalty did not 
exist, what would happen to this wrongly 
convicted person? A miserable life in prison, 
most likely. So should we no longer give 
criminals life sentences, to ensure that that 
never happens? We can’t stop punishing 
criminals because occasionally the wrong 
person is convicted. And there are some 
criminals who are so brutal, so conscience- 
less, and so willing to take more innocent 
lives that we cannot allow even the possibili- 
ty that they could once again live among us. 

Whether or not capital punishment will 
prevent “future horrific crimes” is largely ir- 
relevant, since capital punishment is more 
about justice than about prevention. You can 
call it revenge or hatred if you want, because 
I think those words are perfectly appropriate 
given the circumstances. James Byrd’s 
daughter asked, “Why should I hate in re- 
turn?” I would respond, “Because these men 
savagely and brutally murdered your father. 





evitably, the economy re- 
turns to more-normal 
levels and the bills come 
due. 

Make no mistake: the 
state’s economic future is 
far from secure. The 
Massachusetts Taxpayers 
Foundation warns that 
the exploding costs of the 
Big Dig have created a 
“crisis” that could make 
it nearly impossible to fund road repairs and 
school construction. The Tax Equity Al- 
liance for Massachusetts reports that the in- 
flation-adjusted wages of low-income work- 
ers have dropped by 8.2 percent since 1989. 
The nonpartisan think tank MassINC and 
the Teresa and H. John Heinz Foundation 
have found that skyrocketing housing costs 
are driving the young and the well-educated 
out of the state. 

Real welfare reform could actually help 
solve these problems by training people for 
well-paying jobs. But thanks to Weld and 
Cellucci’s short-sighted welfare-bashing, 


They deserve more hatred than you could 
ever give them, and if you say you don’t hate 
them for what they’ve done to you and your 
family, then you’re lying to yourself.” 

It’s true that “the push for the death 
penalty is based on the assumption that it’s 
what the public 
wants,” because it 
is what the public 
wants. Any rea- 
sonably thorough 
poll will demon- 
strate that a large 
majority of Amer- 
icans favor capital 
punishment. Just 
to be sure, 
though, I’ll make 
sure to call my 
senator and rep- 
resentative to ex- 
press my opinion.

I’m writing to respectfully disagree with 
Gerald Peary’s take on Roberto Benigni’s 


Massachusetts’s post-reform welfare system 
excels mainly at manufacturing poverty. For 
instance, Massachusetts is one of the few 
states that do not count education toward 
recipients’ work requirements. Now Celluc- 
ci proposes to go in precisely the wrong di- 
rection, upping the work requirement from 
20 to 30 hours a week, thus forcing those 
going to school either to drop out or to cut 
back. Even worse, the two-year time limit 
— already contributing to a rise in poverty 
— will, when the boom is over, be the cause 
of unprecedented and needless suffering. 

“The social safety net is gone,” says Jim 
St. George, executive director of the Tax 
Equity Alliance. “We don’t notice it right 
now because the economy is stronger than 
it’s been in 30 years. The challenge is trying 
to get anyone to imagine that these good 
times won’t last forever.” 

Like the king of the Mardi Gras, Cellucci 
has trumpeted the message “Laissez le bon 
temps rouler.” But it’s a saying associated 
with another French king, Louis XV, that 
more aptly describes Cellucci’s party- 
now/pay-later style of governance: “Aprés 
moi le déluge.” Someday — perhaps sooner 
rather than later — there’s going to be hell 
to pay.

I picture it thus: | have been, for years, 
maligned, mistreated, and forced into hard 
labor, watching my friends die around me 
and living in constant fear that my name will 
be on the next “shower” list. I live day to 
day, not knowing whether I will ever see be- 
yond the barbed wire and guard towers. 


- Then, one day, the doors are flung open, 


and I’ve survived. | may have been subjected 
to horrors and atrocities to which no human 
should ever be subjected, but I have lived 
through it, and I am free, and it’s over, and 
I’ve won. What better cause could there 
possibly be to say, “Life is beautiful”? 

I am not Jewish, and rone of my ancestors 
died in the Nazi Holocaust. But my mixed 
ancestry includes Irish, Scottish, Polish, and 
Swedish, all of which were the targets of var- 
ious holocausts throughout history. Certainly 
the Nazi Holocaust of the Jews was worse 
than any of the others, but it has ended now, 
which, at least in my opinion, is cause for all 
of us to say that life, indeed, is beautiful.

Funding a children’s crusade 


Lieutenant Governor Jane Swift may be 
the best-known mother in the State House, 
but on Monday, a Boston-based nonprofit 
reminded legislators that she’s not the only 
one changing diapers and heating bottles. 

The Alliance for Young Families, an 
organization that provides housing, 
counseling, education, and child care for 
pregnant teens on welfare, is seeking a 
$3 million funding increase from next year’s 
state budget. Program organizers and 
teenage mothers brought their case to the 
State House with a photographic exhibit of 
teenage parents and their children. 

“We're hoping to break down the 
stereotypes people have about teen parents,” 
says Margaret Carcels, program director 
for the alliance. “These pictures show the 
joy, but also the challenges, and the fact 
that these mothers are working hard to be 
good parents.” 

The alliance operates its Teen Living 
Program at 22 sites across the state and will 
see approximately 223 teens and young 
families during the 1999 fiscal year, a 
44 percent increase since the program’s 
inception in 1996, Carcels says. 

“What I see them doing is providing teen 
parents with opportunities to go beyond

“We're talking 
about education funds, giving people the 
tools to go further.”

Finneran’s newest enemy 


There’s a priceless scene from, The 
Simpsons in which Homer tries to convince 
his kids that he has been falsely accused by 
a tabloid TV show of groping the baby sitter. 
“Sorry Dad, we do believe in you,” says 
Lisa, as her brother Bart adds, “It’s just hard 
not to listen to TV. It’s spent so much more 
time raising us than you have.” 


As they say, it’s funny because it’s true. 
But the influence of television over 
America’s kids is also alarming. The 
average American youth, for instance, 
spends about 70 percent more time 
watching TV than he does in school. The 
US Department of Education has found a 
negative link between watching television 
and academic performance, and other 
research has blamed TV for stunted 
cognitive and sensory development, not to 
mention skewed sleep habits, obesity, and 
poor reading skills. 

These numbers seem especially pertinent 
at a time of deep educational malaise in 
Massachusetts. And yet while the state's

children and education, few of them ever 
mention America’s favorite pastime. 

Ever an_ iconoclast, however, 
Massachusetts State House Speaker 
Thomas Finneran (D-Mattapan) feistily 
trained his sights on the power of the 
glowing screen last week.

On Monday, February 22, 1999, the Planned 
Parenthood Federation of America launched 
teenwire.com — a Web site geared to helping 
young people worldwide deal with sexual-health 
issues. “The site is pretty rare and very valuable,” 
says Pam Nourse, director of public affairs and 
information for the Boston branch of Planned 


Parenthood. “Planned Parenthood does 
encourage communication between parents and 
their teenagers, but they know that there are some 
things teens probably won't ask their parents.

Teens need a place to go to get information, and 
people know that they can trust Planned 
Parenthood.” 

Teenwire.com is an extensive site, complete with 
charts, a glossary of sexual terms, a “warehouse” 


of articles, a ‘zine called Hothouse featuring articles submitted by users, and a “yikes” 
menu that teens dealing with serious situations such as pregnancy, sexually transmitted 
disease, and abortion can consult for rational, professional guidance. The site covers the 
teen-sex planet, from “queer and questioning” to birth-control advice to first-person 


accounts of first encounters. 


It's a slick, well-organized, and good-looking Web site decorated with photos of 
attractive but realistic teenagers and straightforward, attention-getting headlines. (ROLL IT 
ON, SLIP IT OFF invites users to read a frank and friendly article on condom use.) 

And, Nourse notes, the site is safe cybersex: “This site is not a chat room, so there’s no 
risk of contact with strangers.” The registration page (which you need to fill out if you want 
to ask a question) instructs users not to type in their last name, a nickname, or any details 
that could identify them. Teens can ask a question anonymously and will receive a direct 


response from teenwire.com’s staff, not from other users.

Guatemala, genocide, 
and the Globe 


The Boston Globe got caught flat-footed last 
Friday, leading with a story on genocide against 
Mayan Indians in Guatemala that played down the 
heavy US involvement that made it possible. By 
Tuesday, though, the Globe had gotten with the 
program. Here’s how it unfolded. 

Friday, February 26. The New York Times leads 
with the findings of a UN truth commission, which 
“concluded that the United States gave money and 
training to a Guatemalan military that committed 
‘acts of genocide’ against the Mayans during the 
most brutal armed conflict in Central America, 
Guatemala’s,36-year civil war.” The Globe leads 
with a Los Angeles Times story that places the 
blame for atrocities squarely on the Guatemalan 
army, and makes only a passing reference to the 
“direct roles” played by the US, American 
companies doing business in Guatemala, and Cuba. 
Scott Shuger, who 
writes Slate’s 
“Today’s Papers” 
column, notes the 
disparity between the 
accounts of the two 
Timeses and takes a 
whack at the LA 
Times. Not that the 
Globe could have 
chosen a better story

As the Phoenix went to press, the Boston-based 
Recycling Initiative Campaign was set to bash the 
corporate environmental sin of wasteful and harmful 
packaging in its annual Wastemaker Awards. 
Wednesday morning, the nonprofit was scheduled to 
hand out “honors” in sexy categories such as Items That 


Organizers took aim especially at products 
packaged with the controversial polyvinyl chloride 
(PVC), which is blamed for creating toxic dioxin when 
burned in incinerators. State representative Pam 
Resor (D-Acton), scheduled to speak at the downtown 
ceremony, has introduced a bill to banish PVC from 
packaging statewide. 

Just one local company, 
Chelsea-based H.P. Hood, 
made the list. Hood’s white milk 
bottles are hard to recycle and 
have fewer uses than the 
traditional translucent bottles, 
Watts says. The company says 
the opaque bottles block light 
that breaks down nutrients in 
the milk. 

The Recycling Initiative 
Campaign isn't afraid to name 
names — such as Coca-Cola, 
Oscar Mayer, and Kraft Foods 
— for various types of 
packaging overkill, but Watts 
says the goal is not just to 
create bad press. Consumers 
can and have pressured 
companies to cut back, says Watts, who cites reduced 
packaging around compact discs and deodorant. 

“The first step is to leave excessively packaged 
products on the shelves,” says Watts. “And get on 
the phone and complain. Let them know how you 
feel. Consumer power is extremely powerful, but 
only if it is exercised.” And if nothing else, steer clear 
of Oscar Mayer’s Lunchables and Kool Aid Kool- 
Bursts, both recipients of the campaign’s Lifetime 
Achievement Awards.

Barnicle shows some heart — and some leg — in his 


big TV comeback

than the penitent in his big made-for-television spe- 

cial on WCVB-TV (Channel 5) this past Monday. In 
a half-hour feature on Chronicle, the former Boston Globe 
columnist took viewers on a travelogue of his recent quintu- 
ple-bypass surgery — and made it clear that, as far as he was 
concerned, the slings and arrows of his tormentors were at 
least partly responsible for his near-death experience. 

“The stress of basically being fired by the Boston Globe, 
the stress of all that, did something to me internally,” said 
Barnicle, who even enlisted his doctor to explain how stress 
can actually cause the blood to thicken. Later, Barnicle 
opined that the depression he suffered after losing his job 
had inoculated him against the post-surgery depression his 
doctor had warned him about: “I had just lost a job I loved 
that I had been doing for 25 years. I was being vilified by

people who talked about me as if I were some ax murderer. 
I, for four or five weeks, struggled every day to get up and 
swim through a wave of depression. So I instantly knew 


that there was going to be no depression here.” 


Not exactly an act of contrition. But pretty good televi- 
sion nevertheless. Viewers apparently thought so. 
Chronicle’s executive producer, Mark Mills, says the show 
drew a 9.4 rating and a 15 share, up from Chronicle’s nor- 
mal 8.5 rating and 14 share. (The “rating” is the percent- 
age of all Greater Boston households watching a particular 
program, whereas the “share” is based only on those 
households that actually had the TV on.) 

In terms of re-establishing some sort of rapport with the 
public, the Chronicle special was a rousing success for Bar- 
nicle. He came off as sympathetic, likable, grateful for a 
second chance at life. And though he’s never going to ad- 
mit to more than a tiny fraction of the fabrications and pla- 
giarism incidents that cost him his job as Boston's best- 
known columnist, a viewer couldn’t help but come away 
impressed with the way he’s responded to adversity. 

Indeed, it would appear that the very qualities that make 
it impossible for him to fess up also enable him to fight 
back when others might crumble. Within weeks of leaving 
the Globe, he was back doing commentaries on Jmus in the 
Morning. He wrote a lengthy profile of his buddy Bill Par- 
cells, the Patriots coach-turned—Jets coach, for ESPN The 
Magazine. And then, in January, Channel 5 president Paul 
La Camera announced that Barnicle would be returning to 
Chronicle — though not to the newscast, where the sta- 
tion’s more-serious journalists were complaining that Bar- 
nicle’s presence would cast a shadow on their own credibil- 
ity (see “Don’t Quote Me,” News, January 22). Barnicle 
made several brief appearances on Chronicle before Mon- 
day’s extravaganza. All this and open-heart surgery, too. 

Even more impressive, the Chronicle piece was just half 
of a big one-two punch this month from Barnicle. The cur- 
rent issue of George magazine (run by John Kennedy, 


whose family Barnicle has long fawned over) features a 
lengthy piece on Bill and Whitey Bulger by investigative re- 
porter Peter Maas and Barnicle. It’s a good read, even if it 
is shot through with Barnicle’s indefensible admiration of 
the corrupt alliance the Boston FBI made with Whitey Bul- 
ger’s crime organization. And it’s nice to see Barnicle 
hasn’t lost his touch: former Whitey associate Kevin Weeks 
yelped almost immediately to the Herald that Barnicle had 
misquoted him. The piece also claims, wrongly, that former 
state treasurer Joe Malone, in his unsuccessful gubernatori- 
al campaign last year, demanded that Bill Bulger be re- 
moved as president of UMass “simply because of his broth- 
er.” (In fact, Malone took the unremarkable position that 
Bill Bulger should be removed if allegations that he had 
found state jobs for associates of his gangster brother were 


proven true.)

Barnicle’s pugnacious refusal to go away calls to mind 
Patricia Smith, the other Globe columnist who was forced 
out last year for making it up. Within just a few months, 
Smith, a talented poet and performance artist, was giving a 
defiant one-woman show on her downfall. Then, too, the 
Smith and Barnicle stories have already become a part of 
this city’s charged, ongoing narrative about race. When 
Smith, an African-American, lost her job, Barnicle’s critics 
accused the Globe of having a double standard that benefited 
well-connected white men. And when Barnicle followed 
Smith out the door, his defenders accused the Globe of hav- 
ing an excess of political correctness. Certainly Barnicle’s 
continued public prominence — and Smith’s invisibility, ex- 
cept on the poetry scene — shows that pugnacity continues 
to pay off better for white men than it does for black women. 

But those battles seemed of another time and place Mon- 
day evening when Barnicle talked about his father’s switch- 
ing from unfiltered to filtered cigarettes after his first heart 
attack (and dying five years later), and about his older 
brother, Robert, dying of heart disease several years ago. 
He showed off the scar on his chest and another on his leg, 
where veins were removed for transplantation into his 
heart. Especially moving was his description of looking in 
on his sleeping children on the morning of his surgery, not 
wanting to wake them up and scare them about what could 
go wrong. 

“I’m a lucky guy, believe me,” Barnicle said at the end of 
the program, walking along a country road by a lake. “I 
have a whole new outlook on this whole deal.” 

Ah, what the hell. Welcome back, Mike. Just don’t expect 
us to be fooled again. «

It’s not just men who commit violence within the home. Massachusetts leads the 
nation in the reported number of domestic assaults by girls.

AMIE” BROKE CURFEW. And 
when she was grounded for it, she 
broke her mother’s jaw. 

Jamie looks more like a frightened little 
girl than a domestic abuser; her slender 
5’ 6” frame doesn’t fit the popular image 
of a violent perpetrator. Still, the 16-year- 
old admits that in the heat of anger, she is 
uncontrollable. ‘ 

“I don’t know what happens to me,” she 
says as she fidgets anxiously in her seat, 
twirling her long brown hair and feigning 
disdain. “I lose it. 1 don’t like not being in 
control.” 

Unlike many of the young women who 
are filling up youth detention centers in 
Massachusetts, Jamie is not the product of 
a broken home and has not suffered any 
form of physical or mental abuse. She 
comes from a suburban middle-class fami- 
ly. She has two sisters and a dog. And until 
a year and a half ago, she was a good stu- 
dent. But three years ago, Jamie started 
smoking, and soon after that she began 
drinking with her friends. “That got old, so 
we started smoking pot,” says Jamie, who 
is three weeks from appearing in court. “A 
fricnd of mine got acid from her brother, 
and we started tripping. It was cool and it 
was free.” 

But Jamie couldn’t go home high, so she 
hung out for a while. All the kids do it, she 
says. Yet she was the only one of her 
friends to be punished for being late, and 
Jamie couldn’t accept that. So, out of 
“frustration,” she lashed out. For that, she 
may spend time locked up. 

Jamic is only one of hundreds of girls in 
this state who have committed violent acts 
against a family member. In Massachusetts, 
there are more than 1100 reported cases 
each year of domestic abuse by adolescents 
between 11 and 17, and 23 percent of 
those offenses are committed by girls, ac- 
cording to a study by the Massachusetts 
Office of the Commissioner of Probation. 
That’s 17 percent higher than the reported 
number of juvenile female domestic as- 
saults in any other state, according to the 
FBI. And the Commonwealth has seen a 
200 percent increase over the past three 
years in the number of girls incarcerated 
for violent behavior. That increase is 
52 percent higher than the average for all 
states, according to the FBI. 

Confronted with these disturbing figures, 
juvenile-justice experts dispute the notion 
that Massachusetts has an unusual number 
of adolescent female batterers and other vi- 
olent girls. Instead, they attribute the statis- 
tics to a higher reporting rate for domestic 
assaults and to a growing willingness to 
lock girls up. Those who work with trou- 
bled girls believe that the incidence of both 
violence and incarceration points to a deep- 
er concern: existing agencies, hampered by 

an outdated assumption that violent teens 
are almost always male, are neglecting the 
underlying problems that can drive girls to 
lash out physically. 


OYS DO continue to assault family 

members more often than girls do. Ac- 
cording to the Office of the Commissioner 
of Probation, one-third of all restraining 
orders taken out against juveniles are for 
assaults against family members; of those, 
64 percent are for assaults by boys against 
their mothers, 14 percent are for boys 
against their fathers, and 21 percent are for 
girls against their mothers. (Among all teen 
domestic assaults against family members, 
* NAMES HAVE BEEN CHANGED

77 percent involve parents, 12 per- 
cent involve siblings, and 11 per- 
cent involve other relatives.) 

Daughters, however, are more 
prone to using weapons in their as- 
saults on family members. Accord- 
ing to the state, 23 percent of fe- 
male juvenile domestic abusers 
have used a weapon, compared to 

15 percent of boys. And more than 
41 percent of female offenders 
whose family members have filed 
restraining orders against them 
have a prior record for a violent of- 
fense, according to the Commis- 
sioner of Probation. Whether 
they’re armed with knives, guns, or 
baseball bats, girls can be danger- 
ous members of a family. 

“Casey” is proof of that, even 
though she can’t stand the sight of 
blood — she laughs as she de- 
scribes how she fainted when her 
best friend cut her finger trying to 
open a coconut. But Casey’s phobia 
did not prevent her from slashing 
her sister’s arm with a kitchen knife 
three years ago. “I was only 14,” 
recalls the high-school junior. 
“Things just sucked. All my friends 
had boyfriends. | hated school. And 
| was dealing with my mother’s 
fourth boyfriend in a year — a big asshole 
and a drunk.” 

Casey was joyriding with friends after 
school when she saw her younger sister 
walking down the street wearing Casey’s 
jeans. Casey demanded that her fricnds 
stop the car, and she says she snapped: “I 
was screaming at her to get home, but she 
took off down the street.” Over the next 
two hours, Casey grew increasingly angry, 


and by the time she got home, she was “un- 


controllable.” She says she found her sister 
sitting in her room talking on the phone. 
She was no longer wearing Cascy’s jeans, 
but that didn’t matter. 

“I grabbed her by the hair and we started 
fighting,” remembers Casey as she shifts 
her weight from one blue Skecher to the 
other. “Next thing I know, we're in the 
kitchen and she was on the floor. She got 
up to run and I grabbed a knife and swung 
it at her.” The wound required several 
stitches, though there was no permancnt 
damage. As for Casey, she was put on pro- 
bation and sent to anger-management ther- 
apy. “It took a long time for my sister to 
forgive me,” she says. “I don’t think I’m a 
violent person. I think I was a product of 
my environment.” 


ANY GIRLS who assault family mem- 

bers have had lives more troubled than 
Casey’s, according to Francine Sherman, 
director of the Juvenile Rights Advocacy 
Project at Boston College Law School. It is 
her job to defend girls like Casey and en- 
sure that their underlying problems are 
dealt with. Violent youths, whether thcy at- 
tack family members, friends, or strangers, 
often have a history of substance depen- 
dency, sexual or physical abuse, or instabil- 
ity at home. “It is a rare case in which a 
young girl with no history of problems or 
delinquent behavior suddenly lashes out,” 
says Mary Sylva, spokesperson for the De- 
partment of Youth Services (DYS). “There 
are telltale signs that these young women 
are becoming violent individuals.” 

“The girls that we represent have been in 

the state system since they were very

young, whether it be in foster homes, as 
runaways, or as victims of abuse in the 
home,” explains Sherman. “Right now, 
70 percent of girls in the corrections sys- 
tem have special-cducation needs, which 
can also causc frustration and, eventually, 
disruptive behavior.” 

When any child becomes caught in a cy- 
cle of violence, the results can be much 
more than merely disruptive. “Julie,” a 17- 
year-old in DYS lockdown in Western 
Massachusctts, began acting out when she 
was 10. Her father was abusive; her mother 
uscd alcohol and, on occasion, drugs to 
cope with the stress. So Julie began run- 
ning away. And every time she was brought 
home, she was beaten a little harder. “I saw 
the rush he got when he beat me down,” 
says the tall brunette, whose hair is pulled 
back in a ponytail. “So | wanted some of 
that power.” 

Julie started on her little brother and 
eventually took advantage of her mother’s 
fragile mental state. “Every time he found 
me and brought me home and beat me, I 
took it out on her,” says Julie. “Then | got 
kicked out and every time I tried to come 
home, she got the cops after me.” 

Eventually, Julic was charged with as- 
sault and battery; this time her victim was 
not her mother but a stranger who “looked 
at her wrong.” Julie hersclf knows that she 
should have been stopped a long time ago. 
“I can’t describe the frustration I felt, like | 
was going to cithcr kill myself or kill her, 
even though it wasn’t her fault,” she says of 
her mother. “Now I just wish | had some- 
onc to talk to.” 

A story like Julic’s or Jamie’s may sound 
like Jerry Springer material, but Francine 
Sherman says that sensationalizing female 
violence is counterproductive when the 
state lacks adequate facilities, counseling 
services, and intervention programs for vio- 
lent girls. The real focus, she says, should 
be on learning why girls feel the need to 
lash out physically. 

“Girls are very different from boys in 
that they are more capable of expressing 
their feclings, fears, and confusions more 





openly,” Sherman says. “Boys tend to 
be more physical in their expression, 
and girls more vocal. So when a girl 
lashes out in a physically violent man- 
ner, particularly at family members, it 
is a Clear signal that there is some 
communication breakdown in the 
girl’s life that prohibits her from cx- 
pressing herself any other way.” 

Sherman says state agencics such 
as DYS, the Department of Social 
Services, and the school systems 
must work together to identify and 
address these girls’ problems, which 
may need to be treated differently 
from those afflicting violent boys be- 
cause the emotional cffects of abuse 
are different for each gender. Some 
girls need scxual-assault counscling; 
others may benefit from group ther- 
apy to deal with self-esteem issues, 
which in some cases stem from as- 
sault or abuse. “Sclf-cstecm issues 
are much more prevalent among 
girls than boys because of the whole 
body-image stigma the media cre- 
ate,” explains Sherman. 

Some girls may necd treatment for 
drug and alcohol abuse, too. The 
number of juvenile female arrests for 
drug violations nationally has risen 
from 6708 in 1991 to 19,940 in 

1996, according to Margaret Beaudry, di- 

rector of research for Drug Stratcgics, a 
national organization that releases studics 
on drug trends. “Alcohol is far and away 
the drug of choice for teen girls, but pot is 
a close second,” Beaudry says. “Although 
the two are considered depressants and not 
violent drugs like hallucinogens, thcy do al- 
ter judgment and arc often associated with 
violent behavior.” 

When girls who've struggicd with such 
problems get in trouble with the law, 
they’re poorly served by a juvenile-justice 
system designed primarily around young 
men, says Marianne Turkal, clinical direc- 
tor at the Abraxas Center for Adolescent 
Females, in Pittsburgh. Because males ac- 
count for the majority of the country’s 
convicts and delinquents, everything from 
jails to counscling programs has been 
aimcd at their needs. As the number of 
girls and women appearing in court has 
grown, says Turkal, facilitics and programs 
designed for them have not kept pace. Nei- 
ther have rehabilitation alternatives. Sher- 
man, for example, suggests that some form 
of communal living arrangement may ben- 
efit girls released from state custody who 
arc trying to reintegrate themselves into 
the community. “Girls, more so than boys, 
rely on a group support system to deal 
with issucs,” she says. 

It’s negligent for the juvenile system not 
to acknowledge that girls are very different 
from boys, says Sherman. She believes that 
by treating male and female offenders alike, 
the state is hurting girls’ chances of 
straightening themsclvcs out. 

“Ten years ago girls would be considered 
status offenders for acting out violently, 
which means they would have received 
some level of punishment, but not incarcer- 
ation,” explains Sherman. “Now, the courts 
arc treating girls like boys in that they are 
quicker to lock them up. Call it gender cq- 
uity. The issue is that girls aren't receiving 
the rehabilitation they need.” s

Pro-choice advocates want to create a 
protest-free zone around Massachusetts 
abortion clinics.

FREE SPEECH OR HARASSMENT? “Women have the right to access health

OBERT STOOD OUTSIDE the 
> ee Parenthood Clinic at 1055 

Comm Ave last Thursday, seeming- 
ly oblivious to the raw wind of the season’s 
biggest snowstorm. As visitors to the clinic 
passed by, the 75-year-old from 
Somerville, who declined to provide his 
last name, quietly handed them fliers urg- 
ing them to reconsider abortion. Inside the 
pamphlets, grisly color photos of aborted 
fetuses backed up the point. 

Some people took the literature; others 
ignored him as they walked through the 
clinic doors. Either way, Robert prays for 
them. “I’m praying the rosary right now. 
Prayer is the most powerful thing in the 
world today,” says Robert, who has 
protested in front of area clinics for more 
than a decade. “We can call upon the Lord 
to eventually stop this baby-killing.” 

“While [the women] are in there, | am 
praying for their fetuses,” he continues, 
eyeing passersby to see whether they are 
heading inside. “They are being de- 
stroyed.” Every so often, he says, someone 
reconsiders. “One life,” says Robert, “is 
worth all the hours.” Duct tape patches his 
parka where the fabric has worn away — 
it’s suspect protection from the chill. But 
Robert maintains that he has God, if not 
the weather, on his side. 

If abortion-rights advocates have their 
way, however, the law will not be in 
Robert’s corner much longer. Many pro- 
lifers aren’t as quiet as he is, pro-choice 
activists say; instead, they harass, intimi- 
date, and even assault women entering 
clinics. To stop such behavior, abortion- 
rights defenders are pushing a controver- 
sial law that would make Robert’s activi- 
ties illegal. A bill winding its way through 
the state legislature would create a “buffer 
zone” around clinics, outlawing protests 
within 25 feet of their doors. 

Groups such as the Planned Parenthood 
League of Massachusetts and the state 
chapter of the National Abortion and Re- 
productive Rights Action League (NAR- 
AL) are backing the bill, sponsored by 
state senator Susan Fargo (D-Lincoln) 
and state representative Paul Demakis (D-

of its kind in the nation. It’s making its 
second trip through the legislature after 


passing the Massachusetts Senate last year 
without coming to a vote in the House of 
Representatives. Advocates call it a crucial 
step toward protecting women from the 
psychological and physical attacks that can 
make the difficult experience of visiting a 
clinic even harder. Protests outside abor- 
tion clinics nationwide numbered more 
than 8000 last year, according to the 
Planned Parenthood League of Massachu- 
setts, and NARAL reports that the past 20 
years have brought almost 2000 violent in- 
cidents at clinics. 

Although existing federal and state laws 
criminalize attacks, threats, and efforts to 
bar access to clinics, abortion-rights advo- 
cates say that protesters are still intimidat- 
ing patients and workers. “Women and 
families who access health care are [being] 
harassed, and we need to do something 
about that,” says Melissa Kogut, executive 
director of the state chapter of NARAL. 
“Women have the right to access health 
care without fear and intimidation.” Adds 
Planned Parenthood spokesperson Pam 
Nourse: “The problem is when people fol- 
low patients or staff right into the clinics 
or right up to the door — it’s that in- 
your-face harassment. It’s very unset- 
tling. ... Think about having a complete 
stranger follow you and yell at you.” 

Indeed, Fargo says her decision to in- 
troduce the bill stems in part from a 
protest she witnessed a few years ago — 
one very different from Robert’s silent ad- 
vocacy. “It was like walking into a war 
zone,” she says of the atmosphere outside 
Planned Parenthood that day. “I have nev- 
er felt anything like it... . They were ha- 
rassing people just passing by. I felt as if I 
was being intruded upon.” 


ACKERS OF the buffer zone believe 

that recent events in the abortion wars 
may help create a favorable public climate 
for the bill. Last October’s murder of New 
York abortion doctor Barnett Slepian pro- 
voked broad outrage. More recently, an 
Oregon court issued a $107 million ruling 
against promoters of the grisly “Nurem- 
berg Files” Web site, which posted “Want- 
ed” photos and home addresses of abor- 
tion providers (see “Wanted: Free 
Speech,” News, February 12). 





To Massachusetts pro-choice advocates, 
this menacing brand of activism proves 
that tougher laws are necessary. Most ac- 
knowledge that buffer zones could not 
prevent a murder such as the Slepian 
killing — or a rampage like that of John 
Salvi, who killed two people at Brookline 
clinics in 1994. Nonetheless, say advo- 
cates, such events put the dangers faced 
by doctors and patients into the public 
eye. “I think the Oregon decision spoke 
clearly to the fact that anti-choice extrem- 
ists will be held accountable when they 
cross that line of free speech,” says 
Nourse. “Harassment and intimidation 
cross that line.” 

Not surprisingly, the buffer-zone bill 
faces strong and organized resistance. 
Massachusetts Citizens for Life calls the 
measure unconstitutional. “We are going 
to actively oppose this. It’s anti-speech,” 
says Patricia Doherty, the group’s legisla- 
tive director. “The real purpose of this bill 
is to create more rights for one group of 
people [by] stripping another group, pro- 
life protesters, of their First Amendment 
right to free speech.” The bill, according 
to Doherty, would be another in a string 
of efforts to demonize pro-life advocates, 
who she says are more likely to pray quiet- 
ly than to intimidate. “People have always 
had a legitimate division of opinion on 
very serious subjects,” she says. “Never 
has one side been as squelched as the pro- 
lifers, yet they are the most serious, dedi- 
cated, and prayerful people I have met.” 
(Fargo points out that the bill’s language 
doesn’t single out one group in particular, 
but backers obviously have pro-lifers in 
mind when they discuss harassment and 
intimidation at clinics.) 

Doherty could not say whether her or- 
ganization would challenge the measure in 
court if it passed. One expert, though, 


notes that many local ordinances regulat- 
ing clinic protest have been disputed in 

court, with varying degrees of success. “I 
think that if this law passes it will be chal- 


lenged by protesters; they have been pretty 


aggressive in challenging injunctions and 
ordinances and state statutes that affect 
their activities,” says Janet Crepps, an at- 
torney with the New York City—based 
Center for Reproductive Law and Policy, 


specific clinics, was created by a court in- 
junction against specific protesters or 
groups. Massachusetts, in short, would be 
in uncharted waters with a law keeping all 
protesters from all clinics. 

The absence of clear court precedent 
isn’t the only evidence that the Massachu- 
setts proposal raises tricky constitutional 
questions. Two years ago, the state chap- 
ter of the American Civil Liberties Union

who thinks the Massachusetts bill would 
stand up in court. “I think the courts are 
trying to strike the right balance between 


the right to access health care without vio- 


lence and intimidation and the First 
Amendment rights of protesters.” 

It’s hard to predict how such a chal- 
lenge would be resolved. No other states 
have buffer-zone laws on the books, al- 
though last month the Colorado Supreme 
Court upheld a close cousin — a 
statewide measure that created a “floating 
bubble” around visitors, protecting them 


from being approached near clinics. In ad- 


dition, Fargo cites the 1994 US Supreme 
Court ruling in Madsen v. Women’s 
Health Clinic, which upheld the creation 
of a buffer zone around a Florida clinic. 
But that buffer zone, like others around 


was unable to reach a consensus on 
whether to support an earlier buffer-zone 
proposal that never made it to the legisla- 
ture. “These are the kind of divisions you 
have when you have rights in conflict,” 
says Norma Shapiro, issues specialist with 
the Massachusetts ACLU. On one hand, 
she notes, is the right to an abortion, while 
“on the other hand, there are serious 
questions about people’s First Amendment 
rights to protest. Those have to be bal- 
anced when you get into a delicate situa- 
tion, and our board was not able to do 
that balancing.” 


F THE debate around the bill will turn 

on constitutional questions, the mea- 
sure’s ultimate success or failure could 
rely on something else: the will of House 
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Speaker Thomas Finneran (D- Mattapan). 
Finneran, who is pro-life, has a well- 
known penchant for bottling up legislation 
he doesn’t like. He did not return phone 
calls seeking comment for this story. 

Demakis and other supporters say the 
bill is about public safety, not abortion. In- 
deed, state representative Thomas Kennedy 
(D-Brockton), among those Kogut calls a 
handful of pro-life legislators backing the 
bill, cites public safety as the reason for his 
support. Still, Demakis is wary of the 
Speaker. “I expect he will do everything he 
can to impede the progress of the bill,” he 
says. “I think we will try and create politica 
pressure on him and compel him, in the 
spirit of democracy, to allow debate.” Adds 
Kogut: “Given his [Finneran’s] anti-choice 
record, we have cause to be concerned. .. . 
[But] we’re hoping he will view this as a 
public-safety issue.” For now, informal 
meetings between legislators and advocates 
have begun. “It will be a PR campaign,” 
promises Demakis. “A very rigorous PR 
campaign.” If legislators succeed in getting 
the measure through the House, it will like 
ly be signed by Governor Paul Cellucci. 
The governor, who is pro-choice, “is in fa- 
vor of women having safe and secure ac- 
cess to the clinics,” says Cellucci 
spokesperson Jose Juves. 

Yet as Robert’s determined protests 
suggest, the bill’s supporters will face 
equally committed opponents. “If they 
ever pass that law, it will be a disgrace,” 
Robert said as he stood outside the clinic, 
willing to endure miserable weather on the 
chance that he could change someone’s 
mind. “This is a public thoroughfare. | 
have the right to walk back and forth, and 
I have the right to try and help people.” @

HEN NEWLY ELECTED Massa- 

chusetts governor Paul Cellucci 

took to the podium at the Boston 
Park Plaza Hotel on the night of 
November 3, 1998, his victory speech was 
suddenly interrupted by a protest cmanat- 
ing from — of all places — Pennsylvania's 
death row. As the governor-clect began 
thanking his well-scrubbed GOP pals, a 
trio of party-crashers rushed toward the 
stage, blowing a whistle and shouting, 
“Free Mumia! Free Mumia!” — the mantra 
of the moment for supporters of the coun- 
try’s most famous death-row convict, Mu- 
mia Abu-Jamal. 

Though Cellucci’s affection for capital 
punishment had alrcady madc him a target 
of anti-death penalty activists, the Mumia 
outburst was surprising. The governor- 
elect appeared somewhat perplexed by the 
ruckus, even after the protesters were wres- 
tled to the ballroom floor and led away. 
Tclevision newscasters didn’t know what to 
make of the scene, and the next morning's 
papers barely noted the disturbance. 

“It was a little bit odd,” recalls Cellucci 
campaign manager Rob Gray. “Those of 
us on stage just figured it was a protest or 
some kind of fight. It was just one of 





those things where there was 30 seconds 
of confusion.” 

Amid the confusion, however, the three 
clection-night protesters made thcir point. 
Death-penalty proponent Paul Cellucci 
was the state’s new governor, yes. But 
Mumia Abu-Jamal had officially arrived in 
Massachusetts, too. 


E’S ALREADY everywhere else, of 

course. It’s almost hard to remember that 
Abu-Jamal, an acclaimed radio journalist 
once hailed as the “voice of the voiccless,” 
actually spent a decade in prison in relative 
anonymity after being convicted in the De- 
cember 9, 1981, slaying of Philadelphia po- 
lice officer Daniel Faulkner and sentenced to 
death. But ever since 1994 — when Nation- 
al Public Radio, under pressure from politi- 
cians and police, pulled the plug on his 
prison-cell commentaries, thereupon ignit- 
ing a media firestorm over censorship — 
Mumia has become a cause célébre. 

Star power has helped. Left-leaning 
celebrities, including Ossie Davis, Ed As- 
ner, Paul Newman, Michael Stipe, and 
Norman Mailer, have flocked to his de-

fensc, calling his original 1982 conviction a 
miscarriage of justice and demanding that 
he receive a new trial. That sentiment has 
been echoed by much of the country’s lib- 
cral-progressive academic and legal estab- 
lishment. Abu-Jamal’s lead attorney is 
Leonard Wcinglass, who has also repre- 
sented Abbie Hoffman and the Chicago 
Seven, Jane Fonda, and Amy Carter, 
among others. Abu-Jamal’s two books, Live 
from Death Row and Death Blossoms, have 
been critically acclaimed. “Resonates with 
the moral force of Martin Luther King Jr.’s

‘Letter from a Birmingham Jail,’ ” the 
Boston Globe exclaimed of the former. 

And in recent months — following the 
Pennsylvania Supreme Court’s rejection 
of Abu-Jamal’s latest petition for a new 
trial — Mumia Nation has kicked into 
overdrive. Rage Against the Machine, the 
Beastie Boys, and Bad Religion hosted a 
benefit concert on January 28, which at- 
tracted a sold-out crowd of 19,000 to the 
New Jersey Meadowlands. A punk-rock 
recording label, Alternative Tentacles, be- 
gan releasing Mumia’s commentarics on 
compact disc (see “Talking Heads,” page 
19). A national college- and high-school- 
student protest walkout is planned for 
April 23. And on April 24 — Mumia’s 
birtliday — comes Millions for Mumia, a 
one-day rally that is expected to be the 
single biggest protest to date. A la the Mil- 
lion Man and Million Woman marches, 
more than a million supporters cach are 
expected to converge on Philadelphia and 
San Francisco. 

Local Mumia activism has been ratchcted 
up, too. Abu-Jamal has had supporters here 
for some time, but the case has taken on 
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heightened urgency in the wake of Celluc- 
ci’s election and his renewed push for the 
death penalty. In addition to the election- 
night disturbance, there were pro-Mumia 
protests at the governor’s inauguration and 
at a February 6 vigil at the State House. A 
Mumia seminar is scheduled for March 27 
at Northeastern University. There is also 
talk of a Mumia benefit concert featuring 
Boston-area. bands in the near future. 

“The movement is gaining a lot of mo- 
mentum here in Boston,” says John Hicks, 
a Weymouth High School student who has 
protested on Mumia’s behalf in Harvard 
Square. “We’re pushing it to as many peo- 
ple as we can in order to raise awareness. 
We don’t want to see Mumia executed.” 

Mumia has been famous for some time, 
but this recent tide of attention has sur- 
prised even long-time followers of the 
American death-penalty debate. “I can’t re- 
member a [death-row] case in the past 30 
years that has gotten as much publicity as 
Mumia has gotten,” says Tufts University 
professor and death-penalty scholar Hugo 
Bedau. 

Understandably, there are plenty of peo- 
ple outraged that the convicted murderer of 
a police officer is becoming a household 
name. Daniel Faulkner’s widow, Maureen, 
is waging a small but passionate campaign 
on behalf of her late husband (see “The 
Other Side of Fame,” page 20). Police 
unions continue to stage counter-protests 
at Mumia rallies. A few prominent names, 
including shock jock Howard Stern, have 
voiced their support for Mrs. Faulkner and 
their belief that Abu-Jamal was justly con- 
victed. A few newspaper columnists have 
taken up the cause, too. MAY IT RAIN RATS 
ON CONCERT FOR COP KILLER, read a head- 
line over a column by the New York Post’s 
Steve Dunleavy before January’s 
Rage/ Beastie Boys concert. 

“Mumia Abu-Jamal has been sentenced 
to death and exhausted all appeals. He 
was proven guilty in the most dramatically 
even-handed way,” Dunleavy wrote. 
“Then a bunch of crazed liberals turned 
him not only into a celebrity, but also into 
the victim.” 

But Dunleavy doesn’t have much compa- 
ny in his rabid criticism. Mumia Abu-Jamal 
is more than a cause these days; he’s a 
pop-culture phenomenon. It’s hard to com- 
pete with the attention he commands. Right 
now, the counter-protesters, passionate as 
they may be, are getting drowned out by 
the buzz. 


T’S Achilly night in late February, and a 

thick crowd — a gallimaufry of Manhat- 
tan-style liberatti representing a rainbow of 
ages and ethnicities — is gathering outside 
the Town Hall theater near Times Square. 
The theater is the site of this evening’s 
“Town Hall Meeting for Mumia Abu-Ja- 
mal,” an event to rally support for the 
April 24 Millions for Mumia march. The 
incoming audience is peaceful, but the at- 
mosphere is tense. Across West 43rd Street 
stands a corps of New York City Police of- 
ficers. Next to them is a plainclothes group 
of candle-holding protesters, members of 
the New York Patrolmen’s Benevolent As- 
sociation demonstrating on behalf of their 
slain colleague, Daniel Faulkner. 

It wouldn’t be New York without some 
additional drama, of course, and tonight’s 
tension is escalated by the recent death of 
Amadou Diallo, an African immigrant who 
was shot 41 times on the front steps of his 
apartment by four police officers who sus- 
pected him in a series of neighborhood 
rapes. Diallo was both innocent and un- 
armed, and the shooting has rekindled 
long-simmering emotions over police bru- 
tality and racism in New York and beyond. 
Outside the theater, a man hands out 
copies of the Workers World carrying the 
front-page headline MUMIA CAMPAIGN DE- 
MANDS STOP COP TERROR AND RACIST RE- 
PRESSION — ALL OUT FOR APRIL 24! 

The scent of good old-fashioned 60s 
radicalism is in the air, even if it seems a bit 
incongruous here, steps from the Disney 
superstore and in the shadow of the new 
Condé Nast skyscraper. Tonight’s speakers 
include Leonard Weinglass, Ossie Davis, 
Ramsey Clark, and Dick Gregory. Kathleen 
Cleaver is seated in the audience. The anti- 
war and civil-rights struggles of the Viet- 
nam era are recalled repeatedly throughout 


Justice done or 
justice denied? 


ARLY ON THE morning of December 9, 1981, Mumia Abu-Jamal, a Philadelphia 
radio journalist, was working a night shift as a cab driver when he came upon his 
brother, William Cook, engaged in an altercation over a motor-vehicle violation 


_ with a police officer, Daniel Faulkner. 


Of everything that occurred in the moments that followed, only a couple of facts are 
_ undisputed: (1) Officer Faulkner was shot and killed; (2) Abu-Jamal, too, was shot, but 


- survived. 


__ Virtually everything else about the incident is the subject of debate between Mumia’s 
_ defenders and his prosecutors. Abu-Jamal was arrested and charged with Faulkner’s 
_ murder, convicted in 1982, and sentenced to death.

In addition, 
Supporters say that.a witness “critical” to 
the prosecution's case was actually not

_ ABU-~JAMAL’S GUN. Mumia does not 

_ deny obtaining a license to carry a .38 
caliber revolver; he had recently been 
robbed while driving his cab. But his de- 
fenders maintain that ballistics experts 
never conclusively matched any of the 
bullets found in Faulkner's body with a 
gun that was found next to Abu-Jamal at 
the crime scene. Police also tested the 

_ murder weapon for fingerprints, and did 

- Not find Abu-Jamal’s prints on the gun. 
What's more, police did not test Abu-Ja- 
mal's hands for powder burns, which 

- could have shown whether or not he 

_ fired a weapon that night. 


DUE PROCESS? Of all the claims 
_ made by Mumia’s supporters, the most 
vehement is that Abu-Jamal did not re- 
ceive a fair trial. They say he was denied 
his right to represent himself, and that 
his court-appointed attorney was grossly 
__ unprepared, in terms of both experience 
"and finances, to try the case effectively. 
_ Abu-Jamal's supporters say the trial was 
_ flawed from the start. The jury selected 
_ to hear the case was not representative 
of the community, they maintain, pointing 
out that although Philadelphia is 40 per- 
cent African-American, only two of the 
12 jurors were black. 
They also point out that his defense 
was barred from examining one of the 
_ most critical eyewitnesses for the prose- 
cution; the defense had wanted to show 
__ that the witness was “coaxed and co- 
_ erced” by police to testify. Another wit- 
__ ness is alleged to have changed his sto- 
__ty because he was on probation and 
feared police retaliation. 
Finally, Mumia’s defenders claim that 
_ the introduction of Mumia’s personal his- 
tory — including his association with the 
Black Panthers — in his post-trial sen- 
_ tencing hearing was prejudicial and vio- 
__ lated his constitutional rights. 






_ AN UNFAIR JUDGE? The judge who 
oversaw the case, Albert Sabo, had 

been a member of the Fraternal Order 
of Police — the same law-enforcement 
union to which Faulkner had belonged. 
Prior to Abu-Jamal’s case, Sabo had 
sentenced 32 people to death, and all 
but two of those were people of color, 
according to Abu-Jamal supporters. De- 
Spite these considerations, Mumia’s 
supporters say, Sabo has refused to re- 
cuse himself from hearings on whether 
or not Abu-Jamal should be granted a 
new trial. 


The prosecution's side 
The prosecutors who successfully con- 
victed Mumia Abu-Jamal of Daniel 
Faulkner's murder have never wavered 
in their belief that they got the right 
man. The prosecution's theory is that 
Abu-Jamal shot Faulkner in the back, 
and when Faulkner returned fire, Abu- 
Jamal shot him again repeatedly, in- 
cluding once between the eyes at 
point-blank range. 


EYEWITNESSES. Faulkner's support- 
ers point out that five eyewitnesses, 
who saw the incident from five van- 
tage points, testified in detail that they 
saw Abu-Jamal run from the parking 
lot across the street and fire at Faulkn- 
er. Some of these witnesses report 
having watched from less than 30 feet 
away as Abu-Jamal repeatedly fired at 
Faulkner, at point-blank range, after 
the officer had fallen to the ground. 
Faulkner's supporters say that none of 
these eyewitnesses knew each other 
beforehand, nor did they have time to 
hear the others’ testimony before they 
identified Abu-Jamal. 


THE GUN. The prosecution maintained 
that the bullet in Abu-Jamal’s chest was 
fired from Faulkner's gun, which is con- 
sistent with their theory that Faulkner 
shot at the person attacking him. They 
said that the gun discovered next to Abu- 


_ Jamal was owned by him, registered in 


his name, and contained five spent cas- 
ings of the same brand, caliber, type, and 
rifling characteristics of the bullets ex- 
tracted from Faulkner's brain and body. 


THE MISSING BROTHER. Faulkner's 
supporters say that William Cook, 
Abu-Jamal's brother, was discovered 
a few feet away from the scene of the 
crime and is beliéved to have seen the 
entire incident take place. According 
to them, when Philadelphia police 
officers approached Cook, he said, “I 
ain’t got nothing to do with this” — not, 
as Abu-Jamal supporters claim, “My 
brother and | ain't got nothing to do 
with this,” or “Someone shot the cop 
and ran away.” Also, Cook did not 
testify in Abu-Jamal’s defense. 


A CONFESSION? Faulkner's 
supporters say that Abu-Jamal 
shouted, “I shot the motherfucker and 
| hope he dies” twice outside the 
hospital emergency entrance. 
(Mumia's supporters contend that he 
never confessed.) 


THE TRIAL. Defenders of the prose- 
cution maintain that Abu-Jamal re- 
ceived a fair trial, and that the prob- 
lems he had with his defense were of 
his own making. They point out that in 
a subsequent review of the case, the 
Pennsylvania Supreme Court found no 
merit to the charges that an unfit jury 
was impaneled for the case, or that 
Judge Sabo was incapable of conduct- 
ing a fair trial.

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the night. Even Pete Seeger is dragged out 
of mothballs midway through the meeting 
to lead a hand-clapping rendition of “If | 
Had a Hammer.” 

This fuck-the-system, take-all-comers 
spirit is characteristic of the Mumia cam- 
paign, especially among its most hard-core 
members. No one is turned away; a banner 
advertising the Millions for Mumia march 
reads, MUMIA IS ALL OF US. Abu-Jamal’s 
supporters include everyone from contem- 
porary communists to Black Panthers to 
trade unionists to gay and lesbian activists. 
There are people here at Town Hall who 
could barely scrape together the $10 for a 
ticket, and others who contribute $1000 
checks when Ossie Davis initiates a pass- 
the-hat drive. A college professor donates 
$10,000. (“Thank you for giving me the 
privilege to take my children’s money to 
free Mumia!” he cracks.) 

In this spirit, other causes are free to pig- 
gyback on the Mumia movement. The 
cause is a haven for anyone who has a gripe 
with the establishment (particularly the 
criminal-justice system), and for political 
protest of all stripes. Tonight, Ramsey 
Clark uses a brief speech to condemn US 
sanctions against Iraq. Attorney Ronald 
Kuby (the partner of the late criminal-de- 
fense attorney William Kunstler) launches 
into a stern condemnation of New York 
City Police brutality. Bill Clinton is bashed 
repeatedly (the crowd hisses any time the 
president is mentioned). Conversely, Ho 
Chi Minh’s name is affectionately dropped. 
A member of the John Brown Society pre- 
sents an award to Mumia, which is accept- 
ed on his behalf by Pam Africa, a long-time 
Philadelphia activist and one of Abu-Ja- 
mal’s closest associates. 

Taken as a whole, tonight’s meeting feels 
like much more than a protest for one man 
on death row. It’s more like a contempo- 
rary revolutionary revival. (Late in the 
evening, someone even strikes up the old 
chant “The people united/Will never be de- 
feated.”) No one here expects the establish- 
ment to release Mumia, so they’re busy 
making other plans. “It’s going to take an 
explosion — an earthquake of humanity — 
to free Mumia!” says one speaker, labor ac- 
tivist Larry Holmes. 

Forget Iraq, forget international labor 
exploitation — Mumia is the biggest thing 
in radical politics these days. It’s as true in 
Boston as it is in New York. Jane Sullivan, 
who volunteers at the Revolution Book 
Store, on the edge of Harvard Square, says 
that Mumia business has been steadily 
picking up in recent months; the Mass Ave 
store is stockpiled with books, buttons, 
posters, and T-shirts featuring Abu-Jamal’s 
dreadlocked visage. 

“There’s a whole new wave of people 
coming around to this cause,” says Sulli- 
van, who points out that most of the new- 
comers are young people. 

Indeed, the most significant current de- 
velopment in the Mumia movement is its 
growing popularity among high-school and 
college students. Kids, it seems, see sup- 
porting Mumia as hip in a banned-from- 
MTV sort of way: it’s different, dangerous, 
and something your parents would proba- 
bly prefer you didn’t do. Though reporters 
at the January 28 Rage Against the Ma- 
chine/ Beastie Boys concert noted that 
some attendees didn’t know Mumia from 
Mummenschanz (“I just wanted to see the 
bands,” one young woman told the Associ- 
ated Press), the cause has, in a short time, 
captured the kind of youthful support that 
other activist movements covet. 

“Young people see Mumia standing up 
against police and police brutality and get- 
ting threatened with death. That speaks to 
them,” says Nick, a 23-year-old Mumia ac- 
tivist in Boston, who declines to give his 
last name. “[Young people] feel if Mumia is 
silenced, they'll be silenced, too.” 

Mumia is already big on Boston-area 
campuses. Brian Jones, a member of the 
International Concerned Family and 
Friends of Mumia and the Campaign to 
End the Death Penalty, says that there are 
Mumia activist groups at almost every Bos- 
ton-area college, including Brandeis, 
Northeastern, Wellesley, Mass College of 
Art, Roxbury Community College, Tufts, 
Harvard, and MIT. 

“It’s virtually everywhere right now,” says

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Jones. “Everyone's talking about Mumia.” 
But it’s one thing, Jones says, to raise 
awareness among students, who have tradi- 
tionally been drawn to causes — and the 

same goes for the radical left. The real 
question, he says, is whether the public at 
large can ever embrace Mumia. 


lr FIRST glance, the Mumia movement 

would seem to mesh naturally with a 
cause that has much broader support: op- 
position to the death penalty. Its recent 
brush with the klieg lights of celebrity at- 
tention aside, the case raises all the classic 
red flags of an American death-penalty 
case: an African-American defendant, a 
meager defense, and a quick and question- 
able conviction. 

“It's a compelling case, just as far as the 
facts are concerned,” says Brian Hen- 
ninger, the program coordinator for the 
Washington, DC-based National Coalition 
to Abolish the Death Penalty. “You’re deal- 
ing with a case that concerns a lot of issues 
that young African-Americans have to deal 
with every day.” 

Despite this common ground, however, 
Mumia supporters and mainstream 
anti-death penalty activists don’t always 
see eye to eye. Part of this is a function of 
Abu-Jamal’s crime, of course: he is convict- 
ed of killing a police officer, one of the 
crimes a civilized socicty most abhors. Oth- 
er anti-death penalty activists consider the 
Mumia movement to be too narrowly fo- 
cused on once individual. 

But it’s also true that Mumia’s case 
frightens some people because it raises un- 
comfortable questions about race and class 
in this country. Abu-Jamal’s supporters be- 
lieve his incarceration points to the ineffi- 
ciencies and prejudices not just of the crim- 
inal-justice establishment, but of society as 
a whole. Some of Mumia’s supporters 
arcn’t just asking for a new trial — they are 
condemning a system they find to be his- 
torically and chronically corrupt.

And to some, that makes Mumia Abu-Ja- 
mal just too hot to handle. “There’s a certain 
kind of Democratic Party liberal person who 
is good on the death-penalty issue generally, 
but when it comes to Mumia, they’re hands 
off,” says Bill Keach, a Brown University 
English professor who heads the Boston 
chapter of the Campaign to End the Death 
Penalty, a national organization. 

Jane Sullivan of Revolution Books puts 
it more bluntly. “People are afraid of Mu- 
mia,” she says flatly. “He’s a black guy 
with dreadlocks.” 

What’s more, Mumia supporters and 
anti—death penalty activists often have differ- 
ent approaches. Whereas Mumia’s advo- 
cates tend to work outside the system, many 
mainstream capital-punishment opponcnts 
lobby legislators and court the media. They 
also have different styles of protest. Keach 
says that anti—dcath penalty activists at a re- 
cent State House protest didn’t seem terribly 
thrilled when he and some colleagues struck 
up the chant “Brick by brick/Wall by 
wall/Free Mumia Abu-Jamal.” 

“1 think a lot of people in the 
{anti—death penalty movement] don’t want 
to deal with the political side of things, 
and Mumia is a political issue,” says Kazi 
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tor of the American 
Friends Service Com- 
mittee’s criminal-justice 
program. 

Still, the biggest rea- 
son that some anti—death 
penalty crusaders tiptoe 
around Mumia is that 
they are terrified of 
alienating middle-of-the- 
road voters, whom they 
regard as critical to their 
cause. After all, main- 
stream-voter support 
persuades politicians and 
brings change — or, as in Massachu- 
setts’s case, preserves the status quo of no 
capital punishment. 

“Wc have to find a way to broaden the ap- 
peal of the anti-death penalty movement,” 
says Tom Lowenstein of the Massachusetts 
Citizens Against the Death Penalty. “And in 
that context, we need to have everyone 
against the death penalty under our tent.” 

At the same time, however, Lowenstein 
gives high points to Mumia’s supporters, 
whom he describes as “absolutely invaluable 
organizers and workcrs and fighters for the 
cause.” Likewise, Brian Henninger of the 
National Coalition Against the Death Penal- 
ty acknowledges that “while there are divi- 
sions nationwide” among Mumia supporters 
and anti—dcath penalty activists, “we do 
work together, and we do cooperate.” 

Few in the anti—death penalty move- 
ment disparage Abu-Jamal’s bid for a new 
trial. Peter Elikann, a Boston-based 
Court TV commentator and author, says 
the facts of Mumia’s case outweigh the 
concerns about his partisans: “Even if 
there is criticism of the particular methods 
of Mumia’s activist supporters, | don’t 
know of anyone who doesn’t think that his 
case doesn’t have an extraordinary 
amount of mcrit.” 

Indeed, the fact is that the mainstream 
anti—death penalty movement needs Mumia 
Abu-Jamal right now. In business terminolo-

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gy, that’s where the growth is. “Mumia 
coalitions have been able to bring into the 
fold a lot of groups that, quite frankly, 
[mainstream] abolitionist groups haven't 
even thought about until this time,” says Bri- 
an Henninger. “We need to make sure we 
can benefit from each other’s strengths.” 

And it’s fair to say that Mumia needs 
the mainstream as much as the main- 
stream needs him. “Folks need to be 
reaching out to the larger anti—death 
penalty groups for support,” says Steven 
Hawkins, the executive director of the 
Coalition to Abolish the Death Penalty, 
who has also served on Abu-Jamal’s de- 
fense team since 1990. “We need to be 
sharing idcas and finding out what's hap- 
pening in other parts of the county.” 

Other Abu-Jamal activists think it’s cs- 
sential, too, for the movement to shakc its 
to-hell-with-the-system image. “The Mu- 
mia work has got to break out of the radi- 
cal left, not because the radical left docsn’t 
have an important case to make, but be- 
cause the movement has to be defined 
more broadly,” says Bill Keach. Adds Jane 
Sullivan: “It can’t be just the radicals and 
miscontents. You have to bring in a 
broader, determined resistance.” 

Brian Jones of the International Con- 
cerned Family and Friends of Mumia rc- 
calls attending a mecting and hearing a 
speaker say she wanted the Mumia 
movement to become so big that “Oprah 
feels she has to do a show about it.” Af- 
ter all, Jones says, Mumia supporters 
aren’t just rallying abstractly against the 
death penalty. They are trying to prevent 
a specific individual’s execution, to win 
him a new trial and, perhaps, his free- 
dom. To do that, they need the middle- 
of-the-road people. 

“For a long time, the question of Mu- 
mia’s defense has been in the hands of a 
brilliant defense lawyer and out in the 
streets among a small [collection] of Ieft- 
wing groups,” says Jones.

DEATH BLOSSOMS 


AST YEAR, THE San Francisco-based independent 

punk-rock label Alternative Tentacles — a company 
founded and run by Dead Kennedys front man Jello Bi- 
afra — did something most record labels do from time to 
time: it released a CD-sampler compilation featuring 
tracks by 23 of its current artists. The disc, The Virus 
That Would Not Die!, includes everything from American 
punk nuggets by the Dead Kennedys (“Life Sentences”) 
and the Dicks (“Dicks Hate the Police”) to tracks by vet- 
eran Japanese noisemakers Ultra Bidé and San Francis- 
co dyke rockers Tribe 8. And, as is often the case with 
compilations of this sort, there are plenty of cuts by less- 
er-known underground bands that you'd imagine might 
appeal to, say, a Dead Kennedys fan — in this case 
Facepuller, Man Is the Bastard, Dead and Gone, and Bi- 
afra’s other band, Lard. There is, however, one rather 
unusual artist featured on The Virus That Would Not Die! 
— Mumia Abu-Jamal. 

What's the most famous death-row prisoner in Ameri- 
ca doing on a punk-rock compilation? The simple an- 
swer: he’s an Alternative Tentacles recording artist. In 
fact, back in '97, the label released a split CD featuring 
spoken word by Abu-Jamal (as well as recorded state- 
ments about Abu-Jamal by Biafra, poet Allen Ginsberg, 
and Bob Dole) and music by the art-damaged avant- 
punk band Man Is the Bastard. And last December, Al- 
ternative Tentacles followed that up by releasing Al/ 
Things Censored... , a full-length CD compiling 16 
spoken essays by Abu-Jamal and commentary from a 
diverse cast of 17 celebrities and activists, from actor 
Martin Sheen to the late, great civil-rights lawyer 
William Kunstler. The disc’s title is an allusion to the 
NPR news program All Things Considered, which in 
1994 contracted Abu-Jamal to provide a series of re- 
ports from death row, but backed down from airing his 
commentaries under pressure from, among others, 
Dole. Those recordings have remained the unreleased 
property of NPR, but a number of other recordings by

Abu-Jamal — including the ones re- 
leased by Alternative Tentacles — 
were made in August 1993 and Octo- 
ber 1996, before he was prohibited 
from such activities two years ago. 

Mixing politics with punk rock and 
supplementing songs with spoken- 
word pieces is nothing new for Alter- 
native Tentacles. For more than a 
decade now, Biafra himself has been 
a fixture on the underground lecture 
circuit. He’s also released five volumes of 
his own spoken-word recordings, the most 
recent of which, the three-CD /f Evolution Is 
Outlawed, Only Outlaws Will Evolve, came 
out last fall. And Biafra isn't the only punk 
veteran who's done time at the podium — 
Lydia Lunch and Henry Rollins are two of 
punk’s other notable talking heads. 

But Biafra has always favored a more ed- 
ucational approach in his band-less forays, 
eschewing the internal dialogues, personal 
reflections, and emotional venting of “spo- 
ken-word” entertainment for close analysis of sociopoliti- 
cal currents, the media, and even statistical data. He's 
more like an eccentric college professor with strong left 
leanings than the comedian Rollins has become or the 
performance artist that Lunch now resembles. So it’s fit- 
ting to find the names of two bona fide academics bring- 
ing new meaning to the term college rock on Alternative 
Tentacles’ new-artist roster in 1999 — outspoken MIT 
media critic Noam Chomsky and noted historian and BU 
professor emeritus Howard Zinn. Zinn’s popular and 
provocative book A People’s History of the United States 
can now be enjoyed on a two-CD set of the same title, 
which is actually not a “book on tape” but a recording of 
a lecture he gave at Reed College in 1995. In the lec- 
ture, he deals with such rock-and-roll topics as “The 
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Censored. 2 UN

Conquest of the Philippines,” “Emile Zola’s 
Germinal,” and “Machiavelli and Teaching.” 

Chomsky, however, actually beat Abu-Ja- 
mal to the rock punch by recording a split 
single with the punk band Bad Religion back 
in 1992. His Alternative Tentacles debut, the 
two-CD Propaganda and Control of the Pub- 
lic Mind, came out last November. But he re- 
ally came into his own as a potential punk 
icon when former Bad Religion guitarist Brett 
Gurewitz’s Southern California indie-punk label Epitaph 
recently released not one but three Chomsky titles (The 
Clinton Vision: Old Wine New Bottles, Prospects for 
Democracy, and, punkest-sounding of them all, Class 
War: The Attack on Working People). 

If nothing else, Chomsky can now tell his linguistics 
students that he’s signed to the same label as Rancid. 
That should shut them up. Or maybe it'll get them talk- 
ing, which would probably be more to Chomsky'’s liking. 
Because as much money and controversy as a Rage 
Against the Machine generates, you have to wonder 
whether anyone goes away from one of their concerts 
with a better understanding of the issues surrounding 
something like the incarceration of Mumia Abu-Jamal.

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into the mainstream.” 


F COURSE, it is highly unlikely that 

Mumia’s case will ever become a main- 
stream cause in the way that world hunger 
or the environment is. It’s simply too con- 
troversial. Some people will never get past 
the fact that Mumia was convicted of 
killing a cop. Some people believe strongly 
that Mumia is guilty, and that he received a 
fair trial. And even those who are sympa- 
thetic to his case aren't all going to take to 
the streets in his defense. 

But it’s certain that the supporters of 
Mumia Abu-Jamal have an important role 
to play in the greater anti—death penalty de- 
bate, especially here in Massachusetts. 
Abu-Jamal’s advocates have shown a re- 
markable ability to cultivate support, espe- 
cially among youth. And as Paul Cellucci 
pushes to rcinstitute capital punishment in 
coming months, that kind of energetic sup- 
port will be crucial to the local anti-death 
penalty effort. 

“Mumia matters in Massachusetts be- 
cause issucs of race and class around the 
death penalty — not to mention issues of in- 
nocence — matter as deeply here as they do 
in Texas or Louisiana or Florida or Pennsyl- 
vania or wherever else,” says Bill Keach. 

Indeed, though his case is loaded with a 
lot of baggage — and anger on both sides 
— Mumia cannot ncatly be separated from 
the death-penalty debate, in Massachusetts 
or anywhere else. After all, when it comes 
to the act of capital punishment, there is no 
separating an execution from an individual. 

No one realizes that more, apparently, 
than the famous man locked on Pennsylva- 
nia’s death row. “Mumia defines his whole 
case and struggle as part of the anti-death 
penalty movement, so there is no separate 
Mumia movement,” says Stephen Hawkins. 
“Mumia himself docsn’t define it as such.”

AUREEN FAULKNER TELLS a sto- 

ry about pulling into a gas station in 
Southern California a few years back and 
finding a young man standing next to her 
wearing a Mumia Abu-Jamal T-shirt. 

Faulkner was stunned. She had come 
to California to try to move on, to escape 
the increasing publicity surrounding Abu- 
Jamal’s case on the East Coast. In places 
like Philadelphia and New York, Mumia 
was everywhere. She had hoped South- 
ern California would be different. 

“| couldn't believe it,” Faulkner recalls. 
“Here he was with a ‘Free Mumia’ T-shirt, 
right out in California.” 

Faulkner thought about biting her lip 
and driving away. But instead, she ap- 
proached the young man and asked him 
about his shirt. He said he was a college 
student at UCLA, and that students had 
held a rally for Mumia. He explained that 
Mumia had been railroaded by police be- 
cause of his controversial political beliefs. 

“Your facts are not quite correct,” 
Faulkner remembers responding. “You 
know what | think? | think you need to get 
the facts of this case [because] the widow 
of the officer may walk up to you and ask 
you the facts of the case.” 

Faulkner says the student's face 
dropped. “He just said, ‘You're the wid- 
ow,’” she recalls. 

No matter what version of events you 
believe occurred on that December night 
in Philadelphia, it is hard not to empathize 
with Maureen Faulkner. She and her hus- 
band were practically newlyweds when 
he was shot to death more than 17 years 
ago. She endured a funeral and a murder 
trial, and steadfastly maintains that the 
system convicted the right man. She 
thought her ordeal was over.

But instead, Faulkner watched as 
Abu-Jamal ascended to international 
fame in the 1990s. This was particularly 
difficult, she says. Most widows of murder 
victims never have to deal with walking 
out the door and seeing posters advertis- 
ing rallies for their husband's convicted 
killer slapped onto signposts. Most wid- 
ows of murder victims don't have to deal 
with Web sites that claim their husband's 
killer is still at large. But she does. 

“It has blossomed into this move- 
ment,” Faulkner says 
on the phone from her 
home in Southern Cali- 
fornia. “Jamal has be- 
come almost a folk 
hero for a lot of people. 
It’s cool for young peo- 
ple.” 

Instead of ignoring 
Abu-Jamal’s support- 
ers, however, Faulkner 
has chosen to take 
them on. She and 
some associates have 
established an organiza- 
tion, Justice for Daniel 
Faulkner, that is dedicat- 
ed to “setting the record straight” about 
Mumia Abu-Jamal. A Web site, 
www.danielfaulkner.com, seeks to 
counter what Faulkner describes as com- 
mon “myths” concerning Abu-Jamal’s 
case. (Memorably, after the Reading- 
based publishing company Addison-Wes- 
ley published Abu-Jamal’s book Live from 
Death Row in 1995, Faulkner also hired a 
plane to fly a banner over the company 
that read ADDISON-WESLEY SUPPORTS CON- 
VICTED COP KILLER.)

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late Faulkner has his 









on with my life and whatever happens, 
happens, or fight this,” Faulkner says. “I 
decided I'm a fighter.” 

Recently, Faulkner played a prominent 
role in protesting a pro-Mumia concert in 
New Jersey featuring Rage Against the 
Machine and the Beastie Boys. She even 
found herself on Howard Stern's show, 
debating the case with Rage member 
Tom Morello and Abu-Jamal attorney 
Leonard Weinglass. She says she re- 
ceived more than 2500 e-mail messages 
after the broadcast, including some from 
would-be concertgoers saying they in- 
tended to return their tickets. 

Though Faulkner is clearly frustrated 
that the case has become such a cause 
célébre, she has occasionally enjoyed be- 

q ing part of civil exchanges with 
Abu-Jamal’s supporters. She 
recalls attending a Mumia rally 
in Santa Cruz, California, where 
the audience allowed her to 
speak and present the case 
from her perspective. She de- 
scribes the crowd as “very, very 
respectful.” 

Still, Faulkner knows the at- 
tention surrounding Abu-Ja- 
mal’s case is only growing more 
intense. She's aware of the Mil- 
lions for Mumia rallies planned 
for Philadelphia and San Fran- 
cisco on April 24, though she 
doesn't intend to go. (“I don't 
want to see any confrontation, and | don't 
want anyone to get hurt,” she says.) There 
will be a dinner held in honor of her hus- 
band the night before, she says, and a 
month later, on May 23, there will be a 
Harley-Davidson ride from New Jersey to 
Philadelphia for Daniel Faulkner. 

Faulkner says she intends to keep fight- 
ing as long as Mumia’s supporters remain 
vigilant. But she admits that every once in a 
while, the battle gets to her. “It’s very wear- 
ing on me,” she says. “I'm sick of it.”

You don’t have a backlash unless you 
have a frontlash, by which | mean the 
idea of backlash is an idca of a re- 
sponse to women’s progress — and 
for most women, there is not sub- 
stantial change.” 


Tripping with the CIA 
1 years ago: 
March 3, 1989 

Francis ]. Connolly covered a 
Tufts University pancl discussion on 
the CIA’s MK-ULTRA drug-experi- 
mentation program. 

“*The CIA tested and in some cas- 
es developed every drug that eventu- 
ally became popular on the strect in 
the 1960s,’ said panclist Martin 
A. Lee, author of Acid Dreams. . . . 
The accounts of some of those tests 
now scem grucsomcely humorous 
(CIA researchers routinely slipped 
acid into their colleagues’ morning 
coffee to see what might happen, and 
a 1954 agency memo warned re- 
searchers against ‘testing in the 
Christmas punch bowls usually pre- 
sent at the Christmas office parties’), 
while others were both horrifying and 
tragic (at least two deaths, and prob- 
ably more, resulted from the use of 
LSD on unwitting subjects, and Lec 
also documented a scrics of experi- 
ments on mental patients who were 
given acid and mescaline as they 
were undergoing lobotomics).”
